portant task of stalesmanshlp, the 
new cliancellor said, and he added 
tiiat he could rei)ly sincerely and 
with complet(! conviction and in ac- 
cord Willi tlieso intentions J. that the 
true in ten St s of botll countries won Id 
be served to the extent that' they ap- 
liroached each other in a realization 
of these aims.

LOXDtDN, Dec. 11.— A wonderful 
torpedo, which picks uj) sound and 
Ir.icks it down, Is reported to be in the 
hands of the British admiralty, by 
whom It will \u: subjected very soon 
lo exhaustive trials. 

The "tori>edo with a brain," as the 
new weapon has been dul.ibed, is lilted 
with a delicate mechanism, which is 
controlled by a microplione attached to 
the torpedo's rudder. When the micro- 
phone iilcks up a sound it .deflects the 
rudder in sucli as to 'guide the torpedo 
straight to'tho sccine'' of-' 'the. sound 
waves. ■ ^. ■ 

Properly aimed, t'le '■Inventors claim, 
the torpedo- will" plcit up unfailingly 
the noise made by the propellers of 
an enemy's vessels. Further than this, 
it is claimed that the mechanism can 
bo so adjusted that the torpedo will 
strike! not at rb.e immediate origin of 
the sotuid, but thirty or forty yards 
to the right or left of the propellers at 
the will of the inanii)uIator.

Tubercu- 
losis found a congenial home in lung 
eells into which the nir never entered 
and today we are building sanitaria 
for the elilklron and grandchildren of 
foolish mothers.

Tlicy drns 
sed so that every nuiselo ininht have 
play and feared neilluT sun nor winds

W(]nion ^vltll brislit: eyey, lovely eom 
plexlons and llgures that would liavo 
served for ii GreeU model..- Thes.c.thpy 
kept Into what was formerly consider- 
ed old J. go and, mothers vie with their 
daughtors now' not only in charm ot 
manner and intelligence, but in loolis. 

But alas for those who trusted that 
Folly had lost her Intluenee with the 
llckle dame. Once again the maudntc 
has gone forth which declares that 
slendernesK is h(?aiity. lint wo have 
outdone our si'andniothcrs. They were 
sati-slied witli tiny waists. r.)ur mod- 
ern beauty will not tolerate plunii)nos3 
anywhere.

cd. this writer .thinks that on the 
whole, somo good has been done. About 
the mucli discussed situation in Color- 
ado, O'iidge Brewer says: 

"While males preponderate, the pre- 
ponderntion is comparatively .small. It 
has a large coniniereial city, another, 
a manufacturing centre, while mining 
is n larg<! industry.

Tills is a (pu^'S- 
tlon more easily asked than answered. 
AVomnn has not forced her way into 
politics, thougli she has held some 
minor oflleos and discharged their du 
ties acccptaljly. There Is nuich talk o£ 
sending one of their Icfrllei'.s, a cultl 
vatod and practical , woman, to .Con 
gross at the nextv61ei3tlort;^;isA;ccorains. 
to tho best inform^atlbnrl'caniget.her 
iniUience on political yllCev has been 
maini>' in the wa'j'.fiOf,-. restraint, pre-- 
venting the nomination of' tiriwortliy 
persons." 

This is ,a modest claini but. so far 
as it goes, it Justifies tlic atlmissioii of 
the women of f'olorado to the jirlvi 
leges of the ballot. .luilpc Brewer doi; 
not believe that there is a danger to 
the homo if women are allowed 
vote. He says: 

"l''cina!o suffrage will come. N'ot 
fully nt once, hut by. varying steps 
AVoman's broader education, }ior in- 
creasing familiarity with business and 
in public affairs will lead to It. And 
why not? The chief reply is the home 
Ood forbid tlnit it should be jeopar- 
dized, for uiion it in all its fulness de- 
pends tho best social life. In fact, it 
is the basis upon which growing hu- 
manity depends. .And in It woman 
must over bo the great factor. IIio un- 
challenged fpiecn. But ft male suf- 
frage will not debase the home or lea- 
son its power and Inlluence. On the 
other hand, It will Introduce a rolining 
and uplifting; pbwer Into, our political 
lite. 

Jlay It riot .be that out o? all this 
discvission will come a revision. o£. the 
election laws of democratic countries 
and that some attempt will be made 
to place tlic election of legislators in 
tlie haihls of those who are fiuallfied 
to exercise it, whetlicr thev are men 
or women?

While Mv. Tlill is warning the people 
of the l.Miited States lliai unless some- 
thing is done to make the coil more 
lirodu.ctivi- and to place a larger \tro- 
portloii of pcf)ide upon it the gr.ain 
cro)) of the country will soon be in- 
sulUcient to fi'cd the nation, investi- 
gators have discovered tliat alrcadj' 
the people arc being forced to reduce 
their consumption of meat. 

In fifty cities enquiries have been in- 
■;rituted by tlie department of agricut- 
turo into the meat trade. These show- 
that prices Iiave increased and are 
liltely to Ineroase still further. It has 
bec^n discovered that retailerH make a 
very l;irge prolil and tliat this prolit 
is greatest on the cheapest cuts. This 
goes to proN-i' the tnitli of I he state- 
ment that lias been made that llie 
i poor iiay far more tlian their share of 
i tile price of food. .Vlready nincli less 
I meal is being used by all but the ver.s- 
j rich than was the cas(! a few years 

1 This change is not lilcely to do much 
harm. The practiee of eating meat 
tlircc times a day, prevalent both in 
Cahada and the United States Is not 
necessary for vigorous health. It looks

granted. But this was not accepted as 
u precedent. It was argued that the

IJiliniatoly the following resolution, 
moved by .Mr. Brace and seconded by 
Mr. Stacey, was carried unanimously: 

"Resolved that after consideration of 
tlie now rules und definition of an 
aniateur as adopted by tho Amateur 
Athletic Union oC Canada that our in- 
terpretation of this temporary privilege

or sports." 

An Ultimatum.

NEW YO"RK, Doc. 11.— The Hamil 
ton iiiul OttiLwa, Out., footballers, two 
of the leading' clubs of Canada, gtive 
an exlilbitlnn Kanie ot rufflj.v, as play- 
ed In Canada, at Van (.'ortlandts Park, 
this affernoon before a reiirosentatlvc 
gathering of the best American foot- 
ball authorities and a vast crowd of 
other spectators who had been at- 
tracted b.v a desire to see the game 
which has boon heralded by somo as 
the successor ot American college foot- 
ball as now played. Hamilton won 11 
to 6. 

Not undcrstatidlng' the rules -of play 
at first, tho crowd -was apathetic, but 
as tho play advaihced.thQ.re 'was more 
enthusiasm and 'alt the conciusion the 
public was unmistakably ' friendly to 
the game. 

Tho rules conimittoe of the Ameri- 
can C^ollegiato I'-oothtill A.ssociation 
meets in till.'? city <liirlng Christma.s 
week and It Is expected that its mem- 
bers, netu'ly all of wliom witnessed the 
game today, will consider a revision 
of the rules, lioaring In mind the ruprl^.v 
game ns exhibited today.

mentally defective arc sent to scliools 
fitted to receive tliom. Mrs. Bond i.s 
one of tlie miinaEers of a seliool lor 
defective' Ijoys between aprinixim.Tieiy 
the ages of twelve and sixteen. Tliusti 
children were, as soon as it was dis- 
covered they were defective, placed in 
a preparatory school. When lliey had 
arrived at a certain stage of pro- 
llciency they are placed In the ad- 
vanced school. 

These lad^ goiiie from homes in very 
widely separated districts and as it is 
the 4uty ot the manager to keep in 
touch with .their homes she has no 
.easy task With the control or disci- 
pline- of the school Mrs. Bond has 
nothing to do. The teacher.s appointed 
hy the Council Boards attend to all 
that. 

Very little Ijook learning is attempt- 
ed In this school. But there is a great 
variety of employment. Drawing, 
tailoring, cari)ontry, bootmalsing and 
gardening are tauglit by nu-n wlio are 
properly (jualincd. It is ver.v wonder- 
ful. Mm. Bond .says, to .see the ad- 
vancoiriciit that these Iki.vb inalci' in a 
short time. Tlicse cliildreii wiin iMiuld 
not learn reading, writing or aritluneU(! 
often Viecomo e.xpeet in the use of t(,(ils. 
The order, the method and the cleanli- 
ness insisted upon have the best ef- 
fect upon them. 

One little fellow became nn adept 
at woodcarvlng. ^le was a delicate boy 
of a bettor class than some of tlni 
others. Asked If these children conhl 
become self supporting, Mrs. Bond said 
that in many cases tlioy would if they 



could get proper employment. But it 
too often happened that their parents 
sent them to work at wlilcli they coulii 
earn a few pence and tlie beuclit of 
their eilueatlon wa;- lost. This would, 
she hoped, be remedied by "After Care 
.Societies," which were now being form- 
ed, who would find suitable places foi 
I)upll3 on leaving schools. 

Almost all the boys mended their 
own boots. Many of them made their 
own clothes. But the great difficulty 
was to get material. The County 
Coimcils could not aunply that. 

This led Mrs. Bon.^ to tell of tlio 
"Country Holiday Society," througli 
which she was 'first led to take an In- 
terest In the Hammersmith school for 
defective boys. Through this society 
of which the E.-irl of Arrnn is presi- 
dent, last year 50,000 children of tlie 
London (bounty Council schools spent 
II fcirtnlglit In the country. The man- 
ager visits her school about I'ehruary 
and enquires liow many children wish 
to go. This .she does so early because' 
each able Ijodied father Is expected to 
contribute four shillings towards the 
holid.iv and it is easier to io tills by 
giving a iienny a week tlian by pa.v- 
ing tlie whole sum at once. Then 
elothing must be provided for tlu,' 
Inrgi' i.Tojiortioii of the' children who 
cannot bny it for themselves. To as- 
certain tills tlie manager must visit 
the homes, not once, but many times. 

The terrible jioverty of many of these 
homes Is imlefierlbable but there are 
others where there is evidence of thrift 
and whore everything Is as clean aa 
hand.s can make it. Until now Mrs. 
Bond has collected from hor friends 
the garments needed. But next year 
the h,?admaster assures her, the boys 



will make their own clothes from Bec- 
oud-hayd men's garments which are 
much more easily procured than those 
of children. The prospect of relief 
from the task of finding suits for the 
boys (evidently afforded lively Batisfac- 
tion as any woman can understand. 
The task of preparing the children for 
their trip Is no easy one. Each inust 
bo perfectly free from any infectious 
disease aiul personally clean and to 
bring this aliout with thes(^ slum chil- 
dren requii'es the combined efforts of 
manager, doetrir and nurse. But the 
result is worth even the labor of this 
and of taking tin; cliildrcni to their 
trains and meeting them on their ve- 
turr The hollflay of Mrs. l.tond's 
scho., 1 was spent in IJohnewood, near 
Dorking in Surrey. Here in big cot- 
tages tlie boys enjoy a glorious fort- 
night. Last year each of the twenty 
boys came back wdth some live crea- 
ture, a rabbit, a bird, a rat, hidden In 
his pocket or carried in a box, with 
great bunches of flowers and met 
Mrs. Bond with the exclamation, "O, 
miss, the lady did feed us well." 
Keen the diead that some of the jiets 
might i-.-^eajie in the railway cari'iage 
did not take .away .Mrs. Bond's delight 
at the iniiM'iivenient in her proteges. 
A sadder story was told of the feeding 
of the children during last winter, that 
revealed a d(^i)tli of misery which one 
born and brouglit up In Canada can 
hardly realize. In the Haminersworth 
school, as In others, It was found that 
the children were utterly unable to 
profit by Instruction on account of 
hunger. This the teachers could sec! 
for themselves and wore almost always 
able to anticipate the answer that a

To such a sufferer a cup 
of hot milk was given at once. Tlien 
at noon a substantial meal was served 
to all. Those who could afford It :pald 
from 1-2 to 2' pence, the "necessitous" 
received their dinner free. New^ Zea- 
land mutton 'ana''Argentine beef were 
used for theB,^^i^■dinners.' To find out 
who could afford to pay more visits 
^^•ere needed. The Improvement In the 
children was marvellous. The gaunt, 
hollow-eyed, stunted boys grew plump 
ami tall. Their mental state became 
equally satlsatctory and it was decided 
to continue supplying meals through 
the summer. 

In this school, unlike others, the 
burden did not fall upon the rates. Tiio 
funds were supplied by tiio "Referee," 
a Sunday sporting and dramatic ipaper, 
and came llirough Mrs. Burgnin. Tiu^ 
work of the 1 lammersworth school for 
defective cliildren was shown at the 
Franco-ilrlllsh exhllillion and received 
wr.r conunendation.

Tlie trend of current toward the 
U'est Coast of Vancouver Island at the 
entrance to the Straits of Juan de 
Fuca is running ' Strong. Caijti .Col- 
cord, of the 'steamer Virginian, 'said 
on arrival at Seattle that the strength 
of ■ the current being particularly 
noticeable at Capt Flattery, 'where, he 
says, It is strong enough to put a ves- 
sel out of her course very materially 
in a few minutes. l.'p to noon yester- 
day tho Virginian showed a steamer 
record of 777 miles, while the dis- 
tance actually covered was SOfi miles, 
the gain of L'.S miles being due to the 
set of the nortluvard current along tlu- 
coast. Capt. (,'olciird estlmiited that tho 
ein'renl had a siieeil of luoi e than three 
miles an hour off i'lattery. 

'l'h(.- VirKinlaii left .San I'ranciseo on 
Tuesday last and struck bad weather 
as soon .as she got out of the bay. 
I'ilot Sivitsen could not be dropped be- 
cause his boat was nowhere in sight 
and he w.is put aboard the tug Her- 
cules. On reaching Point Reyes tho 
Virginian sighted Capt. Sivitsen's boat, 
along with two other pilot boats, the 
three vessels having been blown up 
there by the Storm. In a blow a couple 
of days prevlously't-another pilot boat 
met with a mishap, the main boom l)e- 
Ing broken and three pilots Injured 
seriously. 

Heavy gales with fog and rain and 
the continuous cross seas which, hav- 
ing the full sweep of the PaciHc l.e- 
liiud th-m. battered the btg freighter 
witit ti-emeudons force, never ce.ased, 
and everything on the ship tliat was 
not loclieil down was smashed.

ST. OROIX LEAKED 



Former Engineer Tells Inspectors of 
Dangerous Condition of Reser- 
voirs of Fluid Fuel. 



SAX I^'RA.X CISCO, Dec. 11.-— That 
the fuel oil tanks of the steamer St. 
Croix, which was destroyed by lire off 
the coast of Southern California, leak- 
ed badly and allowed seven barrels of 
oil to ooze Into the bilge during one 
trip, was the statement made today to 
the federal Inspectors by John D. 
DrulUard, formerly first assistant en- 
gineer' of tiie liiburned craft: 

Drulllard was not on the St. Croix 
at the time of the disaster. He sta- 
ted that tho condition of the vessel 
was such that ho did not care to go 
to sea aboard of her, and left tho em- 
ployment of the company after com- 
pleting his fourth trip. 

The United States mar.sihal has heor> 
seeking Drulll.ard over since tho In- 
cpiiry into the burning of the vessel 
began, and tho former officers' testi- 
mony concluded tliti Investigation, 
which was re-opened today after sev- 
eral days' poati)onement to admit of 
his evidence. 

Drulllard Bald that he discovered tho 
condition of 4he leaky tanks and re- 
ported it to Chief (Engineer- Doe; who 
directed that they 'be loaded only to 
tho potnt .where tho leaks were located. 
This order was later countormandi^d 
by Capt. Warner, according to the 
witness, and the tanks filled to the toj). 

The witness stated that he measured 
tlie oil In the hohl and found It was 
several inches deop. I-'rom this he 
comimted the total le.'i.kago at seven 
and a half barrels. Orders were Is- 
sued against open lights bidow decl;s. 
but Druillard s;ild tli.-it he twice found 
lamps burning and threw thi'ui over- 
board. 

Fear that he would bo unable to se- 
cure another position, he said, kept 
him from reporting the ccmdWon of 
the vessel to the Inspectors. .He sta- 
ted that ho had personally called the 
attention of the owners to the leak. 
Drulllard believed tihat a lighted cigar- 
ette, thrown down a ventilator by a 
passenger, might have caused the" (ire.

flitting ghOBt-liko in tlie outr-r iino u"

"Tile nioinontous day, for it was;

"From then on until 7 o'cloclc lii the 
evening,, when 'the polls closedi' 23. oth- 
ers had marked ballot papers Intelli- 
gently, for none of, .'.the ballots were 
spoiled In the>-mafklngf, and only onei 
was a 'plumper.* The 'plumper' was, 
for John A. Fraser, and a. prominent 
voter remarked after the bal- 
lots wore counted, that the

prominent voter who made the remark 
is tile only Orangeman in Fort George,, 
he probably made a good guess.

United States Army. 
The United States has a scheme un- 
der way for redistribution of troops 
under which it is proposed, to attach 
the coast .mtUtia artillery unltg- per- 
manently'to- certain l>alterleisl,arid for- 
tifications. Under 'tlie-r^'proposed 
scheme of redistribution oCitrppps an 
arrangement something like nfils would 
be made, for instance, in the Pacific 
Northwest: .\ll the troops, both fed- 
eral regulars and state national 
guardsmen, In a certain district, say 
Washington, Idaho, Oregon, Montana 
.and --Maska, would go to make up a 
tactical division. Commanding tliem, 
in place of a more department com- 
mander, v.-ouhl lie a brig.idier or major 
general, as both field and dejiartroent 
commander, with Ids full staff, his 
supi>ly tlejiots and his enuipuient. The 
regul.ar troop.s elioseii for service in 
the states named would be from the 
various arms— lnfantr.\-, cavalr5' and 
ifeld artillery — jirojiortioned to the mil- 
iti.'i strength and to the strength of 
the division of wlilch they formed the 
skeleton. At the time of tlie annual 
or benlal camj) of instructions the niil- 
Itla organlzation.s would be brought to 
the central cirnp clioseii, possibly .'\in- 
erlcan lake, there to join their regular 
comrade.-;, not .-is more visitor^, but as 
a permanent part of the force. J^lfiually 
>tn .tlmp of war the se\-ei'al niillliii 
.organizations would come to the eoi- 
'ors, knowing precisely tlieir r'laee in 
the division. In other words, the 
militia would become n real and thor- 
oughly recognized part of the army, as- 
signed to. brigades and divisions ami 
army corps, knbwlnif- its officers .-111(1 
Its comrades. ' ... 

Togo Retires from Comm.md. 
-•\dmlral Togo, chief id' the general 
staff of the .laimrie.-^f! navy, retires to- 
day from the naval command and be- 
comes ;i membi.-r of the military coun- 
cil. He is succeeded b.\- \'lce Admir;il 
Sir Gero ljuin. The "Japaneso Nel- 
son" is wliat thpy call .'Vdmiral 'Pogo 
in tlie land of the inlltado. It ivas In 
the last war tba.t be won his title ^l^; 
well as undying fame. The historic 
attack of I-'ebruary, 1001. was his 
work; the luetics which sent th<( Pe- 
tropavlovslt to her doom were liis; to 
Ills ability, was due the groat naval 
victory of Augus, 1904, when the great 
Russian fleet under Rojesvensky was 
crushed. Slncp the -war much has been 
written' About Togo, and yet the sum 
of. what.- Is, known about him. Is curi- 
ously little"; It Is-knoT. n that he is 
abmlt' fifty-seven years old; that he Is 
a" Sam.ufl,, btit not j)f princely birth; 
that he was pne bcrtbe first Japanese 
naval eadetsjto be -scrit. abroad to 
study: that' he served on the training 
ship .^'Worcester ion the Thiime.s, and 



that later, like ' other' , Japanese ■ bf fl- 
eers, ho was allowed to study at the 
Royal Naval Colleges at Qreenwldh. 
Returiilng,.tQ; Japan,.'he .was employed 
in varlousi;'ca;pacltlejBit,-iIti 1894, when 
war began' b'etweeii' dlvlna and Ja- 
pan, ho was In command of the Nanl- 
wa, a cruiser of thirty-sl.-c hundred 
tons, one of the vessels composing 
what vvuH ti'ien known as the First 
Flying Sciuiulron or the .lapanose 
Navy. During the war he greatly dis- 
tinguished himself, and earned the 
reputation oC being a first-class fight- 
ing man. After the war with China 
lie was raised to the rank of rear 
admiral and promoted to the third 
command In tho Japanese fleet. Prior 
to ilia iirescnt appointment he was 
commander-in-chief at Mta^v.uru,, a 
dockyard on the Sen of .Tapan. His 
present rank is that of vice admiral. 

China>. NeWl-Navy 

Prince ., Tstir , Hkun.'- ;ife?bthw of the 
Prince Reeeht,'- ait'd^r'nihorqtJ^bf the 
Chinese Emperor, wlth' hls " suite.' In- 
cluding Admiral Sah Chen PlnK, ad- 
ministrator of the Chinese navy, and 
Kir Chontuiig Liang Cheng, Iv.C.M.G., 
is making invesligatlotis in England in 
coimectlon with Chlria.'s scheme of 
utLvy construct Ion. ' Little has been 
lieard <if China's navy since the days 
of its disastrous coiullct wltli .la;)aii. 
China has less than a dozen cruisers 
and lis many torpedo gunboats. It 
was till! result of the Russo-Japanese 
war tliat made China awake to the 
necessity fur maintaining a strong 
navy, and the present coiuniission is 
the r(^sult of a decision come to about 
two years ago to, entirely reorganize 
the navy, and. to study very carefully 
naval conditions . abroad. Orders have 
already been placed in Japan for tor- 
pedo craft, and tho present inten- 
tion Is to consider the question - of 
Iilaclng orders for larger craft in this 
country. I happen tn know that the 
Clilnese government favor a conijiro- 
mise betwc-eu battlosliip and cruiser, 
and r tliink it will be found tlutt If any 
orders are given in this country they 
will be for ships of the 'DreadJiought 
cruiser type. 

Docs the Cliinaman make a good 
sailor'? l-'rom a certain standpoint he 
does. He Is wonderfully quick and 
ameiinbU- to discliiline, and a llrst-class 
lighter. Given the' proper Instruction 
and the aecessarj- typo of officer, ho 
will make as good a sho\^r as tho Jaii- 
anesr. if he misses ' the spirit ot 
Japanese patriotism that carries the 
Islander to certalti destruction without 
a trembr, he has, III its 6tead, an ab- 
solute contempt for death wHIcli will 
bring about exuelly the same result. 
W.fiere.Vhe docs not shine is In his 
^personal', habits of cleanliness. A 
-Philiese ■W-arslilp is a sad place for any 
ttiaii wheels used to the sparkling brass 
woVk "and snowy decks of a Britis'i 
man-of-war— or the tidiness of the 
Japanese ci'aft. 

'I'he fault, of cinirse, lies witli the 
officer. If be does not think" it is es- 
.sentlal to the lighting (piality of his 
ship to keep It spotless, or cannot un- 
derstand in what way cleanliness 
makes bis sailors bettor lighting mon^ 
it Is not difficult to ace that his ship 
will be au unpleasant place for tho 
fastiiliinis. 

Tlior.- are, says an authority, many, 
stories told of the old regime .In the 
Chinese navy,, of "admirals" who wore 
appointee .who had never seen the sea 
th their ilves. There Is the authentic 
case of an admiral who came froiii the 
Interior to take over his new command, 
and who immediately had the guns re- 
moved from the after part ot the slil|) 
because they obstructed hlin in his 
walks. Of another who deliberately put 
Ills ship ashore because "it was 
steadier and easier to get to from the 
shore"; but tb.e story I like bi;.-t, as 
illustrating the mind of tno Orlenttil 
.mil bis peculiar fatiilism. Is one which 
I ha\-o recently seen credited to the 
Moorl.sh navy. 

There was a ship at Fu-clmu or 
Takii, I forget which, that had the 
misfortune to lose a steam pinnace. 
As a matter af fact, -Whilst the. Jlttlc 

aboat was lying alongside'' somebody 
dropped a heavy welght'roverbpard by 
accident, jwhlch, ..prashlrigs^htopBh 
bottom ot the llttlb.tljoBt.'i s'eif t>;iier to 
the .bpttote. Tho accident was noted 
with" phllpsophlcal calm, but no. atr 
tempt'-^as made to recover the pin- 
nace.'

NEW LIGHTS ON TRAFALGAR. 

Hv Julian S. Corbetl. 
Readers of The^ Tiroes will ■ recall a contro- 
versy which was'cart-icd on in its pages during 

the centenary year of Trafalgar on the tactics 
of llu- battle.' it arose out of a desire to show 
that Xclsnn did not adoin the vicious form of 
attack in two columns al right angles to the 
cncmv. as the naval tradition was, but in effect 
iidluTcd lo the plan of deployment which he 
had laid down in his Memorandum. Although 
the insuperable difficulties ol such a theory 
were cogently set out by Sir John Laughfdn 
and Mr. Newliolt, an imiM-cssion seems to have 
remained that no conclusive verdict was reach- 
ed, and that our knowledge of the technical de- 
tails of the action was c.\trcmel_rdcfective. The 
case against the vertical attack rested admited- 
ly (in "a chain of inferences from selected frag- 
ments of evidence, and seeing how weightily 
it. was supported, the .conclusion wa.s unavoid- 
able that we did not possess the data on which 
a firm "staff" account of the battle could be 
coristi-ucted. 

At the time this was certainly believed to 
be the case. The data primarily rc(|uired arc, 
of course, the tactical signals acuially made by 
the admirals. A few, indeed, were known, but 
in several important cases the time at which 
they were made was, uncertain, and a coiiiplete 
list \Va.s regarded as'beyolKl recovery. '.There 
was a tendency consequently with some of 
those w'ho took part in the controversy to 
permit themselves a freedom of inference that 
was not a little hazardous and only to be ex- 
cused by the assumed impossibility of getting 
direct evidence of what it was the twQ^adniiralS;, 
actually ordered to be done. ■ [ , ■ ' '^^'.^V. ' ■ '"' 
; The truth: is,'' hovvever, that , such- evidence 
fexi^ls:,i-vV fe'ceiU rercv*''t^i.i.ri;rtibn of (lie logs 
of ^th'e^ships present at the battle, made for the 
purpose of an exhaustive account of ihe cani- 
])aign, has revealed the cxistencr of certain sig- 
nal logs, or rather it should be said of certain 
lists of signals — for signal logs were not then 
known in the modern sense — which contain all 
the information required. It is impossible to do 
more than indicate the wfde-reaching results 
of this new evidence. But shortly it may be 
said that 'it establishes beyond. doubt the fact, 
so strangely disputed, -that the principle of the 
attack was that which was incorporated with 
the Signal Book of 1816, it shows, as is natural 
to expect, that the comijilers of the code were 
not unaware how the battle was fought, and 
that the British Xavy had not forgotten the 
tactics of its greatest triumph. One o.£ them, 
for instance, states categorically that the fleet 
on sighting the enemy bore up "in succes- 
sion", and hot "together," as .Admiral Colomb 
first hazarded, in accordance with the plain 
meaning of the "Instruction" attached to 
Xelson's signal in the Signal Book of 1799, and 
in accordance with the intentions which he 
himself recorded in the last entr;.' in his jirivate 
diary. 

The fullest and most important of these lists 
of signals is contained in a log kept by Mr. J. 
Price, master of Captain Eliab Harvey's ship, 
the Temeraire, which was Nelson's second. !t 
is not the ordinary master's log — that also 
exists — but a second one vvhich a few masters 
a|)pear U> have kept mainly lor the purpose of 
registering signals. The fact that the two 
logs arc hound up consecnti\'ely in the same 
\-olume of the Admiralty Reconls appears to 
be the reason why this individual document 
has been so unaccountably overlooked. Kept 
with unusual care and neatness during the 
whole commission the ship, except when she 
was in dock, it .gi\es the limes, minute liy 
minute, not only of malcing but also of ans\ver- 
ing the signals. I'or the battle it is not cpiite 
complete. It str;ingely omits the first twf) sig- 
nals "to form order of sailing" and "to hear up 
cast-north-east,'.' and it ends abruptly .ihout 
12-30, v/hen the Temeraire was hotly engaged 
with four ships and had something else ti.i think 
of. But it gives inrictically everything that is 
wanted to clear the doubtful points. \Vc learn 
from it, for instance, the exact moment when 
Collingwood considered he was in char.ge of 
his line, and it gives us every signal he made 
in his fruitless attempt to deploy. These im- 
portant points have alvvaj^s been in doubt, and 
until thdy were settled it' was not possible to 
understand the action clearly. 

By the terms of the Memorandum the sec- 
ond in connnand was not to have control of 
his line until Nelson had brought the whole 
fleet nearly within gunshot of the enemy an-.l 
had made his intentions known by sign;il. 
Whether by carelessness or design! an entry 
in Collingwood's journal would make it appear, 
that he took control by signalling .for the lar- 
iboard line of bearing about ii^o'clpck, or just 
^before coming into range. ' "Thts '' view has 
■passed into history, to the great confusion of 
the points at issue. The new evidence, how- 
ever, reve;ils the fact thai he made the signal 
\vell before 9:00. From this somewhat sur- 
prising fact flow unsuspected conclusions. The

How, then, is Collingwood's action to be 
explained? The natural suggestion is' that; 
wdien it became ]>!ain that the enemy were 
forming their line and meant to accejit battle, 
ColIingwocKl could not believe that Nelson was 
going to jjcrsist in the attack "in chase," which 
he seemed bent on delivering, in Hawke's man- 

-;ntr. "TJie signal he miadcvfor<the^lardoar^^^ 
df ' bearing was. the ofdihary one' for "a regular 
deployment parallel to and on the same tack 
with the enem3'^'s close-h.aailcd line. Though 
Nelson made no objection, he neither endorsed 
the movement nor conformctl to it. To carry 
it out it was necessary for the leading ships 
to shorten safl, but Nelson Jiekf on, and Col- 
lingwood had to do the same if he was to open 
the ati.'ick as the memorandum enjoined. What 
Nelson tlTOught of it we cajinot tell, but clearly 
he; didv»iot.a£cept-.GoIli.ng:\vood!s...assumptipn of 
control witli'eritire'.dociLlity; . He presently be- 
gan interfering with Jiis line by ordering Mars 
to take station astern of tfic Royal Sovereign. 
I\Iars answered the sigiui.1. but Collingwood 
jiaicl no attcnlion. FiiKling that, owing to Nel- 
son's forcing the pace, it would Ije impossible 
to execute th.e evolution he WHinted, he was just 
modifying it to a bow and quarter line south- 
Aveslu ,a formation which, as the co_urse was, 
would take just half the time. Still Nelson kept 
forcing the pace, and it began to look as if the 
two old friends were just racing each other into 
action. Neither was in his'proper station. The 
order of sailing was not the order of battle 
"with the exception of the first and second in 
command." in sailin.g order they led, in battle 
order they did not; and, neither of them had 
any business to be where he was. It is well 
known how vainly Nelsoir's officers tried lo 
get him to fall back into.his proper station. He 
gave a vague absent, and'then endeavored to 
make Collingwood 'do the same. At last he 
carried his authority so far as to signal to Mars 
actually to lead the lee line. This time the sig- 
nal was not even ;unswcred; and the next en- 
try in Collingwood's log is "Set stunnin.g-sails." ■ 
After that Nelson left him alone. His natural 
generosity and his admiration for his friend's 
bold leading held him back, it would seem, 
from a direct order. He contented himself 
with keeping the , Victory imderv-every ,^titch 
she could set, aiHi'when..HaTveY>.h.eve 
began t6 forge.up,^4ie got aisbarp brcler;.%jtecp

even the south-west line of bearing was iiiap- 
lilicable. In any case he abandoned it, signal- 
led for another point 10 ])ort together, and li- 
nally went into action well ahead of his second 
and with no more, deployment than a ragged 
bow and quarter-line only three points from 
the line ahead, and therefore nothing like par- 
allel with e\en the extreme rear of the euem}\ 

As another example of the value of these 
documents may be.taken their relation to Nel- 
son's alleged feint on the van, of which so 
much has been made in the effort to explain 
away the vertical attack. Read with the offi- 
cial French and Spanish reports published by 
Colonel Desbrierc for the French General Staff 
they show the movement can he nothing more 
than a fi.gnieiit in Codringt(jn's brain, There 
was no turn to port such as he, and he only, 
imagined he s;iw three miles awa_\ . Xelsoii, 
with his alert eye for a battle, certainly did 
change his mind during the approach as the 
situation developed — probably three times, as 
the logs reveal — but not in the way Codring- 
ton imagined. The final signification of his 
intention, which Blackwood carried down the 
line, as ex[)ressly recorded in Neptune's log, 
was for a real attack on the v;in from the lee- 
ward by passing through Ihe centre in line 
ahead and then hauling to the wind in succcs- 
si(m. This was imdouhtedU' his olijeei in re- 
taining, apparently so insanely, his column for- 
mation to the end. It requites no defence. 
For reasons too long to be set out here, it de- 
serves nothing but admiration as jierhaps ,the 
highest stroke of his genius. He knew the risk 
well, and di.scounted it by massing his three- 
deckers in the head of his line as no one had 
e\'er done geforc. 

Such, baldly stated, ai'e some. ;ind some 
only, of the broad conclusions which How ivom 
these lon.g-forgotten logs. Space does not per- 
mit of a full ex|)0silion. It is only by :\ closeU' 
reasoned (lo\'e-lailin,g of the new matter with 
that lurking in well-known sources that llu- 
results have been reached. What thcv afford 
is jufit the few missing links in the chain, for 
lack of which we have hitherto been unable 
to bind the multitudinous evidence into a cohe- 
rent proof of the old service tradition. .\t 
length we are able to judge the exact <legree 
of freedom wliich Nelson i)ermitte(l himself 
and his second in interpiTtin.g his ])lan of at- 
tack to meet the c()n<litioiis of tin- moment, 
anil the effect c;in only be a deeper admiration 
for the suppleness and dexterity of his leader- 
ship. " •

Thames Barges

The last notes of "Waltz Me Round Again,- 
^\'illie," played on a'concertina, died away, and 
the sound of the gale reasserted itself in the 
cabin of the ICIizabeth and Mary. ,The chink- 
ing of the small poker and sliovel hanging 
neatly beside the brightly burning stove, the 
scraping sound nuide by some tin mugs and a 
battered coffee pot as they slid to and fro on 
the,,b!ulkheacl to the motion of the vessel, and 
the'-faint scpieaking of. the tin head protector 
swinging above the oil lamp. on a hook in the 
deck, kept up a running accompaniment to the 
cheerful singing of the kettle upon the hob as 
it merrily stewed the tea. Throng the half- 
open hatch was heard the swish of \vater 
breaking alongside, the scroop of the, '.grejat 
sprit moving uneasily, and the flap of a loose 
fold of the- topsail/ -'as great gusts of wind 
boomed and hlimnied' through the rigging. . 

In the co.sy cabin th.e skipper and mate sit, 
one on each side of the blazing stove, their 
clay pipes glowing d'dly through a fog of 
strong shag. They have nothing to say to one

It is a wild November ni.ght, and the Eliza- 
beth and Maiy is ten miles seaward of. the - 
nearest official shelter. It is high water now, 
and she is lying ajiparently in the open sea; 
but in three lunirs time, when the tide has ebb- 
ed off the sands, she will get in a little land- 
locked harbor, a notch in the great Maplin 
Sand|, ,. whiqh,.,je>yji.ig thefland ,,at-,-Sh,oebury- 
ue|||^!Strb.tc)v'out" to sea for sevenfcch' miles. 
THeVe, in that weird, lonel}' haven, known and 
used, -only by barges and a chance fishing 
smack, slie will remain until the gale moder- 
ates or .shifts. 

The Elizabeth is aThamcs barge worthy to 
be studied fen- three things — her history, her 
beauty, and her handine.ss. She is one of thou- 
sands/of' that: most remarkable type.^ of vessel, 
the'dargc^t sailing craft iii the -world handled 
by tWo jiinen-^pftcnrby^aima^^^ and his \yife or 
boy; aiid that, tooV'in ilie ijusiest river in the 
world. Ninety-to a hundred tons is the size of 
an average barge nowada^'s ; seventy-five to. 
eighty feet long, by eighteen feet beam are her., 
measurements ; with leeboards up slip draws 
two feet when li.glit and six when loaded, or 
with ,hcr leeboards down' fourteen feet. For 
going' through the, bridge's^ London or Roch- 
ester, qi- vlip-A'ery|ni^^^ she 'will pick 
u|5 a third. liand, IcnovVrtfli^i'a "huffier" or "hov- 
ellcr'' to help. 

•'.Notliing can detract' from the credit due to 
the men, bin .something, must be said for the 
baVgc too, .some reasons given explaining how 
it is possible for two men to handle such a 
craft. In the first place; the biggest sail of all, 
the mainsail, is set on a sjirit, and is never 
hoistcfl or lowered, but; remains permanently 
up. VVhen the barge i.s not under way this 
sail is br^i|ed^jor;,,g3tli,^^^^^ by 
ropes,' nni(:lrVsCtlV&f^^^^^ a' theatre 

is drawn and buncbcd xip to each side. The 
toi)s;iil also remains aloft, and is attached to 
the topm;isi by masthooiis, and has an iiihaul 
and a downliaul. as well ;is sheet and halyard. 
'J'hiis it can be controlled from the deck, with- 
out becoming unman.'igcablc in heavy weath- 
er. The foreshcets. like the main, work on a 
horse . These and several other things, too 
technical to.touch upon,.l.iere, enable tltjC barge 
to b<i worked so siiorthanded. 
• . From, Lands End- , to >the westward, and 
Ymuiden to 'the eastward,, the Thames barge 
strays,' biit her home is-trom the Foreland to 
Orfordness. Between these points, up every 
tidal creek of the Medwa_\'. Thames, Roach, 
Crouch, Blackwater, Colne. 1 lanford Waters, 
Stotir, Orwell, Deben, and .-\Ide, wherever 
there is water en(uigh to wet your boots," as 
the barge skipper delights to put it, there one 
will hiui a barge. She is the genius of that 
maze of sands and curio.iis tides and those riv- 
ers and tidal creeks. There in that network 
of shoals and channels, she can get about her 
business as no other craft can. The sandbanks, 
the dread and terror of other \ essels. ha\-e no 
fears for her, Init rather she turns them to her 
use. In li('a\y weather, when loaded deep, she 
linds good shelter beliiml tliein : when li.glil, 
she anchoi-s on theii- b;icks for safei>', where, 
when the tide has left her. she sits as upri.glit 
as a church. Then, too, she is a p;ist master at 
cheating the tides and making short cuts, or 
"a short spit of it." as the bargees say. In 
this the sands help her ; for the tide is far slack- 
er over the banks than in the fairway, where 
her deep-draught sisters have to wait, while 
she — sooting along in shallow water out of 
the tide — makes ;i good passage. 

What (in ihcN ,-ill carry? What do they not 
carry? wen,- easier lo answer. They generally 
start life—a life of al least fifty years, if faith- 
fully built and kept ui) — with freights of ce- 
ment and grain, ;ind such cargoes as -(N-aler 
would spoil were llie bar.ge leaky, h'rom grain 
and cement they descend by stages, carrying 
every conceivable cargo under the sun which 
can be stowed inside them or on their decks, 
until they carry only manure. 

Barges even carry unwieldy engineering- 
gear, and when the hatches are not large 
ciunigh. the long pieces, such as fifty fuol l unl- 
iable .girders, are placed mi deck. It is within 
the writer's .knowledge that ;ill the sluices and 
Uriodgates made !;y Kansonies and Rapier fc)r 
the great Xile dam al Assuaii, were sent by 
barge from Ipswich- to London for transliip- 
I'licht. ' Hay arid stt-avv-— for carrying which 
more barges arc used than in any trade, cxc'cpt v 
cement — have not been picntioncd, for' they 
nuisl be treated separately. 

.\fter the hiilds are full, the trusses of hay 
or str;iw are piled'un on deck to a hei.Ljhl of 
feet This liuee stack, secured b}' speei;il gear, 
often weighs as much as 40 tons, and stretches 



almost from one end of the ship to the'othci'. 
Thisre is no way from bow to steril except over 
the stack, the mainsail and foresail have to be 
reefed up and a jib set on a bowsprit, and the 
man s.t the wheel, unable to see ahead, has to 
steer from the orders of his mate on top of the 
' stack. To see such a craft tack thriDugh a 
crowded London anchorage or up a busy reach 
in London makes one respect the race of bar- 
gees forever, i &^:i,sit^&i- r . - ' '

Flat-bottomed, she car- 
ries lee-boards like the Dutch vessels ; her sprit 
is Dutch alike in name and origin; th.e vangs 
controlling the sprit are the vangs of the Six- 
:teenth„-^G,entury Dutch ships, and •.until ' 1830 
ishe hacrs^till the Dutch ovcrhangiiig bow, as 
s'ceu in the splendid drawings of the late I'*. W. 
Cooke,. R./\. The development of her, the 
practical nautical knowledge and ability ap- 
])lied to her rigging and gear, are British and — 
thank goodness — the fine seamanship of the 
men who man her. 

To. most people Ihe imi)ression of "barge" 
conveys the impression of something unshape- 
ly and unsightl)' ; and, one might add. a bar- 
gee a; man of',fe\y- words, and allybadi^^tButi this 
is . not so. ' A bairge neVer was, 'fs; .of cbulcl 'be 
anything but picturesque to those with an ar- 
tistic sense. The sheer of her hull, her spars 
and her rigging, the many shades of red in her 
great tanned sails, the shape, and the splendid 
curves of them when she bowls along, go 
straight to the heart. Whatever changes take 
])lacc, whatever crafl succeed her, whether 
driven by steam, petrol,' paraffin, or- alcohol, 
the Thames barge will live for ever . in- .-the 
glorious pictures of W. A. Wylie, R.A. . 

In a Thames barge, htled as a yacht, A'Ir. 
Wyllie anci liis' family at one time lived ami 
moved and had their being. From her decks, 
and inspired by love of her, he painted many 
hundreds of her sisters in every" kind of place 
and weather. In one ])icture he has caught her 
drifting in a calm, the reflection of her great 
tanned sails rippling from her; in another, she 
is snugged down to a gale, and the red, sails, 
taut and full, arc wet with spray. Running be- 
fore the. wind, thrashing to windward .^^vith top- 
sail ruclied to meet a squall, at anchor o'rdjerth- 
ed, loaded deep, or sailing light, creeping up 
sonle ci-'eck, sailing alone on blue seas . beneath 
blue skies, br dodging the countless craft as 
she tacks through the haze and smoke of a 
murky London reach, she is always beautiful.

For seventeen years Dr. Wilfred T. Gren- 
feli has given his life to the peo|)le oi Labra- 
dor. As missionary and i)hysician, he has 
'toiled im that bleak, ice-hound coast .since 
1892. until, today, in the mission fields of the 
u orld there is no better- known name. Of 
Labrador itself and of its stut^dy inhabitants, 
Dr. GrenfcU has more knowledge than any 
other man. The residts of his long period of 
service and observation he has now set down 
in Labrador: The Country and The People, 
which The Macmillan Company published. 
.\ssociated with Dr. Greiifcll in the writing of 
the book arc a number of scientists who at' one 
lime or -another have visited the penirisula and 
are ijarlicularly well-equipped to treat of their 
'"'iio"s subjects. Labrador: The Country and 
The People, therefore although a companion 
volume to Alaska : The Great Country, and 
., Mexico: The Wonderland of the South, is also 
tfie most autlun-itative work on the land 
that we have, in fact, probaldy the only ade- 
quate description in existence. 

Great as is its scientific value, however, it 
is ]iroljal)le that the widest interest in the book 
will spring from Dr, Grenfell's own perse.mal- 
\Xv. To the extent ami the nobilitv of the 
he is doing in Labrador the world is but just 
beginning to awake. Of himself he 
does not speak, but of the conditions 
he must face, of the life of the fishermen and 
the Indians, he writes freely, and no man can 
talk of his life's work without revealing much 
of liiniself.

The old retainers in' Scot't make up a 
whole army. But perhaps it is, better evidence 
of the way such characters appeal to the great 
heart of the people fo recall the methods of 
common melodrama, "hot with," How often 
are the horrid machinations of the villain frus- 
trated by the comic craft of .the old servant, 
male;br;:,f,«naU.?'xH consol- 
atibji^jbf; >tiTie'Mes6latc;M iii' the affections 

the low coniedy nurse? 

This sort of thing is very popular on the 
stage, but in the cold air of practical life'it has; 
been known to pall. A servant too affection-' 
ate can he ralliet- a nuisance. A servant too 
careful about you can be more than a little of 
a tyrant. The old retainer sometimes has too 
good a memory of the days when master or 
mistress was a child, and is apt to preserve the 
manner appropriate to that relationship. But 
upon the whole, it , is not such minor troubles 
as .these which Avcvhave nowadays to feai^. In 
the bustling, hustling modern world there is 
little chance of our relations wdth servants be- 
coming too personal. We arc much more like- 
ly to lapse into the habit of treating them as 
machines, which they naturally repay by the 
same cold, limited service a machine renders, 
"What is the perfect servant? We had a sug- 
gestion in Madame Steinhill's trial, when Mari- 
ette W^olff thus summed up the whole duty of 
the world below stairs : "A servant should see 
everything and say nothing." 

A' good many people will protest hastily. 
The command to say nothing is well enough, 
but they have no desire lo encourage a servant 
to sec everything. 'I'here is so much in the 
most res])ectable life which is not intended for 
publication. But if yon want to be absolutely 
private, the only' way is to keep no servants 
at all. With the least curious of maids or men 
about the house they must see much, and if 
they have intelligence enough -to be good ser- 
vants they, .w,ill, infer a deal more. Morebver, if 
j'ou want to b'e well served it is' desirable that 
they should. We may not gp the whole way 
with iMarieltc. It is not desirable that a ser- 
vant should see everything. Omniscence is not 
safe for any human being. No one who wishes 
to remain a comfortable human being would 
seek to possess it. But* your perfect servant 
would, know enough about you and your ways 
to be able to anticipate your wishes and your 
actions. That is the only vyay.to secure a 
household where everything runs smpothlj'. 
The admirable Chric'hton of service .mustknow 
even;,niore than this. He or she needs an un- 
derstanding of the manners and customs, emo- 
tions, and tempers of the ordinarj' guests of 
master and mistress. How is this to be gain- 
ed without watching the behaviour of master 
and mistress in -ompany, and^after the coni- 
pany is gone? The sad truth is that if you 
will have good servants you must let them into 
your confidence. Whether that is worth While 
is a question for the individual taste and fancy. 

■\Ve are not to forget the other clause in this 
brief theory as to the whole duty of servants. 
They are not onl}^ to sec everything, but to say 
nothing. You sleep better if you realize at 
once that this is a council of the impossible. 
The human being is not yet made who will sa}- 
nothing of what amuses, interests or annoys 
her. H' you suppose thaLyour servants find 
you neither annoying, nor interesting nor even 
amusing, you are to be cbngratulated on a su- 
perhuman and quite useless modesty. .MI von 
can hope for is that they will say nothing 
nasty. Provision for that contingency is in 
your own hands. For sad and cruel as the 
conclusion is. there is no .doubt about it; you 
will never get the perfect servant until you are 
the perfect mistress. - ;

'M;iny interesting disco\-eries are hein.g 
in;i(le by .Mr. .Macalister on the site of the old

"A Gentlc Knight of Old Bradenbnrg." — By 

Charles !Major. 
This is a charming story, and one which 
ranks with the author's delightful romance of 
'■when Knighthood Was in Flower." The 
scene i.s laid principally in the court of Freder- 



ick William of Germany, the unreasonable old 
father of Frederick the Great. The jjlot deals 
with the designs and intrigues (if the arch-\'il- 
laiii- Grumkow, an .Austrian sjiy, in the employ 
of the half-insane king as his ])riine minister, 
aiul the counter tlesigns of iM"il/.-llenr_v, the 
Hereditary Prince of P.ayreuth, but greatest of 
all the characters portrayed in the novel is that, 
of Adolph, the Margrave of Schwedt, a riiah of 
imcouth .mein and ridiculous manaers, -,who 
hides under thi.s grotesque exterior ' a v brave 
heart, a pure mind, and honor above reproach. 
Wilhelmina. the ckk'St daughter of the king, 
is the charming heroine of the tal'j. She is 
}'Oung, knely. in every way desiraljle, and has 
many suitors. Among thqm all, the unnatural 
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cess WiUielmina. .He changes his mind on the 
instant, ' -l^e will remain iii Berlin for a length 
of time any way, and remain in the king's 
guards simply to be near the Princess, and to 
aid her in any way he can. The old king takes 
a violent fancy to the fearless young recruit, 
who makes such a secret of his identity, and 
does not hesitate. to express his mind,\vhenever 
he plesfses and in Any way he pleases. Mwiy 
opportunities are given Fritz-Henry to serve 
the lady of his choice, and he and little Adolph 
work together and accomplish seemingly im- 
])Ossible things Unlike lUd-^f 'W.storical novels, 
the romance ends very hapiiily to the tune of 
wedding bells, and the best part df the story 
is that it is all true. ^ . 
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father, who takes the keenest delight aiiparent- 
Iv in seeing the inenihers of liis hi aisehi.ild 
Miffer. has picked out two, (if \\hich .--lu' is to 
l;ike her choice, liolli almost eiiually inipo,>- 
sible, the old iiiiinoral besotted Duke of 
Weissenfels, or the repulsive, thmigh uulde- 
hearted, Adoljih. 

Gallant Frit/.-l lenry, Prince oi Jiayreulh, 
has been kidnapped, while journeying away 
from his father's castle, lie is travelling in- 
cognito, and the men who have waylaid him 
are in the employ of the German king, who 
uses any and all means \u gain recruits to his 
company of grenadiers, the finest Imdy of men 
in luirope, all lO' whom ;ire si.\' feel or o\er in 
heighl, and of pi'oporiioiiat e breadth and 
strength. The x iliains. (piito unaware of their 
cajitive's identity, congratulate ihcnisehes on 
their prize, knowing that the king's reward 
will be a rich one, as his grenadiers arc the one 
pride of his heart. It suits FHtz-Hcnry's plan 
to keep his captors in ignorance, though he die- 
termines upon reaching Berlin to tell King 
Frederick the truth, when he knows the 'Con- 
stern.atioii will be great, as his own ranlc'.cqtials 
that of the crown jirinee, and to kidnap a man 
in his position is a heinous crime indeed.

Hardly 
were tlie queen,' I?on't Care and Henry in their 
places, when the king began mumbling the 
long grace wdiich invariably preceded meat — 
j)erha])s it would be ninre exact to say vege- 
tables — at the royal table. 

In the midst of grace, the Crown PrincOv 
and Wilhelmina entered the dining room, juid 



paused till the prayer was ended. When the 
king said 'Amen,' they hastened lo their ]daccs 
at the tabic. Henry rose while they wx-re be- 
ing seated, but the king growdcd out: 

'Keep your seat. A decent man, need, not 
rise to a hussy and a -rasqal, who are always 
late, late, late.' 

When the prince and princess were sealed, 
Henry resumed his chair and viewed the table. 
The dishes were of massive silver and gold, but 
there was no tablecloth and the table itself was 
of cheap wood. Silver and gold could be coin- 
ed into marks, crowns and ])istoles, and in no 
other palace in Europe was there plate equal- 
ling in value that lo be found in Berlin and 
Polsdam. Fine wood, linen and other articles 
to beautify the palace were not coinablc. con- 
sequently the king wiisted no monev on them, 
but in silver and gold he was both i)rodigal and 
miserly. On the table was one large plate of 
bread, and in front of the'kingwere two mas- 
sive covers, in which Henry supposed the din- 
ner was stored His majesty served all dishes 
for the reason that he wished to avoid all waste 
and over-feeding. 

.After grace, the king ortlercd a Iacka_\- to 
remove the cover from one of ih.e dishes in 
front of his plate, and Henry beheld a small 
lump of boiled pork. From this the king carv- 
ed a small piece for the queen, another for 
Don't Care, a large cut for the guest, and a 
larger cut for His Majesty. Then the meat dish 
was covered, a signal that it was to be re- 
moved, and the contents kept for supper. 
If an ounce of the pork were ^ lacking 
when served for the evening meal, I'rederick 
William would detect the theft, create a great 
storm, and jf possible, punish the thief. Fritz 
and Mina sat holding their hands, while the 
others at table ate their meat. 

When the first course was finished, other 
plates Avere brought in and the second dish; a 
vcrv large one filled with cabbage, w-as uncov- 
ered. The king, who had been mumbling ever 
since Frit?; and Mina took their seals, bounli- 
fnllv helped himself, the queen. Don't Care and 
llciiry to cabbage, and placed a small portion, 
intended for the crown jjrince, on a plate. By 
the time His Majesty had served Wilhclmina'.s 
plate, anger had gathered in his braim and be- 
fore the lackay could take the plate froiti the 
table; irate Majesty seized, it, rose to his feet, 
ahdiiurled it, cabbage and all, at the prince's 
head. Fritz dodged the plate, and it fell to the 
floor. Poor Mina restrained her tears and sat 
motionless, waiting for the tirade of abuse she 
knew would come. 

' I'll teach you to be late.' shouted the king, 
'vou laggard, lazy — lazv — ' 

But the king's wrath was stemmed by see- 
ing Henry rise, take his own plate of cabba^re 
and place'it before the princess. While Henry 
was resuming his scat, the king scowled angri- 
ly, seemed about to explode, changed his mind, 
laughed, struck the table a blow with his fist 
and said : 

'Colt. He isn't afraid of anything— nothing 
in heaven, or earth, or hell. Bring another 
plate.' 'So the dinner iiroceedcd." 

It is difficult to believe that such a scene 
could have taken place at a court where even 
a meagre civilization . prevailed, but it was of 
almost daily occurrence in the household of 
Frederick William-— Macmillan & Co., Toron- 
to, Canada.

CHARACTER. 

In the coiirse of a spcecli at a ineeting-to 
commemorate the founding of the Peoples' In- 
slituliou by Chambers, the famous publisher, 

Andrew Carnegie said: ".An aristocracy of 
wealth cannot be established, for w-calth left 
free is rapidly scattered. The saying in York- 
shire, 'three generations from clogs to clogs." is 
translated in America to 'three generations 
from shirt sleeves to shirt sleeves.': From, my 
own experience I know this is a true saying.' 
Distribution of Wealth. 
. "We have little wealth remaining in .Vmcr- 
ican fanxilies for more than three generations 
of heirs, and that in only a very few cases. It 
scatters considerably as a rule in the first gen- 
eration of heirs, greatly in the second, and dur- 
ing the third ii \-aiiishes, and the heirs of the 
millionaire return lo lives of .strenuous labor, a 
much-needed reformal(H-y school. 1 cannot but 
belie\'e that it is best Un- the nation as a wdiole 
that wealth should thus be allowed to pass 
freely from the rich to the ]DOor, unimpeded by 
legislation, all left to the free play of natural 
forces ,the spendthrift getting rid of the bur- 
den he cannot use well, the poor man acquiring 
it by strenuous exertion, self-denial, and useful 
service, after the fashion i.if the Chambers 
brothers. Our experience in the newer land o! 
America is ihal millionaires' .sons do not com- 
pjire well as valuable members of society Avith 
iheir fathers or even with those compelled to 
earn their li\'elihood 1>}- IkiiicsI labor. 

".As for the millionaires themselves, so far 
as my knowledge of that class extends, few are 
happy in old age. While they have more than 
enough to retire upon, they have neglected to 
provide themselves with something precious to 
retire to. None can be happy wdio have not- 
followed the Chambers' example, and never 
failed to interest themselves in' higher things. 
Miljionaires wdio laugh are rare. In early days 
hovv a man was born was the test. In recent 
limes how much wealth he owned has been 
llirealening lo disi)lacc thai, standard. In our 
day it is rather how. much a man knows. 
The Test in Days to Come.

He had in mind the 
judgments of this life, or to put the matter 
more scicJitificallv, he was tliinl\ing of liie 
i.ipcration of the law of cause and clfecl, 
Vlicrc was once a man, nol as \vise Ihc 
King of Israel, who speal<ing to a lot of young 
fellows, who had been having what they 
called a good time, said : "Boys, you can trade 
of your constitutions for this sort of thing; 
but don't forget yon can never trade back.'' 
it is rigiit to have ])!casnre while we have 
the capacity of enjoying it: hut it is a great 
mistake to suppose tliat tiie capacity for en- 
joyment is exlunistod 1)efore. to use nn cx- 
liression from the race track, you have turned 
intu the home stretch. 

'I'liese ubservatioiis arc directed not only 
to young iieople, Init to tiiose who have the 
rearing of young people. Enjoyment is a 
necessary part of existence; but it ought to 
be rational enjoyment, it ought to be enjoy- 
ment that will ni;t impair the faculty for fiu'- 
tlier enjoyment. 'J'here can be nothing more 
miserable than a man t,>r woman, who reaches 
middle age having left liehind the capacity to 
get anything out of life that is worth having, 
and yet there are hundreds of people who 
do that very thing. They have rejoicetl in 
the strength of their 3'outh, but have forgotten 
that there is alvvaj's a day of reckoning. Un- 
fortunately in very many cases the reckoning 
has to be paid not by themselves alone, but 
by those who come alter them. The sins of 
the fathers and motiiors as well arc \'isitcd 
on the children, not by any special edict of the 
Creator, but because of the infallible working 
.otthe law of cause and effect. There is such 
a thing as being well born. We admit this 
in the case of our dogs and horseSj our cows 
and cats we ignore it in the case of mankind, 
and then we liavc i)imy offspring, miable to 
withstand the first shock of arduous condi- 
tions, we blame it upon the Almighty. The 
other day there appeared in connection with 
some comments ufion AVatsnn's "Woman W'ith 
the Serijent Tongue," a statement that the 
person referred to in it was one of a coterie 
in high social life, whose practices can be best 
described by saying that they cannot be de- 
scribed. Possibly this did injustice to the 
woman in tjuestion, hut it is true of sonic 
■\vomen. They are satiate<.l -with life almost 
before the}- lia\-c hcgim to li\-e. To this im- 
liealthy condition of mind a school of modern 
no\-elists jianders, and the rcsidt is a drift in 
society in a direction that leads to ruin. The 
tendency in certain cricles of young people of 
both sexes is to seek for sensations rather 
than for satisfaction that comes from well- 
ordered lives. I'.vcry nerve is strained to make 
the most out <>f the first rpiarter; nothing is 
left for the home stretch. 

This is an aspect ul" life that calls for mure 
attention trrjm tcacliei's and preachers than it 
receives. It is vastly more imijortant than lite 
])ronndgation of doctrine, xastl}- more es.scn- 
tial than the observance of church ordinances. 
The greatest peril in our civilization lies in the 
fact that we ignore the tendencies referred lo 
above. The people of Christendom cnniK t 
continue as they are going withouf meetiuL;' 
Avith disaster. Let there may he no mistake 
on this point. A ihoiisand clinrcln.-s. more or 
less, rn.ay point their spii-es to the sk)' ; a thou- 
sand robed priests, more or less, may perform 
a'll tlie solemn ceremonies connected with wor- 
ship. These things will not arrest national 
decay, unless we are able in some way to 
strike at the root of the evil, Avhich is tmder- 
mining the st.'ite. There are some who -will 
say that the way to do this is to destro}- the 
licpior traffic ; Inu that is not a reined}'. It 
is not the practice of the Colonist {<'< discuss 
contro\crsial (|nesliuns on this page, and 
iherefiire Ihc influence of the drink- traffic 
upon society will nut be further considered, in 
this place. But the source of the evil, which 
is working such deadly harm, lies^not in any 
habit of society, but in the fundamental prin- 
ciples, which govern the lives of young men 
and women. 

.Vearly two lliousand years ago a man wan- 
dered ihiTiugii the wilderness of Jndca, and his 
cry wris; "l'\e|)eii! ye, for the Kingdom of 
llea\-eii is at hand." I'eihaps he himself did 
not know just what the "Kingrjom of 1 leaven'' 
meant. Today we think of it as a period of 
unalloyed hapjpiness, and perhaps we wonder 
what John could have meant when he so 
preached. Perhajis we have often in our 
minds thought that the cry was one more 
proof that the Hol\- INfen of Old were mistaken. 
But you Avill search the brief reports of the 
.sayings of John for any proof that he meant 
that the Kingdom of Heaven was coming will: 
peace and happiness, it came; but it came 
with a .sword. Jt came; but not with white- 
robed angels singing hosaii^jias ii\the clouds; 
but with fierce warriors cut olUhc North, 



with shouts of frenzy as, they .-destroyed cities 
and shed the blood o'f millions. ' The .Kingdom 
of Heaven came', not in .Bethlolicm's stable in 
the-form of a Qhild;. bat out on the frontiers 
of the Roman ICmpire and it rolled across that 
great imperial fabric in clouds and darkness. 
J.,ct us get this thing into our minds in the 
right . wiiy. "I come" not lo bring peace but 
a 'sAvord," said He .whom wc call the Prince 
of Peace. ' ' 

The Kingdom of Heaven may come again, 
and come as it then cariie in judgment. Let 
us liave a care as a people. More virile races 
ihan our own arc pressing upon our borders. 
]\rcntal and moral dry rot are catin;; out the 
life of the higher strata of society. Wretched- 
ness and poverty are destroying the lower 
strata. Why should wc think ourselves ini- 
mune from the dan'gcrs that destroyed other 
nations in the past? Who are wc that we"can 
defy with impunity the , laws, for violating 
which they perished? 

.-\nd so wc come buck to where we started, 
only now we ought to have a wider view of 
the application of what was said at the begin- 
ning. A nation is no better than the individ- 
uals of which it is cumposcd. There is no 
national existence apart from individual ex- 
istence, If our young men and our young 
women exhaust themselves in earljr life, they 
also exhaust the state, and the civilized races 
are today in danger of complete physical, 
mental and moral exhaustion. The time has 
coiiic for a change. - The time has come when 
each individual "should he taught that it is 
his hounden duty to save something for the 
home stretch, for by so doing he not only 
will serve himself well, but also serve his 
fellows. IJoubtless it is sweet to die for one's 
country, but it is infinitely sweeter and more 
useful to live for it,

COMETS 

There is some little apprehension coiicerty- 
idg' the appearance of Itallcy's comet, and it 
is " due lo the wild siiggesli(Mis of newspajx-r 
writers endeavoring to make a sensation ^out 
of one of the routine events of the Solar Sys- 
tem. On the face of things it is reasonable to 
infer that the members of that System have 
assumed the several places occupied by them 
in obedience to some law, and that their rela- 
tions arc harmonious, so that there is ex- 
tremely little likelihood of one of them inter- 
fering with another. Hence the probabilities 
of a collision between the Earth and a comet 
.ire exceedingly remote. There are many 
comets and, except in the case of Texel's, there 
is nO' .reason, to Siuppose that any of them has 
come into contact with any other member of 
the System. This comet came within the in- 
fluence of the attraction of Jupiter and. was 
drawn in among the satellites of that planet, 
without noticeable results in the case of either, 
except that the comet did not resume its for- 
mer orbit, but took a new one. Between Mars 
and Jupiter there is a wonderful belt of aster- 
oids, or minor planets. About 150 of them 
have been discovered and catalogued. H^onc 
of them are large, and the combined mass of 
those that have been seen is not more than 
onc-fcjiirih that of the Earth. Those planet- 
oids are spread out over an area measuring 
:250,ooo,ooo miles in width, and in their revo- 
lution around the Sun they crc;ss and rccross 
each others path^; but they are never in col- 
lision. Through this heist of little' planets the 
comets dash on their way to the Sun and out 
again, and so far as any (jiie knijws, in no sin- 
gle instance has a f)lanetoi(l been in the slight- 
est degree affected thereby. The fact that the 
moons of Jupiter were not affecteil in ;iny a])- 
prcciable degree b}- Texel's comet indicates 
that even the planetoids might not be, no mat- 
ter how close to them a comet came. This 
comet came comparatively close to the Earth, 
but its presence produced no effect whatever. 
The number of comets is unknown, for the 
reason that it is not always possible to he sure 
if one of these visitors has been seen l>efore. 
Twent}- of them ha\'e been tagged, so to speak, 

astronomers, and none of them I'x-er uoes 
far away from the Sun as the planet Neptune. 
The period of their revolution varies from a 
little over three years in the case of Encke's to 
upwards of 761/2 in the case of Plalley's, which 
is now coming into vision. The comets do 
not all travel in the same plane. Thus Clau- 
sen's has a course, which, if laid out on card 
would show it to be x ery nearly on the same 
plans as that of the orbit of the ICarth. De 
N'ico's comes towards the Snn on a course 
nearly at right angles to the course traveled by 
the Earth. Halley's comet approaches the 
Sun- at an angle of nearly 18 degrees to the 
Earth's orbit, and therefore at the time of its 
passage across our orbit it will be nearly 20,- 
000,000 miles away from it. which is the near- 
est it can possible come to the Earth under any 
circumstances, and it could only he as neat- as 
that if the hlarth liapi)cne(l at the time to he 
direci-ly in a line drawn from the comet ])ar- 
pcndicular to the Earth's orbit. 'iMiat is to say, 
there is one place where, if the movements of 
the Earth and the Comet Averc .so timed, the 
two bodies would be within 20,ockd,ooo miles of 
each other, but the chances against such a 
thing are .'dmost infini'e. This Ijcing the case, 
the C'jming of the Comet rna}' he regarded 
without apprehension, although if it is as bril- 
liant as it promises to be, it -w ill afford a spec- 
tacle long lo be remembered. 

The history of cometary appearances is. not 
very complelfi, and the older accoiints are 
necessarily not ver}-- reliable. We are told tliat 
in J 34 B. C, a comet appeared having, a disc 
larger than that of the Snn. (,)iie that w;is 
even larger is said to have i.'ppcaied in 
B. C. In A. D. 117 another remarkable comet 
appeared, and in A. D. 479 there was one with 
a disc of such dimensions that it is said to 
have caused an eclipse of the. Sun. The 



comet of A, D'. 400 e>vtende,d from the horizon , 
to the zenith, and that of A; .'D;' 531 was even' 
larger and more terrible in appearance The 
comets of 1066 and 1505 had discs larger than 
that of the .Moon. The accounts of these 
comets are all ])opular and nol scientific, and 
it is ]30ssiblc that their appearance has been 
greatly exaggerated. 

The finest comet, which people now living 
have seen, was jDonati's, , which ,ap}y«ared in 
1858, and was visible nearly throughout the 
winter. It presented a most beautiful spec- 
tacle. Its nucleus was bright, though not 
large, and its tail was very brilliant. When the 
head was at the horizon, the CNtremit}- of the 
tail was on the Meridian, but north of the 
Zenith. To see that great band of light 
stretching across nearly a quarter of the , sky 
was a sight never to, be forgotten. This;C9met 
for a part, of the'iinic it was visible ha'd tlircc 
tail,S, althp.ugh only one of them was noticeable 
by the ordinary observer. The main tail was 
curved like an aigrette The last great comet 
obscr\'able in the northern hemisphere, and 
perhaps the last observable from any |)oint on 
the Earth, a|)pearcd in 1882. It was in the 
northern sky, and though its tail was very 
long and' fan-shaped, covering a considerable 
area in the heavens, it was not very brilliant. 

In all, about 260 comets have been noterl 
by astronomers. Of 4hese about 60 move in 
clipses; the course of the remainder cannot be 
distinguisUed from parabolas; that is, they 
seem to move in 'great open curves, and may 
never revisit the Solar System. Biela's cor.iet 
was supposed to visit the Sun once in ecery 
seven 3'ears or thereabouts. In 1846 it came 
on schedule time and looked about as usual, 
but as it approached the Sun it split into two 
parts. When it returned in 1852 these parts 
had separated widely from each other, and 
since that time it has not been .seen, although 
a meteoric shower, which occurred about tiic 
lime of its next apjiearance. was supposed to 
be composed of cometary fragments. 

.It is not known of what the nucleus c>f a 
comet consists, lor none h.'ive e\'er been r-ecn, 
because of an enveloi)e of gaseous tnatter, 
which surrounds all nucleii. We have abso- 
lutely no data from which die character of the 
solid core, if there is such a thing, can be de- 
termined. The g{-ca{ comet of 1680 passed, 
according to Newton's calculations, not nuich 
more than 500,000 miles from the Sun, and 
would therefore be exi)Osed to a heat v.hich 
would convert any substance about whicii we 
know anytiiing into an intangible Ljas. The 
envelope of the nucleus and the tail are so at- 
tenuated that the light of stars shining 
through it is not diminished. The spectro- 
scope does not give mu.ch assistance in the so- 
lution of the composition of these bodies. 'J*he 
fact that a comet M'ill whirl around the Sun 
in a few hours, and swing a tail main' millions 
of miles long without deflecting it from its 
shape, seems to show that the tail cannot be 
composed of anything that we know anything 
about. The terrific speed with which liie tail 
would swing would completely dissipate any 
solid or gaseous matter. Hence the sugges- 
tion finds favor with some astronomers that 
the nucleus of a comet acts as a lens and the 
tail is caused by the light of the Sun streaming 
through it. But there is nothii-ig about which 
there is more scope for speculation than the 
nature of comets. They are wonderful things; 
wdien brilliant they are marvelous to look 
upon ; their course through the sky is full of 
niyster}'. for no. one can suggest why they 
should fly off to such vast distances and re- 
turn agam : but with all the mystery sur- 
rounding them, and notwithstanding the fact 
that the}' have in all ages been regarded as ob- 
jects of fear, a visit of a comet is only an in- 
cident of unusual interest ami need cause no 
alarm. 



BEGINNINGS OF HISTORY 

The nrchaenlngy of the Xorthwesl Coast is 
WLirthy of more stud}- than ha;'- ycA: been given 
to it, and it so happens thai in the vicinit}- ol 
\'ictoria there arc places where it might be in- 
vestigated with every prospect of interesting 
results. At many places are large deposits of 
broken. shells, as, for example, ut the head of 
Esquimau Harbor and along the highway road 
on the west side of the Saanich Peninsula at 
l.'nion flay. In jdaces like these there are in- 
teresting fields lor research, and a small jjarty 
(-if students \\-ouId he ain-iost certain to discov- 
er something that would repay them for their 
labors. Lying on the table at which this is 
written is a stone bearing evidence of work- 
manship of a high order. It was taken out of 
a shell heap a foot or so below the trunk of a 
tree that was possibly a hundred }-ears old. 
How far the shells extended below the place 
where the stone was found could only he ascer- 
tained by an in\-cst igation thai wa> not made. 
.\ forest gr(.)wing on a shell heap establishes 
the fact that the shells were ])laced there as 
hjng ago, at least, as the age of the oldest tree 
Let us suppose that the oldest tree shows by 
its rings a hundred years of growth. "We know 
that we will have to allow some time l)etween 
the deposit of tiic la--i of the shells and the 
germination n\ the seed of the tree; hriw long 
Avotild !>e a nuittcr of guess work". It n-|iglit 
l-)e possible h}- careful s'.ud}' lo reach some 
measure h}- which the time occupied in the ;ic- 
ciunulatiou of the shells could be roughly ajj- 
proximated, and in this wa}', I)}- digging to 
the bottom of the heap, it might be possible to 
fix a date in a general way for the beginning nf 
it. Having excavated to the bottom of the 
heap, the next stcj) ought to be to compare the 
level of the bottom \\-ith the adjacent sea. In 
this wa}' it might lie learned if the land had 
sunk since the first Indians made the spot a 
I rendezvous, or there might be found between 
the heaps and the sea deposits of sand, gravel 



or soil or growing trees or boulders from 
which certain inferences could be drawn. 

'Pile above are the general features that 
might he cxan-iined; hut in the course of the 
examinatitiii (;ther ihiiif^s might be observed. 
The stone abo\-c mentioned was found near the 
surface and belongs to possibly the Neolithic 
-Age. The workmanship is remarkably accur- 
ate, much more so than is the'casc with stone 
.implements of the Palaeolithic Age There is 
a probability that by excavation to the bottom 
of this particular heap one .might find stone 
imiilements dating from tlu; IColithic .\ge. If 
this sort of investigation is undertaken a little 
preliminar}- study would be necessary. The 
first investigators into Eolithic deposits did 
not recognize stone implements as such. The 
first investigations of this kind made in Am- 
erica were in New Jcrsev', where' in a great de- 
])osit of stones and other detritus there Avere 
found a number of stones which had been 
chijiped away so as to f(irm points more (jr 
less siiarp. At first these were sujiposed sim- 
ply to be accidental shapes, but the find became 
so numerous and they all bore evidence of the 
same general design, that no other, conclusion 
was possible than that they Avere artificial. 
They were clearly designed for ciitting i)nr- 
poses, and, when among them a chipped flint 
arrow head was found, all (.loubt was remov ed. 
Subsetiuent investigation showed thai in the 
higher portions of the de])osit the flint arrow 
heads became more numerous, until at Icngtli 
the implements formed from the softer stone 
disappeared, and only the flints remained. 
Here wc have history in outline, the history 
of a pcojile who, b}' slow stages, were advanc- 
ing towards civilii'Cation. Results ecpiall}'- in- 
teresting might be obtained '■)}' the study of 
the shell hea|js near \''ictoria. 

The examination of such a shell deposit as 
is found at Union Bay (jught to take place at 
more than one point, for this heap is very 
long, and admitting that , the number of In- 
dians was at one time very greatly in excess 
of what it is now, and that clams formed the 
greater part of their diet, many centuries, ap- 
l)arentl}', must have been necessary h)r the 
accumulation of the fragments composing it. 
Such deposits ought to be cut transversely at 
points some distance Jijiart, and the lower 
strata ought to be compared so as to warrant, 
if possible, some conclusion as to whether all 
parts of the heap are of equal antiquity. Thus 
it might be that one part of the heap only re- 
lated to the Neolithic period, which, by the

found that they arc related to the later ages, in 
which case we would have to conclude cither 
that all the earlier inhabitants had nothing io 
do with the formation of the particular deposit 
examined, or else that the aboriginal peoples 
of Southern 'Vancouver Island had already 
made some progress in civilization when they 
first came here. These observations may sug- 
gest to some readers an interesting field of re- 
search, and in a subsequent article mention will 
be ihade of some discoveries made elsewhere.

If this talented woman had uev-er \\rilten 
a line, she must have become famous through 
the seemingly endless influence of her remaii'C- 
abJe prsonality. Alfred dc Mu.s.set, Lizst and 
Chopin are all great names associated with 
hcs, and they are mily three of the many who 
came under the spell of her iiiagnLlism. There 
is no doubt that the de;iths of (E Mussel and 
the lalentctl }-onng Cho])in \\-ere haslened 
tlii-(jugh the knowlcd,:^c that their friend and 
companion had become weary of their worship, 
though the greatest of their works were prob- 
ably inspired by her genius. She was a wo- 
man distinctly feminine in all that nuikes 
woman most charming, hut with none of the 
weak'iiesses of fcniininil }'. ami vvith far more 
strcnj(tli ;ind stamina than is the ]ios.%ession 
ol most men. Iler s\-m])alli}- was unbounded, 
she entered instinctivel}' and wlujie-licartcdi}-. 
for the time being anyway, into the interests of 
her friends. She was an enthusiast of th-o 
broadest type, and her life was full of con- 
trasts, for all humanity interested her, she 
knew nothing of narrowness or bitterness: But 
to loN'e her with the iKission (jf a lifetime metmt 
to suffer, for just as she seemed the embodi- 
ment of a half a dozen i.iersonalilies rolled into 
one, S(j it was that the hjve thai satisfies and 
coini)letes the life of a normal woman cv>uld 
only be classed as one of the incidents in -Ihe. 
life of this great writer. .- ' • 

Aurore Dupin was boriv iti,u8d4 of illustri- 
ous ancestors, though fliS 'faiviily -escittcheon 
was not unsmirclicd. One of her ancestors 
was .Xui^ustus 11., Elector of Sa.xony. and King 
of I'oland. Iler grandmother was the naturid 
daughter of .Marechal de Saxe, ;ind lived loii^ 
eiujugh 10 convc}- lo her g'randikuighler the in- 
Ihience of her own imisit:al and literar}- abil- 
ity ,';md the dignity and strength of her char- 
acter. Iler father, inheriting his mother's bril- 
liant gifts, but ahso the family weakness, died 
young, after haying married a girl very mucli 
beneath him, but one who had sinned through 
innocence rather than with any evil intent. 
■And .\urore w;is the child of tlris nniiui, with 
llie blood of kings and that of the lowest class 
of I'arisiennes in her veins. Iler mother's 
father had been a bird-sellcv, and her love for 
the birds was always a characteristic trait ui 



Georges Sand. The feathered folk iustinctiveh' 
trusted her, too, and, we arc told, always sur- 
r(jundeil her in her garden at Nohanls, lo 
perch on her shoulder or feed from her hand. 
We can see how all the prenal;U ti.'ndencies 
vvent 10 f(jrm the complex and remarkable 
character of this wonderful novelist. She was 
passionately devoted to her ostracise^ mother, 
and loved all lihe sinful and sitfferihg because 
she seemed to her as Iheir represcnlative She 
inherited her t,rrandi-nolher"s \''oltaireau and 
jihilosoi^hical tenqieramenl, ami yet. sent to a 
convent to be educated, she came under the in- 
fluence of religious idealism, and almost de- 
cided to take vows. The wise nuns themselves 
did not encourage her, foreseeing the direful 
consequences attendant upon such a step. 

Returning from school an avowed Catholic, 
she began to read philosophy voraciously. But 
. nature-hn er as she was, she flew when satiated 
with l(oo-ks, to the charms of the gretit oiit-of- 
d(jors, riding and walking e\-ery day for liotii-s ; 
thus she kept her physical strength and health 
unimpaired. 

She married, or rather Avas given in mar- 
riage to a man in no way congenial to her. 
Nevertheless she becaipc the tendercst and 
most devoted of mothers, and a model of many 
domestic \-irtues. The ill-ass(3rled couple li\-ed 
together for ten years, and finally the court set 
her free and ga\e her the cusKkIv of the chil- 
dren, whereby we must conclude that the con- 
jugal iinhappincss was not the woman's fault. 

It was to earn her. living that she began lo 
Avork at literature, and in the beginning she 
was in no sense successful. Her first novel 
she destroyed. "It was not good," she said; 
"but it showed me that I could do better." 

.'\11 her early stories are works of jiassion 
and decidedly extreme. It was the time of ex- 
tremes in France, and the more- bizarre a thing 
was tlie greater its share of admiration. The 
novelist at this time adopted male attire, 
though she insisted that it was only on account 
of convenience and not for the sake of the ef- 
fect produced. She \vas a little woman with 
wonclerful dai-k c\-es and an abundatice of bril- 
liant dark hair. She cut off the latter, and in 
her odd costume locjked like a lad in her early 
teens. .She cared little for public opinion, and 
w as at all times beyond the limitations of her 
sex. 

Iler pastoral romances followed her more 
stirring a- ' complex novels, and later she pro- 
duced plays. But her last works 9! all are her 
host, Avhieh is surely as- it should be. They 
have no trace of sensuality, and~ arie. all .Avrit- 
len under 'the stress of the most beautiful 
idealismiK.-: ' ' ' ' ;'' ^ 

When old age |)ut its (piieting touch iqion 
this woman she welcomed it smilingly. "It is 
g(jod of God," she said, "to calm us by taking 
away those slings of pcrsonalit}' that are so 
sharp in youth. How can people complain of 
losing some things Avith age, when, on the con- 
trary, they gain so many others? Avhen our 
ideas grow broader and more correct, when our 
heart softens and grows larger, and oilr vic- 
torious conscience may look back and say, T 
have done nn- task"'? 

.All her large fortune was given to the poor, 
and she died believing that death was not the 
end, Init one of the stepping stones to infinite 
peace with tjod. 

Little Fadettc 
This is one of Georges Sand's best pastoral 
romances, and the charm of it lies in its many 
poetic descriptions and its sim|dicity. The 
story deals with the life of two brothers, twins, 
who arc so passionately devoted to each other 
that their parents decide to separate them for 
their own good. The stronger of the two leaves 
home and meets with success ami hapiiiness, 
but the one wIkj remruns home is idle .and dis- 
contented. Later the two fall in Io\'e with the 
same woman, "Little I'ailctle." and the story 
is an outcome of this silitaiion. 



IN THE DARK OF THE MOON

]\iaiiy iK'rj]de have wondered why the part 
of the moon that recei\'es no sunlight is often 
A'isible to us, the term being the "old moon'in 
the young moon's arms.'' The dark part is easily 
seen as a copper-colored globe reposing in the 
bright crescent. This that we see is nothing 
more or less than the carthshine on the moon. 
^\'e .'ii)pear the same way lo the moon Avhcn 
we :ire in llial phase, and our dark part is 
where the moonshine apjjcars and the bright 
part the sunshine. 

The reasiin the ct.ipper color appears is 
because light lias to traverse the atmosphere 
of the earth three times — once ^vhcn reflected 
to the moon, and again on being reflected back 
to us. Our atmosphere possesses the peculiar 
jjroperty of absorbing the Idtie ra)'s of this 
white light ami allowing onlv the red and 
.orange to go through, thus cansiug thc.appear- 
ance of c(n;)per color by tlie triple absorption.

uon. Ihon.nh Iiaxing nothing to do witlf^itf'iS 
this: That ]jart of the mi^on which appears 
light lo the moon at anv- sjiccified lime, and 
that pari of the moon which aiipcars bright 
to us corre.'ponds to the portion of the earth 
appearing dark to the moon. 

Of course, it is well k/iown that the moon 
gives out no light whatever itself, the moon- 
shine' being merely the light of the sun on the 
<mobn reflected to u.s. The same applies with 
the , earth in its shine vpn the nibon, , save that 
we do not give out glows, no doubt, around 
,^reat cities at night, on account of the enor- 
mous nitrnber of li,i:;lils. One thing, hij\\e\'cr, 
in which moonshine excels the carthshine is 
its constant character. Where ih.c earth j;,os- 
sesses varying clouds the old moon never has 
any at all. 1 
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WHAT ENGLAND CAN TEACH US 
ABOUT INDOOR GARDENS.

The Englisn people- seem* to get abodt one 
hundred ..times as much: pleasure out of green- 
houses as we do, and it is " possible that they 
always will. P'or they have a greater climatic 
advantage over the people of the northern 
United States in the mildness of their winter, 
which has a delightful effect upon one's coal 
bill. If you add to this that labor is cheaper 
' there than liere, and that everyone is iiiterested 

■ in gardening, there can be little wonder that 
everybody seems to have a greenhouse, 'rhe 
mere fact that a greenhouse enables a family' 
to enjoy gardening the year round — and espe- 
cially during the five months when trees -arc 
bare — would account for much"; 

Btit the English have one powerful incen- 
tive to greenhouse building that we do not 
have. " They cannot ripen peaches, ojcu^^^^ in ' 
tlie open air, and even'gfapefe and'plim 
• to be grown against walls or under glass in or- 
der to get enough sunshine to ripen them. The 
appeal to the stomach is deeper seated than 
the aesthetic sense and the English are blessed 
with a sturdy interest in the simple, joys of 
eating. The first step they took to getiifruit 

■ was to build high walls to keep out thieves. 
■>Then.- they found, that better fruit could be 

'grbWn^.' against these walls than in the open. 
And, when some genius discovered that the 
finest fruit of all could he grown under glass, 
there were thousands of miles of brick walls 
all ready to be turned into greenhouses, sim- 
ply by adding glass to one side. Consequently 
thej;e are hundreds of mjleS- of leairrtp green- 
houses in England which ai;e''(levoted to rais- 
ing fruit. In many idf- these no Keat is needed 
until March, and therf'-orily enough to keep out 
frost — say a temperature of 40 degrees. Truly, 
the English are in luck. 

The most ^^'onderful thing, liowevcr, about 
greenhouses in England is the great number 
of small ones you see everywhere and the ob- 
ivioiis, comfort and pleasure they give. There 
-are^ho accurate ways of measuring such things, 
'■but it is certain that the greenhouse is not con- 
'sidered a '"rich man's game," as it is here. It is 
almost a moral certainty that every Englisli- 
man who can afford a greenhouse is Ijouiid to 
have one. And I judge that every Englishinan 
who can afford a piano can also afford a green- 
house. ^ 

We shall come.to jthis, .too, for j. am happy 
to say that the era of cheap greehhb^se? has 
really .begun. You can now buy a greenhouse 
fo'r-$2SO, the price of a fair piano. You could 
have a good deal of pleasure with it at a cost 
of $50 a year. The average family will spend 
a great deal more than that on piano lessons 
and music. The $250 greenhouse I have in 
-mind is about seven by nine feet and includes 
'not only the foundation Jbut the heating plant. 
It 'is portal) Ve^a^^ by a ten- 

ant. It is of thc very best construction, at- 
tractive inside arid out, and without a particle 
of foolish ornamentation. ■ 

What can you do with a greenhouse? You 
can force fruit or vegetables to maturity out of 
season. You can gain a month or more on the 
outdoor season by starting vegetables indoors; 
You can prodtJce flowers for cutting. You can ' 
grow plants for decorating the" house. You 
can grow flowers for exhibition and cornpeti- 
-tion. You can use your greenhouse as a hos- 
pital for house plants that arc out of order. 
You can winter tender plants, such as ger- 
aniums, and all bedding .material. You can 
make your garden bloom a month earlier by 
starting flower seeds, indoors. You can make 
a coUectipn of your favorite flowers and go in 
for.plantJbreeding. You can make the green- 
house a reminder of the tropics, or at least a 
bright and pretty picture. Aild, finally, you 
can make the greenhouse, to some extent, a 
living room. » 

Not all of these things, however, are pos- 
sible in any one liouse. Tiie first nine purposes 
are practical, the last two are artistic, and the 
two groups conflict. If you want your green- 
house to be a factor}- it cannot be Ijcautiful all 
the time. If you wisii your greenhouse to be a 
living room, or a picture of the tropics, you 
must not growd it with plants. Indeed, over- 
crowding is the worst feature oi .\inerican 
grcenhbuscs. They are rich in si)ccies, l)nt 
poor in ])ictures. 'i'lie s])ccinicns (If) not ha\ c 
room enough to <le\-eli)p and plants cleniancliiig 
radically different temperatures and treatnie;it 
are put into the same liouse. ^^ou cannot grow 
roses and carnations together; they must have 
separate houses, or separate compartments. 
Our besetting sin is attempting too much. \Vc 
do not give the gardener a fair chance. 

I am sure that greeniiouse owners do not 
realize how many diffei'cnl purposes arc co\'- 
ered by the same roof and how much these liif- 
ferent aims conflict. \)o ymi own a range of 
greenhouses? If sci, may i make a suggestion? 
Take the list of eleven |)urposes mentioned in 
a preceding paragraph and go over it with your 
gardener. Assign roughly the per cent of 
space you are willing to give to each purpose. 
'Ihen go into your greenliouses and you will 
sec theni from a new point of view. Ask your 
gardener where the shoe pinches. This scheme 
will help you decide what to throw out and 
how to get more pleasure from what you have, 
^'ou cannot enjoy pictorial effects without 
purging your greenhouse. • tAnd* you must de- 
cide for yourself "whether you want 'a plant 
factory, a picture of the tropics, or a living 
room. 

Perhaps niy reader docs not know these 
three types of greenhouse, and perhaps, there- 
fore, he may not understand why they clash. 
Well, then, any florist's rose or carnation 
house is a plant fact(n'y, 'J'herc is not a par- 
ticle of romance in it. Every line of it means 
business. It exists solely ^fpr cut flowers. In 
this type of work America' beats England, but 



it is no great credit to us. A few years agp the 
American people spent more money ,on cut 
vflowefs:than on plants. The English love to 
^live with plants the year round, and so shall 
we when we learn better. Meanwhjle, the first 
thing an American usually' thinks of when he 
plants a range of private greenhouses is roses 
and carnations — the very things in which he 
cannot expect to compete with professionals 
who grow them by the hundred thousand. It 
is all vvell enough to gro\Y a few roses and car,?

, things that owners of country places would 
not have them near the house. In England, 
greenhouses are made to harmonize with any 
style of architecture, but at great sacrifice of 
the sun's rays.

now they are twenty-four. That awkward el- 
bow has been abolished and snow can no long- 
er darken a liouse.

A greenhouse of this 
kind is mysterious, enchanting, full of moods. 
Of course the illusiomis not complete, but nev- 
ertheless it is the "real thing'' because it pre- 
sents tlie spirit, of the Hropics in forms that 
powerfully stimulate, the imagination. . 

How different from all this is the conven- 
tional hothouse in America. It may have all 
the plants I mentioned but the spirit is gone. 
Everything of natural grandeur or world-old 
charm is crowded by ajiost of modern inter- 
lopers which make no appeal to the mind — 
only to the lust for show. • I refer to gaufly 
foliage plants like crotons, dracaenas, and van'- 
egated kinds of pandanus — the veriest weeds 
o^ the tropics. There is an endless feast of 
color, form and texture in ferns alone without 
going outside of nature's leaf color—- green. 
Palms, too, would be a delight if we ever gave 
them room enough to sliow their simple majes- 
ty, lint everywhere the unconscious aim is to 
fill a greenhouse with the showiest plants that 
have the longest season- of showiness. 

There i? nothing wrbng in foliage plants as 
such. The aspidistra, the sansevicra, the cyan- 
()pli}-lhun, the marantas, and maiiv of the an- . 
lliuriums ha\-e soniething besides mere bril- 
liancy fif attire; they Iku'c some native refine- 
ment, dignity, charm, or personrdity. The onl\- 
wrong thing is to make foliage plants the tiom- 
inant feature of a greenhouse — to substitute 
dress for soul. If you arc tired with the day's 
work, it will rest yr)u to wander silently 
among the gigantic shapes of the tropics. But 
there is no s|)ell of enchantment in a house 
dominated by re.x begonias, for they smack of 
the milliner's \vinf|i'iw at its worst. There is 
no "universal element" in clu'ap \ariegaterl 
plants like Vinca majoh, wandering jew, acalv- 
phas, coleus, abutilons and what, an English- 
man would describe as "all that sort of rot." 
They do not feed the soul. 

The soul, however, cannot be soaring all 
the time, and for practical, everyday purposes 
the living-room ty])e of greenhouse maybe the 
best. The oldest wav f)f satisfying craving to 
live amid flowers in the winter is to have a 
conservator}', i.e.. a li\'ing room to winch 
plants in tiieir perfect state are brought from a 
greenlK.)usc where they have been r:iised ;uid 
wlicncc they return after their beauty is past. 
Uut a conservatory tisuall}' lacks the sincerity 
and ch^rm of a place in 'which every stage of a 
plant's life is spent. And I can think of noth^ 
ing duller than the respectable conservatories 
that one sees in America's greatest cities, 
There is one in New York wdiich a friend of 
mine calls "the morgue." It has crjld marble 
walls, and contains not a solitary flower — only 
the regular florist's "truck," viz., rubber ]3lants, 
Boston ferns and the commonest palms. These 
are estimable plants in their way, hut they are 
done to death and against walls of white mar-

In inanners and customs and 
all tiie externals of life the two countries are

England's greenhouse ])robIcins were 
three: to raise the best fruit, to harmonize the 
grecjihouse with existing architecture, and to 
perfect the small, cheap greeniiouse so that 
every!)ody could have one. Those problems 
she has solved. 

Our great job, it seems to me, is to dc- 
velbiJ. the idea of livabilit}' in greenhouses.. The 
American people are "long" on ingenuity .sind 
"short" on repose. W,e. work harder. and Ipog- 
cr than Europeans aild,' therefore',' we need 
something in addition to active sports. We

The general 'characteristics. , of . well-shaped 
ajiple trees are feoriiewhat as .fpllp^ says T. 
W. Stirling, Kclowna, ,'B.,; C,,. in The Cana- 
dian llorticulturist. "The main' 'branches 
spring from the trunk at a good broad angle. 
They do not sindng opi)osite to each other, but 
are distributed up and tlown tlie trunk. They 
arc evenly jdaced around the tree, and do ijot 
interfere with each other. There is a definite 
centre stem from which they spring, and which 
extends above the main side branches,'' 



Such a tree , is of the ^strongest possible 
frame; '/'It \yill.;carry its proper IpacKof . fruit 
without pr,dp|)ing. j^here' is no-fear ofnt being 
-split dbwri\to the" groimd, and ruined by an 
overweight -of fruit, or by wet snow, or any 
other cause. The greatest damage, that will 
be likely to happen to it, will be the breaking 
of a bough, an injur}^ which 'can easily be re- 
paired, and the loss replaced within a short 
time. If any main branch is ov'ferladen and 
breaks off, the injury to the trunk" will be com- 
paratively slight, there will be no splitting. Al- 
Ayays fresh shoots can be grown from the 
centre to replace broken branches. After all, 
the main ntem is the" tree, keep tha,t intact, 
and the tree is still there from which to grow- 
any branches that are required. 

To illustrate the advantages of this form it 
is only necessary to think of another forin'- 
which is common, that is, the tree, where the 
.centreihas been cut out and never replaced, 
-vv'here "the branches, all spring from- about the 
same point as the fingers grow from the palm 
of the hand. Such a tree, when the day of 
trial comes, either from an overload of fruit, 
or from a fall of wet snow, and, sometimes, 
by reason of its own weight, will get tired and 
lie down, splitting right to the ground, so that 
there is nothing left from Avhich a new. tree 
can be grown. . . ■,. . ' > . 

Siiai)ing a tree is not the whole art of prun- 
ing. By shaping a tree is meant that treat- 
ment of a tree in its earlier years which de- 
finitely determines its general form. A tree 
may be well shaped in this sense, yet at the 
time woefidly in need of cutting and clearing 
out, but this latter branch of the pruner's art 
will not be dealt with in this paper. The ob- 
ject of this paper: then is to outline; aivme^^^ 
and to state a, few short', Vulesi^^\^^^ fbl— 
lowed, will ensure every tree growing up. in a' 
correct form. The rules are three in number, 
viz.: I. Keep the leader, 2, have but one, 
leader, and 3, make the leader lead. The ex- 
planation of these, and the method of carrying 
them out in practice, is as follows: 

The tree is planted as a yearling, wdiip and 
cut back to about three feet, or a little less, 
from the ground, with the object of forcing 
buds into decided growth, so that there may 
be something to work on the next spring. The 
first real step towards shaping the tree...,, is-- 
taken the sjiring after planting, preferably ' 
\yhen the buds are just beginning to show 
green. It will be found then, if the tree has 
established itself, that some of the bu'ds near 
the top, very generally three, have made a 
strong upstanding growth, coming out from 
the stem at a very acute angle, lower down, 
more shoots will have grown from the stem 
at a greiater angle than the leaders, a-id qsiially 
have .,nqt;:inaide- such, a .strong growth. It is

Froni the othep slipbts, lowe)* 'do\yn, select, 
if possible,' three' slide: brariclies. These must 
be evenly distributed around the tree in a 
horizontal ^direction. In a perpendicular di- 
rection they must be well' separated. The 
angle they make with the trunk should be 
large, nearly a right angle. If there are not 
three shoots that satisfj' these conditions, then 
leave only two, or one, that does — better one 
right than three wrongs-;-plenty more shoots 
will grow during the current year to'fill anj' 
vacancies. , , 

Note — Certain varieties, of trees, for ..in- 
stance," the ■^^Northern Spy, hayg,.shoot^;^\vhiejh ' 
almost iiivariably spring from the sterii .at- an ' 
acute angle. In such cases it cannot be ex- 
Ijectcd that shoots will be found to satisfy the 
third condition mentioned above. It i,s .as-.vvell 
then to use a spreader to cause the-.sltOOt to 
grow in the desired direction. 

Having selected the shoots ^vhich are to 
remain, and removed the others, cutting them 
cjff close uj) to the stem, it is neccssar}' to cut 
them -back. It will be observed that the buds 
on the upper end of a wood shoofe.are'. better 
developed*' than those near the base. The ob'- ' 
ject in view is to.give the leader the start, and 
to have it keep iiliead of the rest, therefore, do 
not "cut it back too much. Cut it amongst these 
buds towards the upiier end, perhaps one-third 
of its length down from the tip. 

Perhaps, amongst the side branches retain- 
ed, one or two are weak, and 'One or two are 
strong — these letter nearly as strong .as the 
leader.

Everyone who has been fortunate enough 
to witness the flowering of the yellowwcod or 
virgilia (Cladastris tinctoria) is enthusiastic 
about the spectacle. This hardy tree attains 
a height of fifty feet and on rare occasions is 
covered with drooping panicle's ten to twenty 
inches long. The flowers are over an , inch 
long, shaped like those of a sweet pea, and are 
wdiitc and fragrant. Unfortunately this tree 
blooms only at long intervals and nbt freely 
as a rule. We would' like to know whether 
there is any specimen in this country that has 
a record for regukir and profuse blooming; 
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However attnolicd the pioneer hiayjbecQme 
to this western iand, he always enjoys a visit

•But the following article , is of interest in 
that it records the trip paid by one of the old- 
est pioneers in British Columbia to Ihc cast, 
the one trip he has made away from this Pa- 
cific slope in nearly sixty years. It records 
the impressions of a man who has had more to 
do with Nature than, with thQ,,Ay.qrks of man, 
■ and for that.yerv'feasoh tbe latttr impress him 
, with ;i<'v;iYidness which to the more jaded 

' v-'senses 'of" tHc city worn is lacking. 

James- Moore enjoys the distinction of being 
the oldest prospector in British Columbia. 
Though nearly cightv, just a few months ago 
Mr. Moore heeded the call of the wild, and 
once more hit the trail in search of mineral. 

-The article which follows is told in Mr. 
Moore's own language, without addition, with- 
out subtraction. 

In prefacing this article, 1 may mention 
in 1S51 I first arrived on the Pacific Coast by 
water via Cape Morn, my native home Iieing 
old Ireland. Since then T remaiitcd constantly 
west of. the Rockio'^ until the 23nl Septcndjcr, 
1909, the present year, when 1 decided to cross 
the continent of .\mcrica for the first time. I 
will now try and give you a resume of my trip 
to that beautiful city of Washington, capital 
of the United States of America. 

The train left Seattle 3:30 p.m.. Sei)tember 
• 23, Spokane. \Vash., 24th, Livingston, Mont., 
25th. Lincoln, Neb. (the home of that great 
statesman, Wm. J. llryan), 2r)tli, St. Louis, 
Mo., 27th, Cincinnati, O., 28th. arriving at 
Washington 2:30 a.ni.^ 29th. The morning I 
arrived m Washington 1 mist a friend, the gen- 
tleman I went to see; Mr. T. L. Egglcston, who 
did everything p'ossible to make my stay in the 
city as pleasant as possible. 1 am also in- 
debted to Miss KgglesLun and her little friend 
Viola, who were kind enough to take me to all 

' the principal government l3uildings in Wash- 
ington. Mr. Joel Eggleston paid me a kind- 
ness in taking.me to Mount Vernon, the home 
of George Washington. I must not forget the 
kindness of U. S. Senator T. h. Owen,, of Okla- 
homa, whom 1 first met in the Senate Aniiex 
building in his office. He was greatly inter- 
ested in the history of British Columbia, par- 
ticularly in our mining industry and mining, 
laws, which be look a great interest in. .-Xfler 
this he; honored me by driving mc in his car 

• around the city -and along that lovely s{)eed- 

. way down the Potomac. -I now take this op-- 
porcunity of thanking him for- his many kind- 
nesses to me. I am also- indebted to several 

• others for their attention to mc while with 
them. 

I will now try to describe the city of Wash- 
ington and its many beautiful buildings. 1 
will first mention the Library of Congress. 
This building was finished in 1897 at a cost 
of $6,347,000; the-^site on which the building 
is located cost $585,000. Of the ten acres of 
ground in the plot, the floor space of the build- 
ing amounts to eight acres. P.uilt in the style 
of the Italian Renaissance, its walls of Xcw 
Hampshire granite and elaborately carved, a 
dome surmounting it covered with pure gold- 
leaf glistening far through the distance, the 
approach from the west marked by expansive- 
ly terraced steps of masonry, in front of which 
a bronze fountain representing the Court of 
Neptune gives action to the setting. The ex- 
terior appearance is one of great beauty and 
commands exceptional attention among the 
array of beautiful public buildings. The in- 
terior ])rcscnts a sight almost bewildering in 
its splendor. Polished and c.vquisitcly cim-' >1 
marble columns and panels in many 
sculptured and bronze figures, beautifr 
tures in mosaics, and a wealth of decc- o 
and allegorical paintings, all by the greatest 
American artists, combine in their treatment 
to make the Library of Congress one of the 
most beautiful buildings in the world. The 
ground floor has a public corridor completely 
surrounding ilic inner courts, which is walled 
witH blue, red and white, black and while and 
cholocatc colored marble. 'Lhe library floor 
is entered through bronze doors, and the en- 
trance hall is of polished Italian marble. Dou- 
ble stairways of marble lead to the upper 
floor and the architectural arrangement is such 
as to make the design of greatest magnifi- 
cence. A great reading-room, open to the pub- 
lic, offers facilities unp;iralleled elsewhere. 
Congress has an immense l:iu' lii)rary of oN'cr 
100,000 volumns, and all copyrighted books, 
pamphlets, . maps, charts, music and pictures 
of whatever nature, as well a newspapers, mag- 
azines' and periodicals, to the number of about 
2,000,000 pieces, are catalogued, and. mostly 
accessible to the public, making of it the lar- 
gest library in America and third largest in 
the world. The co|)yrigbt office, a reading- 
room for the blind, a nnisic-room, a ])rinting 
and binding establishment, a newspaijcr and 
periodical reading-room, large galleries show- 
ing special exhibits and a sumptuously- 
equipped 'general reading-room and the daz- 
zling entrance hair arev the principal features 
to be noted. 

The District of Columbia, the territory in 
wliich the city of Washington is situated, em- 
bracing nearly seventy scpiarc miles and con- 
taining a i)opulation of 340,000. of which 
000 are colored, is under the close su])ervision 
of Congress; the district lias iiu elective fran- 
chise, not even a representative in , Congress. 
A board of commLssiohers, composed of two . 
appointed by the President, and an army cHr 
ginecr officer detailed by the President from . ; 
the War Department, are the immediate su- 
pervisoVs of the district, cacli receiving $5,000 



per annum., Washington is a remarkable cit\'. 
The cap'ital city of the United States would b;- 
a rennarkable city wherever it might be located, 
fpr ,thc. gi:cat . legislative and c.xecutiy^^- forces

The ]iarking system within the city and dis- 
trict is ver_v e.xtensi\-e. The .Mall is the largest 
within the cit\,', extending for seventeen blocks 
through the heart of the city, with a width of 
four blocks the greater distance; it lay^ due^ 
west from the capitol and forms a dividing line 
between the northwestern and southwestern 
parts of the city. The liotanical Cardens, 
iMsbcries linilding, .Medical Museum. National 
.Museum, Smithsonian Institute, .\gricu Itural 
ne])artment and greenhouses and museum, 
and the Washington momiinent all lie within 
this area. Proceeding westward from the 
Cai)itol in the order named, tlie National Zoo- 
logical Park and Rock Creek Park, each of 
several hundred acres extent, lie t(.nvards tbe 
northwestern border of the city. The former 
contains an immense -''-oo, filled wUh rare birds, 
beasts, re|)tiles, fish and foul, and displa}-'ed 
under conditions as free fi'om restraint as ])os- 
sible. Of smaller city parks there are scores. 
Lafaj-cttc, Garfield, Lincoln, Stanton and 
Judiciary Parks , and Farragut Square being 
the most prominent. The Capitol faces east 
and the approach from that side is imi)ressi\ e. 
Expansive steps of marble lead up in three 
great flights to the porticos of the main build- 
ing and the Senate and Mouse extensions; the 
main portico is graccfl with twent}-f>nn' mam- 
moth monoluhs of X'irginia sandstone. Two 
colossal groups in marble on the portico arc 
Columbus arid an Indian girl and settlement 
of America. At the 'eritrance to' the rotunda ig 
the Rogfers bt^onzc door, a very noted specimen' 
of art in. bronze. The porticos of the exten- 
sions are sui>portcd by 100 monoliths of .Mary- 
land marble. The group in the tympanum of 
the Senate |)ortico represents American De- 
velopment and the Decadence of the Indian 
Race. The rotunda or central portion of the 
building supports ■ the ' Immense •'dome, the 
crowning featurci whicih rise^ from a peristyle 
of fluted Corinthian columns, and is surmount- 
ed by a lantern upon wdiich is posed the bronze 
statue of freedom by Crawford. The entrance 
to the Caj)itol from the west is noted for its 
beauty being approached through broad ex- 
panses of lawn set out with great trees and 
flowering shrubs the Capitol coming down to 
meet it in sweeping terraces and stairways of 
masonry. The interior of the Capitol consists- 
pricipally of the rotunda, statuary hall, the 
Supreme Court cb.aniber .and the chambers 
occupied liy the Senate and Mouse of Repre- 
sentatives, all comiectcd by a longitndin.al 
corridor. The dome is built of iron weighing 
4,400 tons. The cost of the building -Si. (^,000,- 
000. Washington's monument, this great ])\\c 
of wdiite marble in memory of George Wash- 
ington, ,was dedicated in 1885, a fund v.as

An art 
school is attached to the-gallery arid students 
are offered exceptional facilities in their work. 
The United States govcrnnicnt consists of 
three branches: the legislative, the executive 
;uul the judicial. The legislative branch con- 
sists of two bodies, the Mouse td Representa- 
tives and the Senate. Members of the House 
represent congressional districts in the various 
states and are elected b;- the people for a term 
of two 3'ears. A candidate for election must be 
at least 25 years old and must have been a citi- 
zen of the United States seven years and be 
an inhabitant of the state in ■which he is 
chosen. The present house consists of 391 
members. A presiding officer, termed the 
speaker, is chosen from among the number to 
^ serve through the term popularly known as 
" the Congress, or' the tivo years for which 
elected. The Senate, or upper house, is made 
up of two representatives from each state 
chosen by their respective legislatures and 
elected for a term of six years. The terms of 
' one-third of the mcmbershi]) exjnrcs every 
two years thus making the body a continuous 
. one. The Vice-President of the United States 
.^ris- the presiding, officer offthe Senate. This is 
said ^ .be. tKcvnibst'deliberate legislative body 
ill the.y^yorldi its rules for debate being such 
as;tb allow of the widest latitude in covering 
the subject under discussion.;,' It .has power to 
borrow money, to coin it aiid^to' punish coun- 
terfeiters. The executive power is vested in 
the i'resident of the United States. That offi- 
cial is elected every four years. To be eligible 
he must be at least 35 years old and must 
have been a United States citizen for fourteen 
)'eafs.;il-lis duties, are;tp;','preserye,:protect and 
r •defenaithe^G^^ the United States,''

The judiciary forms the third branch of 
the United States government. It consists of 
three grades of courts: the Supreme' Court, 
Circuit Courts and District Courts. The 
Supreme Court"! cpiisists of a chief Jjustice and 
eight ■ associate - justices,' ■ 'fhe- sessions ' of this 
court ivre held in AA'ashiiigton and its ca'^cs arc 
mostly. of an appellate nature,. coming from the 
lower co\n'ls. There are nine circuit com'ts 
thnnighont the conntiy, each iiresided over by 
a Sui>rcme Court justice. These circuits are 
in tm-n divided into districts, each presided 
over by district judges.

"^^'hat have, you done for my rich?" 
If occurs to us, without the slightest pro- 
fanity, that, if such a question were to be ask- 
ed at the judgment bar of Heaven, tliere wnuiil 
1)c considerable difficulty amongst most of the 
so-called guardians of pur souTs. in finding a 
satisfactory answer. \y^e' have been- thinking 
of the rich', and the so-called rich, and perhaps 
it is permissible to begin with his soul— 
though it is unusual, for that part of him seem 
generally forgotten. 'J'lic poor liave souls, of 
course — really important souls — and men old 
and»men young toil for thcni, and work out 
. their lives. among them. But the rich? "Oh, 
^:iwell, if- the}- have souls they can surely look 
after, them themselves !" That is the implied 
answeK 

"It is easier for. a camel to go through the 
. eye of a needle than for a rich man to enter 
the kingdom of God." And, presumably that 
is why nobody tries to help him! The bishops 
and priests and deacons are all too busy look- 
ing after the poor. 

Occasionally, however, one of them gets 
lip in a pulpit and hurls condemnation at tiic 
"Smart Set." He forgets that his text-books 
tell's-him b\ the temptations of riches, and the 
dangers to which the wcailhy are exposed; he 
ignores the agonies, the i rials, the .soul-de- 
stro3'ing anxieties which the rich jicople arc 
often called upon to bear in common with all 
human beings; he gives no word of kindness 
for the fortitude and endurance which the)' so 
often reveal. But instead, the preacher de- 
nounces the fich as vicious, and totally given 
dvef-tp-pleasurc. 

^"Vanity Fair," with a smile on its face, and 
a slig^htly harder heart, goes on its way, and 
virtuous people, who are not of the poor rich 
class say "They well deserved those honest, 
forcible utterances!" 

But when one day some other minister 
gets up and says that the working man often 
drinks, more than he should, the case is very 
different. 'The sturdy, honest, British work- 
ing man drinks too much! Oh what a dread- 
ful. thing to say! Was it Christian? Was it 
noble?- Such insults cannot be borne! .No. It 
is only the sinful and fast-living rich who may 
be denounced for their imiicrfections and fail- 
ings. The week-end ])aitic5, the week-end 
journeyings, the week-end employment of ser- 
vants by the rich — all these are mailers for 
condenmation. But when the same thing 
takesjRlace anipngst the poor we call them na- 
tural:, pleasures.., , \Ve giish and. * sa'y ^. "Hp\v 
beautiful !'.' when ve see the rush of poor.faiiiii 
lies for excursion tickets. We talk; of the 
"backbone of the Kingdom," when wc see a 
teain of footballers, or a string of cyclists, 
tearing through the country. The restlessness 
of the thriftless is considered- but a. sign ot 
progress ! ' 

, -We have some millionaires amongst us, 
and perhajjs we ought not to include them, in 
, the. "poor rich,", though, in many ways, they 
come into the category. Certain it is, how- 
ever, that to live in the world with the great- 
est amount of creature comforts one must 
either be a millionaire or a pauper. 

At least, 1(1 us, who are not quite of either 
class, this seems to l)c the case, and the dif- 
ference between these two classes seems to be 
that if the millionaire wants a thing he pays 
for it, :in hard cash; if the pauper wants a 
thing he has it given to him. While, for the 
poor rich, there is the double, unselfish plea- 
sure, that of watching the millionaire as he 
bu3'S what he wants, and thai i>f f)ro\'i(ling f<3r 
the i)aupcr. 

So the poor rich may find himself, as we 
find ourselves and our friends, \-ery often, liv- 
ing in a decaying district, in a small house 
with neither proper lighting apparatus or a 
bathroom, while he pays his share towards 
the oak-panelling, which the pauper is to have 
round his rooms, towards the electric light 
which is to be placed above his bed, and to- 
\sards the i)orcelain bath in which he is to 
bathe himself. 

.■\n(l the holiday, the little picasiirc, the to\^ 
for his child, the bauble for his wife, which the 
poor rich thou.ghl he niigln indulge in — well, 
first he must see to those free luirseiies, those 
free meals, boots, breakfasts, false teeth, s|jec- 
tacles, gold-fish, rocking-horses, doctors, 
nurses, dancing-lessons, shower-baths, and 
other trifles, which the |)auper wishes lo have, 
or his fricnd.s wish him to have. 

When a man .gets up, as in most gather- 
ings there is generally a man eager and v\'illing 
to do, and declaims a.gainst the evil fact that 
a bishop lives in a i)alace (ignoranlly |)assin,g 
b}' the fact thai the word was quite rightly 
applied to the house of a bishop of early days, 
and is but a survivah, he is generally (piite 
ready, to demand palaces for paupers, and to 
demand that the poor rich should pay for 
them. ■ 

There is nothing wrong, in his eyes, to 
have' a palace for people who do nothing, pro- 
vided they are poor people. 

' Alas ! the poor rich, bled, abused, neglect- 
ed, not only is it hard for them to enter the 
kingdom of lieaven. but it is fairly liardL- for 
them to stay on earth, sometimes! 

Wlicn a workingman, by disobedienti}' 
smoking his |"iipc rluring Avorking hotws, on the 
l)roperty of the rich man, burns his ancestral 
home lo the .ground, with all his belo\-e(l pr)s- 
sessif)ns. dear to him, almost, as his life, what 
compensation is there for the jjoor rich? \\'li;it 
does the workm.in give? 

.' The poor rich ma}' be a tyrant, a blood- 
sucker, a battener uj)on the lives of the poor,-, 
in the eyes of many, but to some of us he"' 
sccmti rather like the old man in the story of

are told and. we read of the dis.graceful ex- 
travagance of the rich, and of the wealth they 
pour out to buy costly luxuries. Yet the

- Do not some of us remember that Queen 
Victoria was saicl to injure her people and 
their trade becau.se she would not keep a more 
costly court .And do not many of us r.enveni- 
ber, also, th;it when at 'her death adong term 
of mourning was decided upon, protests' and 
pleas w-ent forth? • . - ■ 

If the rich did not follow their round -of 
gaiety and contiiute their money-spending 
career, poverty, it was declared, must inevit- 
ably fall upon the work people, and trades 
would be in a state of collapse. 

When the poor are hurlin.g their anathe- 
mas against the poor rich, and the agitators of 
the poor are revelling in their own vcrbositv 
over false econmics, it will, perhaps, be Avcil 
for them to pause and give thou.ght for awln'lc 
.to the woes of the poor rich. 'IMiey may per- 
haps (these exemplary poor), sincerely wish 
not to be unjust ; they certainly will sincerely 
wish imt lo do things to injure themselves.

1 do not say that there were not some cir- 
cles in which Ihe stMcrity of this Spartan fare 
was considerabl_\' allc\-iale(|, and \\-lu'rc a ninch 
less Puri,:an code of morals prevailed, but in 
tijc vast majority of English homes, not to 
mention those across the border, the idea of 
Sunday entertaining was vastly repygnant, 
and, indeed, quite unfamiliar. And to some 
people it is- still the former, though, of-course; 
it is impossible for them to be unaware- that 
every kind of entertainment now goes on on 
Sunday in ])rivale houses — balls alone except- 
ed. Sunday dinner, parties are I;y far the 
most: popular of these enlertainmenls. and in 
many circles they arc followed up by bridge 
or music. Nor arc those dinners one Avit less 
elaborate than those given dii' other days. 

The same may be said of Sunday . lunch- 
eons. In the season in I vondon — for it. 'stands ^^ 
to reason that London is the chief centre of 
Sunday hns!)ilalily, the man or woman in so- 
ciety begins the day by giving, ov going, to a 
li?iicheon part}; commencing at 2 o'clock. If 



a woman, she probably receives a stream of 
visitors all the afternoon, until possibly she 
goes for an hour to the park or drives down 
lo Ranelagh or Ilurlingham to dine. Or she 
may go to one of the afternoon'" "musicales" 
from 4) to 7, which certain hostesses make a 
feature of on Sunday during the season; and 
end' the day by giving a large' dinner party 
herself, or giving one at the • Savoy;' Oc Ritz 
.given by some friends. 

Even in the country public opinion has-, 
come lo regard Sunday as a day of amuse- 
nicnl. Nearly all the golf clubs alljow 'Sunday 
])lay, while croquet and tennis' are Iiabittially 
and openly played in many places. 

With Sunday house entertaining 'I Ho not 
propose to concern myself ; but we have been 
often' told that their amusements are far -from 
edifying, that no doubt the intelligent reader 
wiir not be surprised to hear that Sunday 
bridge habitually forms one of them.- ' 

Whether this change is a change for the 
better may well be a matter of doubt, but this 
is riot^ the place to discuss its moral- aspect. 
One. point, however, is obvious-^that it is a 
change which entirely affects the rich. To 
the poor man and woman' the English Sunday 
is still' a somewhat drab aSair,' niore especial- 
ly in ].,ondon and other large towns. The 
light-hearted gaiety of a Contiiiental Sunday

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE THROUGH THE 
EYES OF AN - ENEMY 

W^hile Mrs. Stetson is leading the first 
serious revolt in the history of Christian 
Science against the Mother Church, it is in- 
teresting to turn to one of the most forceful 
attacks that has ever been 'made against the 
whole" movement. Earlier in the year an Eng- 
lish physician, well known in this country, as 
the author of a brilliant book of essays, "Gon- 
fcssio Aledici," published another work, 
"h'aiih and Works of Christian Science." The 
wil which distinguishes his essays illuminates 
this work also, Inil the author is now speaking 
much of the lime in a white heat of indigna- 
tion. In the o])inion of "'i'he Pilot," the Roman 
Catholic paper, "the author does not niince 
matters; he goes straight to the points- at issue 
and with sledge hammer blows' annihilates 
every strong position of the sect. "The whole 
book, while offering the common-sense ideas . 
of Christian concept of God and of Christ, ap- 
plies the lash of sarcasm and irony, an ever 
(lowing stream of wil, not merely for the sake 
(if the wil, but in order to show how inci'fably 
riilicul(.)us these doctrines must appear to any 
sensible man." The author of ".Faith and 
Works of Christian Science," it should be stat- 
ed is certainly not a Catholic. Indeed it would 
be difficult to state from his writings exactly 
to what church he may be said to belong. The 
importance 'in the book lies in the vigor and 
common sense with which he has attacked 
Mrs. Kddy's belief. The internal warfare now 
waging among her followers will assume a 
new light when the book is read attentively. 



The theatre-goer is taken very frankly be- 
hind the scenes in The Art of Theatrical 
Make-Up, , by Cavendish Morton, which The 
Maciriillan Company has just published." . The 
importance of faithful, artistic, make-up is ob- 
vious, but few of us realize the scientific prin- 
ei])les on which the actor's outward appear- 
ance is moulded to his role. In this attractive 
volnnie thirtj'-two portraits of the author in 
various characters accompany a running com- 
ment of directions and explanations. By com- 
paring these with the frontispiece, the author- 
in private life, the startling effect of apparently 
insignificant touches is brought out with strik- 
ing- fo'rce.' The pictures are -accompanied by 
extracts revealing the character of the pcr.sou 
portrayed, and there are also chapters devoted 
to the general principles. of which the thirty- 
two illustrations arc concrete examples. ' ■ 
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-Thistles imported by a' sentimental Scot, 
rabbits introduced with the idea of imparting' 
variety to the food supply, have by their mul- 
tiplication proved the pests of Australia ; and 
the English sparrow also threatens to sap tlic 
affectionate feeliug-s which the Australians 
entertain towards tiie jMotherland. But tlicre 
IS a fourth curse which Australia owes to the 
acclimatizing enthusiast, and which, accord- 
ing to the Victorian Naturalist, is the Avorst 
of tliem ail. It is the fox. The fox has found 
Australia so suitable both as to climate and 
food that he is spreading iiicrcdibly. Every 
man's hand is against him, and the ,Slate pays 
a bounty for his scalp. In spite of all, the 
foxes increase every year. When they were 
first introduced tlie fear chiefly expressed 
was that they might prove troublesome to 
sheep breeders. It was also thought that the 
farmer's hen roosts might suffer. But no one 
seefns to have taken into account the prob'able 
effect on native animals and birds. As it 
happens the damage done among the flocks 
and tiic poultry' yards is small. In some dis- 
tricts when food is scarce they take an an- 
nual toll of lambs ; but over large areas the}- 
exist side by side with the sheep and give the 
squatter no trouble. Indeed, they prefer the 
rabbit, and account for lar^e, number of that 
pest. Biit the great objection to the fox is 
that he is a born hunter, with an insatiable 
lust for blood. lie is a small eater, and will 
thrive on Avhat would be starvation rations 
for a dog; but he delights in killing. Of lamlxs 
he eats onl}' the tongues; in a hen roost every- 
thing is killed, but Ittle is eaten. This is the 
instinct which has made the fox such a dan- 
ger " to the Australian native fauna ; and un- 
fortunately for all the wild birds and animals, 
ranging from the Ij're-bird to the 'possum, the 
life of security the}^ led prior to the coming 
of the fox has made them easy victims to their 
new and cunning foe. Tiie bandicoot, tlie wild 
turke3% the swan, the (piail, the i)lover, tlie 
Cape Barren goose are all falling victims to 
the devastating activity of the English fo.x. 

Th6 terrible effects which have been pro- 
duced by prolonged exposure to the X-rays, 
on the part of skilled operators who yet were 
ignorant* of the potentialities of the instru- 
ment they were using, are a matter of publfc 
knowledge.

' possible way of overcoming some part of the 
danger has been suggested by Herr Gottwald 
Schwarz. Seeds, as is known to botanists 
who have experimented on them with these 
forms of radio-activity, behave very differ-- 
.;fently according as' they arc wet or. dry, and 
accdrding to the tifnes at "which they arc sub- 
ject to the radiations. This difference Schwarz 
thinks may he due to the differfences in the 
rate at which the chemical processes of growth 
and nutrition in the seed arc proceeding. lie 
therefore concluded that if the metabolism (or 
vital processes) of the skin could he reduced 
the effect of the rays on the skin might be 
diminished. The method he used to reduce 
the' metabolism was pressure. He placed two 
capsules containing radium side by side on 
the skin, one lying loosely, the other held 
firmly by means of a rubber band. The dif- 
ference was striking. Where the pressure was 
employed a slight blush appeared after some 
tlays, disappearing in three or four days ; 
whereas wiicre there was no pressure a severe 
deniatitis occurred and lasted for more than a 
month. The same effect was produced by the 
X-ray, the rays being applied through thin 
-blocks of wood. Where the blocks rested 
lightly on the skin the effects wdre severe and 
lasting; where they were submitted to pres- 
sure, slight and transient. 

Some rather sill}' statements have lately 
been cabled from the United States about ima- 
gined cataclysms on tiie planet Mars, the ap- 
pearance of which during its present opposi- 
tion has been observed to undergo temporary 
changes. The changes, such as they are, are 
probably nothing more than the temporary 
veiling of the planet by clouds, or possibly by 
dust storms. It is generally conceded that the 
atmosphere of Mars is much thinner and light- 
er tiian that of Earth. Probably it is of the 
same consistency as the Earth's atmosphere at 
a height of about ten miles. ]>ut as the attrac- 
tion due to gravity on Mars is much less pow- 
erful than that on the Earth, any changes in 
baronietic pressure due to greater or less 
weight of atmosphere would be much slower 
and gentler in operation. Therefore, although 
clouds- do not form readily in the atmosphere 



of Mars, they will not^ movc 'qtiickly ; nor will a 
sand storm or dnst storm when, and if it arises. 
What was believed Ijy Professor Lowell to be 
a snow stgrni on Mars in 1905, lasted.no less a 
period than twenty-three days. It is, therefore, 
in a high degree probable that the yellowish 
haze whicii obscured IMars for a lengthened 
period this year was nothing but a slow mov- 
ing atmospheric disturbance. It is not general-, 
ly understood that at planetary distances very- 
little of the true surface of the planet is visible. 
Of the planet Venus we see little beyond the 
outer face of a heavy cloud-laden atmosphere. 
The belts on Jupiter are probably breaks in 
cloud or hot vapour. According to Mr. Clay- 
den, F.R.A.S., the Eartii would present similar 
difficulties to observers on -Venus. "Except in 
the regionjof our tropical .belts of -high pressure, 
an astroiioiner on Venus w.bnld ' rarely be Jtble 
to make out much ofr.terrestri^al geography. 
The belt of clouds marking the position of the 
ecpiatorial rainy season must stand out as a 
shining white band, in strong contrast with 
the darker belts on either side. All details of 
the world's temperate zones must be masked in 
the most annoying way, for it must be very 
rare that a district so large as the British Isles 
is entirely fr€e from cloud, even if wd exclude 
qirrus from consic^eration." The parts of the 
Earth's oceans visible would be tinted a pale 
shade of indigo, while the land surfaces would 
be ruddy brbwn or dark green. 

If there is one jinnnlnr scientiric belief mm-e 
firmly established than another it is that which 
annual ex])erience conlh-ms about the cause of 
explosions in the kitchen boiler. Everyone can 
tell yo».i that it is due to superheated steam. 
The boiler through a crack or a leak, or 
through the cutting off of the water silpply by 
frost, becomes empty, .grows red-hot. The cold 
water suddenly enters,, steam is formed with 
explosive suddenness, or at all events of explo- 
sive properties, and in the words of Du Maur- 
ier's French maid, "The kitchen boiler is 
bur-r-r-rst !" This explanation is due chiclly 
to an exijeriment made long a.go hy a professor 
of physics, lie first observed that water in 
small quantities dropped upon very hot metal 
did not wet the metal, nor was it evaporated in 
the usital way..^ . He theft took; a platinum dish, 
heated it red-hot by- nieans> of an alcohol lamp;' 
and into this poured a- stnall quantity of water; 



he found' that it assumed globular form with- 
out seeming to touch the metal, and appeared 
to be held away by an invisible cushion. It 
did not evaporate , rapidly, bu^t slowly dried 
away, until at a ceriam time the reihannng 
drop exploded with great violence. He then 
(leuuced and procimmed the theory of the 
spheroidak condition in red-hot boilers which 
.:was to account for all boiler explosions. This' 
piliatisible theory^ has received a severe shock 
from some expernnents recently conducted by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company, and oth- 
ers conducted by the Franklin Institute. In 
one series of experiments ah old locomotive 
was used. Its boiler was to be heated until 
steam pressure developed, the water was then . 
to be run out, the boiler further heated, till it 
beqame^, red-hot, : and ,finally-i cold - water .was to ' 
be,:piimped. inv . 'Wie^vfi^st plaini^^ 
the boilei" bievr to pieces' befdr^^ hot water 
was run out. In a'second eicperiment, where 
the programme was properly carried out, the 
boiler did not burst at any time, but only deve- 
loped leaks. The experiments conducted by 
the Franklin Institute were equally conclusive 
in showing that cold water can be pumped on 
the red-hot sheets of a boiler without, causing 
explosions. 

It is seldom that the presence of carbonic 
acid gas in theatres or other places of public 
instruction and entertainment is the cause 
which makes them unhealthy and oppressive. 
It is the unobserved by-product which does 
the "damage. M. lienriet, of the Monlsouris 
Observatory, has shown that while the root of 
the unsatisfactory hygienic conditions lies in 
certain poisonous products exhaled in, very 
small quantities .by the human lungs, it is tem- 
perature and' moisture which has a great deal 
to do with th.e noxious effects of confined air. 
The disagreeable impressions conveyed by 
such air are largely due to certain organic ac- 
ids, such as butyric acid, which like some of 
the waste products of combustion of petrol 
motors are powerful in odor, though very mi- 
nute in quantity. But the physiological action 
of these acids on the people ■who'are affected- 
by them is proportional -t^'the 'heat and the 
moisture of the room or confined spaces ^where 
they are. present. . If the moisture of the robm 
is such'-that iti-begins to cbridense in droplets 
on the wallsi. then the water vapor thus visibly 



present is retaining these deleterious' acids. If 
the room is very warm the amoiint of water 
vapor present when the condensation arises is 
greater, and the retention of dclecterious sub- 
stances is greater also. Hence the practical 
conclusions are that in order to preserve con- 
fined public spaces from bad atmosphere great 
attentioi\ should be given both to the amount' 
of water present in the air and to the temper- 
ature. The temperature should never be allow- 
ed to rise above 68 degrees Fahrpnheit>^^ 
moisture should 'Be diminished 
ventilation.

or both of these causes disturb the physiolo- 
gical equilibrium of the cosmos 'of the mouth. 
\Vithin recent years much greater attention 
has been paid to the micro-organisms wdiich 
are periodical visitors or constant tenants of. 
the mouth and gums; and the den'dst' is very 
often replaced, or, at any rate, supplemented 
by the more scientific "stomatologist." A 
stomatologist, as those wliu learnt Greek will 
not need to be told, is an investigator wdiose 
stud}- is the health ami microbes of the mouth. 
There are many of these microbes. Muller has 
recognized no fewer than fifty varieties, and 
some of these are always there. Normally the}-- 
^live at peace with their human host ; but age or 
constitution or temporary ill-health may pro- 
duce-conditions which will fayor^ their growth 
to an undesirable extent, arid like rebellious 
subjects, they begin to work revolution and 
ruin in the territories where they dwell. One 
of such micro-organisms is the "Pyorrhea 
alveolaria," which produces a condition of the 
gums in which apparently sound teeth begin 
to loosen, and after a period of more or less 
discomfort leave the mouth altogether. It has 
long been the custom to regard this mischief 
as either inevitable' or as only to be treated 
loyally by disinfectant preparations. The new 
school of stomatologists, however, has discov- 
ered a method of treating. this^.digease. by. tia^ 
terial inoculation. . . .. .: . -. 



The Singing Voice 

You have often noticed the agreement^ fol- 
lowed by the disagreeiiient, and the agreement 
again, of the hoof-beats of a pair of- horses on 
the pavement. Have you not wondered^ why 
they, unlike most human beings, do not con- 
tinue to "keep step?" 

. It is because, while equal in speed, they are 
unequal in nervous temperament, and conse- 
quenth', their muscular movements do not co- 
incide. Again: You have observed, when the 
tuner of your piano, wedging oflf one of the 
three unisonant strings, strikes the key, a wave 
- or beat, more or less distinct, gradually disap- 
pearing as he draws the delinquent string up 
to tension. 

Should he. when these beats are but moder- 
ate, sound each string by itself, you might de- 
tect 110 difference in pitch, so insignilicaiit 
would be the variation ; but sounded together, 
the wave reappears, proving a real'diflerence 
in tension 

To return to the horses for a moment. 
Should you, seated in the carriage,, count the 
steps of one horse, while the friend by your 
side counted those of the other, between two 
given points in the road, the results might be, 
say, 120 and 124, respectively, one horse taking 
four more strides than the other to cover the 
same distance. Therefore, through coincidence 
and varying of lioof-beals he ]3assed his male 
four times. Xow, if the note of the piano be- 
ing tuned were A above middle C, the tuner 
brings one string to unison with his pipe or 
fork, giving off 235 vibrations per second of 
time. These vibrations arc made as follows: 
The prong of the fork smartl}- struck, allcr- 
natcl}^ advances and retreats, producing in the 
air before it first a condensation, then a rarc- 
•faution. Neither of these conditions being tol- 
erable, the effort of the disturbed air to resume 
its cqiiiiibrium — the coiidensatinn to re-expand 
and the rarefaction to recoiUract — produces at- 
mospheric waves whose action is like the ripjile 
caused by dropping a pebble in smooth water. 

If the second prong of the fork bo exactly 
equal to the first in metallic density. elast:icity. 
temper and proportion, it will respond with 
vibrations ]irecisel\- coincident. A bit f)f wax- 
ed metal attached tn one ]irong so changes its 
resonant properties, that, if now the fork be 
struck, a distinct wave will i)e heard. 

The tones of the human voice are produced 
by vibrations arising from rapid |)u(Ts of air, 
fanned out from the windpipe by the two vocal 
bands stretched across the cavity in the larnyx. 
The significance of this lies in the fact that 
these bands, being two, one belonging to each 
side of the body, as it were, are controlled by 
two nerve filaments, like the cars of an animal 
or the wings of. a bird. Nerve force is exerted 
in a number of ways. Encoura.ged by more 
frccpieilt use, it stimulates more vigorous 
.growth in the right arm tiian in the left; dis- 
couraged by interl'crcncc or disease, it neglects 
to stimulate one ear, one eye or the tissue of - 
one side of the face, so that iineqitakfunction ; 
or development results. ' , ' A./ 

The inequality of these nerve currents is,' 
we may. admit, a common and practically nor- 
mal condition, becoming conspicuous but rare- 
ly; so that in all human anatomy and function, 



wherever organs are in pairs, they .are never 
l^recisely alike. : ^ 

The vocal bands (or cords, as they are pop- 
ularly miscalled)' are no exdeptiolV-to this 'fide; 
and under stress of keen and continued train- 
ing and i)ractise ;thcy develop slowly, and in 
nearly all cases unevenly. This uneveniiess is 
usualh' quite insignificant — just sufficient, as 
a rule, to involve a slight difference in the elas- 
ticity of fiber, and in nerve control, with the 
result that in a second of time, the vibration 
of the two bands upon .a given note will vary 
in speed, producing the waves or thiobs so 



is a consummatioii. devflutly to be. wished.. 
Could we find rneans td^discover which 'band 

were the weaker, and a. way to stimulate nerve 
activity on that side, the-.rnattcr could be intel- 
ligently studied and pej-liaps, r.eniediec|. But, it 
would lie a delicate prppositioh from 'which ive 
lirudently shrink. 

However, I will cite a case. A bank clerk 
Avhose duties recpiireil him to write several 
hours each day flid so with his head tipped a 
little to the left. When he sang, his tremolo 
was so flagrant that-, the node of each, wave 
amounted almost to a .QCssation of tone. He 
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characteristic of the trained voice. In cxag- 
geratcfl cases these waves become so ])roiiouii- 
ced and ugly as to deilect the voice from pitch. 
I have heard a man so affiictcd with this weak- 
nes that, uot_ knovving . the. note intended, I 
could not decidf whether His C was flat or his 
Ji was sharp. • 

This tliaractcristic of the singing voice is 
so universal^ that its acceptance as an accom- 
plishment is AVell-nigh final. But among stu- 
dents in an undeveloped condition, it is some- 
times so painfully exaggerated that its cure 



was advised to spend his \-acatii)n with canoe 
and gun, shooting at everything in sight with 
long and careful aim, which bron.ght his head 
o\'er to the right, and to paddle with his right 
hand high. 

He returned in six weeks, and, would you 
believe it, his tone was so much steadier that 
his teacher and friends were astonished, and it 
has now become admirably poised andiobedi- 
cnt. The "wabble" in his voice w?is not- tlVe ■ re-:' 
suit of being tired or run dowii, he had been 
neither. lie played ball, romped, and was a 



^tirrihg, well 'man a.lUthe time, with big, virile 
voice and an almost ti.reless physique. But the 
defect was there attlie very outset of his. study 
and. in fact, it is quite often found in the voices 
of the untaught. 

Generally speaking, a warm, graceful throb 
or beat in the tone of a good singer adds charm 
and nobility to the effect, however intolerable 
it may be in a bad singer. And I think that it 
will be admitted that a perfectly level organ 
tone would lack the magnetic qualities so effec- 
tive in the other. But when, through over use 
or perverted devcbpment the wave becomes 
badly, exaggeratedj the tone, is not only dis- 
tressing to hear, but marks the gradual de- 
terioration, of the vocal bands, and the voice is 
already tottering to its fall. — Willard Patten.

When he wants to ascend, he throws , o^t 
ballast, and the ballooon, relieved of weight, 
at once goes h.igher.

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A WET NIGHT ON THE COAST

Someone was saying to me the other day 
tiiaf in all their experience, of this coast they 
never remembered such a dchifii^c :is \vc were 
visited Avitli a tew davs aefo. Ii certainly did 
ram "some" as the Yankees say. but i was 
unable to agree with him so far as to admit: 
tiiat it was the heaviest rainfall I liad ever 
experienced in tlic country. There arc many 
experiences which stick in the memory of men 
■who have spent much time in the woods and 
•Avilds. exi)ericnces remarkable for one thing- or 
another. i)!easant or otiierwise, and one, which 
1 shall remember for a year or two longer if 1. 
live is a night si)ont in the woods at the head 
of a coast iidci noi nian)'^ hundred miles from 
tlic city oi \''ancouver. 

It is' thc fasiiion to write only of the cheer- 
ful experiences of the hunter's life and to say 
little of the hardsinps and the times when 
nothing will go right, and I fanC)^ we all know 
these times when the hoodoo perches on the 
pack as soon as we strap it on our shoulders 
and remains \\-ith us an nnwelcomc guest to 
the end nf the trip. I'.ut Imw many of the right 
kind arc daunted In' this kind of thing, the 
hardshijjs of the outdoor life are its salt and if 
everything always went right all the time 
what a tame and uninteresting things life 
Avould be? 

It was November, of course, the wettest 
month of the year in this part of the world. 
Twenty miles from an}>'wdiere two of us were 
camped at the head of an inlet where for some 
reason or other few men ever came, and where 
consequently game and fur was plentiful. It 
was a place which 1 had come across in my 
Avanderings several seasons previously and had 
always l)een anxious to try for a winter's trap- 
ping and hunting. Right at the head of the 
inlet a river hurled itself fifty feet into the sea, 
after starting as a small stream high up in the 
heart of the Coast Range, losing itself at in- 
tervals in a chain of little lakes, for whiles 
gliding" smoothly and silently between level 
i)anks. I'or other whiles dancing and singing 
over a rocky bed, until, after a succession of 
leaps and swirls it finally threw it^elf with one 
mighty plunge into the arm of the sea which 
stretched far. between mountain walls to meet 
it, 

Such a cduntry seeined to me to be ideal 
for hunting. Deer were so ])lentiful that 1 sel- 
dom tronbled 'to go inland for them afoot when 
^\■c wanted fresh meat, but used to take oin" 
little dug-out and paddle along the shore "f 
the inlet in the evening or early morning and 
seldom returned without venison. For change 
of meat we used to shoot ducks from the win- 
dow of our shack which was built right at the 
edge of the salt water close to the foot of the 
falls. Rock cod were plentiful within a few 
yards of our front door, mink were frcc|uenliy 
to be seen sciu'rying along the rocky shores, 
and coon were thick as thieves all over the 
coimtry. 

Sounds almost loo good to be true, but 
such it was. A\"c had about half our traps out 
and were already beginning to reap a harvest, 
hut expected, by moving up to the head of the 
chain of lakes and running a line of traps 
along the vallej', in which the fttrcam headed, 
to get a better quality of fur than we were 
catching down on the salt chuck. \Vc \\-aitcd 
for fine weather ;ind <.mic bright sunny da)- uc 
packed uj) our tent and blankets and a tc\V 
days' grub and portaged our canoe above the 
falls, and proceeded by paddhng and poling 
through the lakes and river stretches to the 
mouth of the river at the head of the highest 
lake, where we chose a prett)' little camping 
place on level grfunnl a gof)d oiglu fret nr 
more above water level. W hen I say wt- chose 
a camping- place, I '^Imnld explain tliat thr na- 
ture of the lake shore \\-as steep and rocky 
liractically everywhere except at the head 
where the river mouth was ; there there was 
(|uite a bit of laud on which to pitch a lent, 
but the valley for a considerable distance in- 
land was practically a dead level, so that the 
e.Kact location of the camp made practically 
no difference to its height above lake level. 

The next morning there was a change in 
ilic weather, tlic bright sun;diinc iif the day 
before gave place to a clouded sky and before 
noon a hea\-y snovifall w.'is ddiiig just what we 
had been hcjping ft)r — covering the ground 
with what would show tracks and would bring 
the wild creatures lower down the mountain 
sides. Snug inside the tent, \-vitli a |dcntiful 
supply of fuel fiT unr little "tin" slo\'e, we 
rubbed our iiands with satisfaction ; snuu' d(je-; 
jiot appeal \er\ strmiglv at all times to 
everyone but as 1 say it was then just what 
we \vanted and had been nu'ntally j^raying fur, 
and we felt that i'rovidence was treating us 
very kindly and were duly thankful. 

Towards the afternoon however, ihe wea- 
ther god, being evidently disgruntled at the 
way \vc took his medicine without a grimace 
and smacked our lijjs after il, deterniined li> 
get even with us by changing the di )^e ; with 
spiteful suddenness he let loose his warmest 
wintl and sinndtaneously turned on the water 
lap to the full. The rain came down jusL as 
it did the other diiy in Victoria, heavy and 
steady wdlhoul a break or let-up for a minute. 
The change in our feelings was just as sudden 
and complete, but we did not realise the full 
significance of the weather god's malice until 
it was too late to help ourselves. 

■ That lake was confined in a rocky basin 
hi the mountains with a narrow exit, the rain 
came down in torrents and the lake Ijcgan to 
rise gradually inch by inch, the day wore on 
and we. were still simg and a]iprehensive of no 
<langt. in our warm tent. As it was becoming 
dnrk 1 ventured out into the wet to sec that 



the canoe was safe for the night ." and was 
astounded to sec the rapidity with which the 
water had risen and' was still visibly rising. 
The Avarni rain was melting the snow m the 
hills and ever}- little creek was now a foaming 
torrent disgorging volumes of water to s.well 
the main creek of the valley which was filling 
the lake at a nnich greater rate than the water 
could possibly find an exit dowii to the sea. 

At the rate at which the water was coming 
up things i)ega.u to look serious; every now 
and then we would emerge from our shelter 
to examine the progress of the water upward 
and make mental calctdatious as to the pos- 
sibilit}- of its flooding us out before the morn- 
ing. As the night hours wore on our anxiety 
increased, the river rose steadily with the re- 
Icntlcssncss of fate and sleep was out of the 
<lue6tion. The night was pit^h dark and we 
liad no lantern ; to have attempted to make a 
camp on higher ground was out of the ques- 
tion, the oidy thing possible if the water reach- 
ed us was to pack our stuff and j)addle out in- 
to the lake arid keej) afloat till dayliglit — a 
pleasant prospect indeed, fraught with uo little 
danger in a little dug-out barely big enough to 
carry us and our dumiage in the iniildic of a 
night of inky darkness. Imagine the hours of 
waiting and baling, shivering and swearing, 
until at last it should be light enough to see 
what we A\'crc doing and where we were go- 
ing. 

When the water was within a few inches 
of the level of our beds we bean to pack up the 
blankets; it had exeu begun to trickle into the 
opening of the tent, when, before we decided 
tcj take to the canoe as to a life boat, we de- 
termined to take one last look, or rather to 
put our heads out once more to feel whether 
the rain showed any signs of abating ; we could 
not tell from the drops on the roof as we were 
under big timber which had ceased to shelter 
us but shed its water (.>u us in a steady shower. 
The hour was midnight when as suddeidy as 
he started his mischief the weather god rc- 
lentcfl, and to our surpri?.e and relief the rain 
diniinishctl and finally ceased, the wind 
switched round, and the stars came out. The 
water ceased to rise and the situation was 
saved. With our feet on chunks of wood wc 
waited and watched by the light of a candle 
until in the small hours of the morning the 
water had subsided enough for us ro spread 
our waterproof sheets on our wet bough-bed 
and curl up for a few hours of much needed 
sleep. ' ' •

THE . BIG GAME OF BRITISH - COL- 
UMBIA. 

Of the four varieties of sheep inhabiting 
British Columbia, one is a familiar name to 
everybody, one is well-known to big game 
hunters, and two are seldom mentioned, even 
in the pages of sporting publications. The lirst, 
ilie common bighorn (ovis montana), unfor- 
tunately not now common, are found in the 
southern part of the province, where they are 
still fairly plentiful in certain localities. They 
follow the Rocky Mountain range and the Cas- 
cades ncyth to Cliilcotiu. and arc found in some 
of the sub-ranges of the above mountains. 
Thev are scattered throughout the Bridge Kiv- 
er and Lillooet country, the .Snow and Lime- 
stone range's from Lyttou and ."^pence's Piridgc 
north to Chilcotin canon and Canoe Creek, 
Whitewater and Cascades south-east of the 
l!clla Coola River, Ashnola in the Similkameen 
district, and ports of Okanagan, fj.ast Kooten- 
ay, and Rocky iNIountain range northward to 
beyond the Yellowhead Pass. For large and 
extra fine heads the I'.ast Kootenay is best; but 
it is a hard country to hunt in, the '^heep ran- 
ges being accessible i-)nly to tlnirriugh moun- 
taineers. In Lillooet sheep appear to be in- 
creasing in numbers, and Tyce liinmie. chief 
of the Lillooet Indians, told me sonn- time ago 
that as his men and the Chilccjtins had ceased 
killing wantonly, this fine district would in fu- 
ture be a good country for big rams. W hether 
the bighorn can ever fully recover from the ef- 
fects of stupid butchery in past years is a ques- 
tion with a j)robable negative answer; but Mr. 
I-!ryan Williai-ns can lie trusterl to work up as 
good a supply as the changing conditions of 
the Cv^niit ry allow. 

In the northern part of the |)ro\ince three 
allied \ai-ieties of shec]) — Stone's. Dalls and 
haiiiiiii's — are found in considerable mtmbers. 
There was a report last year (jf the appearance 
among- these sheep of a fatal disease, actinnny- 
cosis. but f lia\e been unable to trace any oiit- 
Ijreak-, and prcsinne that the re])ort was either 
unfi->undcd cjr based on a sporadic easi-. Stone's 
slice]-) frecpient the easten-i flanks of the Cas- 
cafles in Cassiar, and the headrptartcr.s cjf the 
Stikine River and its tributaries; Dall's sheep 
the .\'. YV. corner of British Columbia, Atlin 
district, and south to near the Nakina River ; 
Fannin's sheep all the extreme lun'thern part 
of the province, and extending into Yukon 
territory. A variety of these, almost white — 
some w ith ;i light grey stripe along the bade — 
called, line backs, is common on the L'ppcr 
Liard, and may he founrl wherever the r'an- 
nini range. The l''annin sheep seem to arise: 
from intermixture between the Dall and Stone 
shcei), and in sonic jiarts of Cassiar bands of 
slieep consist of animals showing all shades 
and arrangements of color, from almost pure 
white to deep greyish blaclc of some of Stone 
sheep, Avhile it is ;i connnon occurrence to see 
ewes with two lambs, one looking pure white 
at a little distance, the other c[tnte black. Se- 
veral fine heads of Cassiar shee)i were obtain- 
ed last year, the- best measuring 14 in. by .)4 
in., and another 15 1-2 in. by 42 in., these sheep 
being ncitcd more esptjcially for length of horn 
than lor base measurement. 

So far as I am uwarc, on)^ one species oi 



goat iS' found in British^ Columbia, altliough it 
IS possible that an occasional specimen ol 
Kennedy's .goat may nave lieeii obtained there. 
Goats are flistnl>utcd diroughout the province 
wherever the coinUry is suitable. They range 
over the entire length of the Selkirks and Cas- 
cades, occupying both eastern and western 
flankvS, and many of the sub-ranges and spurs 
of same. They are very numerous at many 
places on the coast from the American boun- 
dary to Alaska, and in the mountains along 
the Stilcinc, Skeena. and Fraser rivers ancl 
their tributaries, where they jiass through the 
Cascades, as well as on the Bella Coola River, 
Lillooet River, the .Snow l-iange between L,yt- 
ton and Lillooet and alcig the west side of 
the I'raser, Lower I'ra'^ei- around liojie, etc. 
Similkameen ami East and \N'est Kootenay 
are all more or less good districts for goats, 
and arc likely to remain so, as man)'' of the 
best ranges are accessible only by flying ma- 
chine or other means of aerial locomotioi-i. 
There are no goats on the islands along the 
coast, except in one or two cases, such as Pitt 
Island, biU fref|ueiitly they c.-m be seen from 
the sea at the head of jarvis or Ihttc inlets, 
and at numcrtnis other ])oiiils along the lit- 
toral. .An exceptionally fine iioad of .goat, 
giving a measurement of 10 in, for 11 in. of 
length, was secured in the province last year — 
a head, by the way, of \ery nimsual dimen- 
sions. 

-As regards the w-ood bu3alo, there is con- 
siderable uncertainty whether any of these 
animals exist in British Columbia at the pre- 
sent daj'. Some men think that n few may be 
found in the extreme nortli-caslcrn corner of 
the province, but I have never been able to 
get on the track of an} one, white man or In- 
dian, who has seen one there, and Mr. J. A. 
Teit, who knows as much as any man con- 
cerning- game ill British Columbia, is very 
skei)tical. h'ornicrly these animals abounded 
along that portion of the Peace River now iti- 
ciudcd within the province, and as there is a 
possibility that a few ina_\' still be found some- 
where in that region, I am com]-)rising- them in 
the list of British Columbia big game, although 
they certainly do not. come in' the category of 
])ractical game animals. 

Owing to the fact that bears have become 
such a valuable asset to the province — a grizz- 
1}-. wdicn shot by a non-resident sportsman, 
being worth anything- up to Siooo — steps have 
been taken to ati'ord them a degree of protec- 
tion. 1'here is now a close season irom July 
15 to Aug. 31, and a further restriction that no 
one shall trap bears south of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway main line. The latter law is 
likely to prove very beneficial, h'our varieties 
of bear are found in British Columbia — the 
grizzly, the brown or Alaskan Ijcar, the white 
bear (Ursns kermodei), and the black bear. 
The first named (L'. liorribilis ). known to 
iuinlers by various colour aliases, is found 
tlirouhout the entiio province w-herever the 
country is sutTici-ritIv roitgli and remote. i)e- 
ing especially numerous in the northern part 
of tire Cascades. There arc also many grizz- 
lies in the Selkirks, Rockies, and sub-ranges, 
its well as in some parts of the Dry l^.clt. None 
exist in \'ancouver Island. Probably the fin- 
est grizzly bear hunting to he had on the 
.\ortli .\nierican ConlineiU today is along the 
-Xaas. Stikine. and Skeena rivers, and ttp some 
of the long- inlets which indeiiv the coast; but 
sport almost etpially good can be foinid in the 
more southern districts, A friend of mine, j\Ir. 
F. II. Cook, who went into an unknown and 
well-nigh inaccessible valley about 100 miles 
north of Golden, secured two very large 
grizzlies, two cinnamon, and two black bears 
in the course of a short hunt ; and Bob Steven- 
son, an old-timer who used to pack the mail 
into the Similkameen in the sixties, while oti 
a iHHispecting trip recenil\- saw seven grizzlies 
in ten da3-s, as well as o\-er 200 head of other 
kinds (jf game. Respecting Ijlack bears, it 
may be said that there is still a plentiful sup- 
ply in most parts of the province; the}' arc 
abundant, but small, on Vancouver Island, 
while some of those found on the mainland 
are very large. The colm- \-arietes, known as 
the brow 11 and the cinnamon bear, are confin- 
c<\ most!}- to ccrt.'iin |iarts oi the interior. This 
brcjwn \ai-iel\- must not be confused with the 
l)r(.)\\ii. 01- Alaskan beat-, which is nn.ire ;ikin 
lo the griz/;l\-. with which it i> olten cl.-tssed. 
Tlie>e .Vlaskan bears ha\-c been reported from 
the northern coast of British Columbia, but 
their habitat is as their name indicates, It is, 
h(n\-e\-cr, i)Ossible that this .Maskati bear is 
more numerous in the i)rovince than is sn]i- 
posed. ow'ing to Iciose classilicatiou b}- hunt- 
ers. White beai-s (I'rstts kertiiodei ). a few 
specin-icns of which have heeti shot at poitits 
along- the extreme tiorthern coast, .-ire confined 
to a very limited area; bitt a similar varict}-, 
ranging in color from almost pure white to a 
dirty grey, are seen or shot occasionally in the 
Western Cascades, from Bellacoola north to 
Taku River, including the lower reaches of 
the Skeena, Naas, and Stikine rivers. These 
bears are small in size, and are called by the 
various names of while betir. rock hear, white 
rock bear, blue i)ear, lacial bear, anil ice bear.' 
Tlic}- .-n-e of little \-alue as trophies, but are 
rather interesting as specimens. 

This re.ally cotiijdetcs the list of British 
Columbian big game. I>ut as the panther is 
yearly increasing in sporting favor, it is fitting 
that it should be mentioned in an. article of this 
scoped if only to presage its inclusion in the 
game list ere long. At present it is classed as 
a pest, but I feel sure that the courtesy now 
afforded the bear family will-ultimately be ex- 
tended to panthers. These animals are very 
;ilnindant on Vancouver Island, and are rapidly 
increasing in miinbers in the southern iiitcriru' 
of the province. They range as high as lati- 



tude 51. or. a lit/tie beyond. Other Vhimals 
that a sportsman may see occasionally while 
after game are wolves, coyotes, lynx, three va- 
rieties of wild cats, wolverines, and foxes. (.)f- 
these tindier wolves have decreased greatly 
during the past thirty years, and are now only 
in the north. Coyt)tes have also decrcaseiL' 
although in some winters they appear to be 
plentiful, and arc certainly" extending their 
range northward. Two species of wild-cat 
show a marked increase ; but the reverse is the 
fact in the case of the fox and the wolverine. 
Incidentally I may say that beaver, owing to 
stringent restrictions are rapidly making good 
the disastrous results of loi-ig years of over- 
trapping, 'l^his will lie good ne\\-s to those 
who have regretted the threatened extinction 
of these animals, so romantically connected 
with the early history of Canada. — Lincoln 
Wilbar, in The Field. 



A SPORTSMAN'S CREED 

In all probabilit}- public scntimeiU in favor 
of the preservation of l)ig game and wild life 
generall}- is more widely sjjread in the I'liitcd 
States and British .\orth .America than in any 
other part of the civilized world. This is not 
difficult to account for, because the evils which 
have resulted from the extermination of the 
bison and the dangers threatening other spe- 
cies have been brought home to every natural- 
ist and s])ortsman. These dangers, however, 
have been met by heroic ireatniei-it. 'I'he last 
mnnber of the Bulletin of the .\'ew York- Zoo- 
logical .Society is entii:ely devoted to this sub- 
ject, and it is therein shown that since May 
last year nearly 1,800,000 acres in the United 
States have been set aside as game preserves. 
The precise localities and figtires are: The 
Montana National Bison Range ( 20,000 acres ) , 
'the Olympus National Monument, Washing- 
ton (000,000 acres), the Superior Game and 
J'orest I'reserve (900,743 acres) ; to these must 
i)e added the East Kootenay l'rescr\e in llril- 
ish Columbia (288,000 acres). These four 
great sanctuaries will greatly promote the per- 
manence of the moose, wapiti, bison, niountaiti 
goat and sheep, grizzly bear, black bear, and 
mule deer. 

The chain of {jrotectioii for the pronghoni 
antelope is now practically complete, and good 
results have been already reported. In .Ari- 
zona, after ten years of continuous ciose time, 
a band of about fifty was seen after an absence 
of nearly twenty years, and for -the present at 
least this species appears to be out of danger, 
provided that the laws can be' enforced. Mr. 
Madison Grant believes fhat sooner or later 
the development of the country at large will 
reach a point when there will be no room for 
the larger mammals, and for their preservation 
he advocates the establishment of refuges 
through the length and breadth of North .Am- 
erica. In his view whatever hunting future 
generations will enjoy must be on the borders 
of these Teiugcs, which, if successful, will pro- 
vide an overflow of game sufficient to stock 
ti c surrounding country. In what he calls 
"Sportsman's Platform," Mr. T. Morna- 
da\-, the ilirector of the Zoological Park, has 
])iopo.sed the following fifteen cardinal j)rinei- 
ples alfecting wild game and its pursuits: 

1. Tljc wild animal life of today is given to 
us in trust, for the benefit both of the present 
and the future. We must render an account of 
this trust to those who come after us. 

2. It is the duty of every good citizen to 
[iroiiK.jte the pi-otection of forests and w-ild 
life, and the cieatioti of game preserves, while 
a sn]jply of game remains. 

3. The sale of game is incompatible with 
the perpetual preservation of a ]:)roper stock of 
game; therefore it should be prohibited. 

4. In the settled and civilized regions of 
North America there is no necessity for the 
con>umption of wild game as food, nor for the 
sale ol g-;ii-iie for fcmd. The maintenance of hir- 
ed laborers on wild game shoitld be prohibited 
everywhere, under severe j)enalties. 

5. An Indian has no uiore rigdtt to kill w^ld 
game than an)- x'^hite tnan, and he should he 
governed by the same game laws as white men. 

6. No man can be a good citizen and also 
be a slaughterer of game or fishes beyond the 
limits compatible with high-class sgortsmaii- 
ship. 

7. .A game butcher or a market hunter is an 
iindesitable citizen, and shoidd be treated as 

such. 

S. The highest pur[)osc which the killing of 
wild g.-niie aufl game fishes c;ui be made to 
ser\-e i> mi funnshing objects for trani'idng and 
camjiing trijis, and the value of wild game as 
food should no longer be regarded as impor- 
tant in its pursuit. 

9. If rightly conserved, wild game consti- 
tutes a valuable asset to any countr}- which 
po.ssc.sses it, and it is good statesmanship to 
protect it. 

10. An ideal hunting trip consists of a good 
comrade, fine country, and a very few trophies 
per hunter. ' 

11. In an ideal hunting trij) tlie death of the 
game is only an incident, and by no rncans ne- 
cessary to a successful outing. 

12. The best hunter is the man who finds tlie 
most game, kills the least, and leaves behind 
him no wounded animals. 

13. The killing of an aiiiiiud means the end' 
of its most interesting period. When, the coun- 
try is fine, pursuit is tnot*e interesting than, 
|)ossessioii. 

14. The killing- of a female hoofed animal, 
save for si)ccial preservation, is to be regarded 
as incompatible with the highest sportsman- 
ship, and it sho'.ild everywhere lie prohibited. 

•. 15. A fine photograph of a wdld animal in its

TELL-TALE FINGER PRINTS 

A decidedly interesting exhibit at the 
.Shci)herd's Bush White City ,was the. finger- 
print impression display by the'commijisiphcr 
of police. It is unique in that it demonstrates 
in an exhaustive and practical manner the 
method adopted by the police for the identifi- 
cation of criminals. 

This is the first time that Scotland Yard 
has ever sent material to an exiiibition. For 
this reason alone the large framed exhibits, 
portraits, cases and relic vvhicli comprise this 
novel "Black Museum" will be inspected Avith 
more than ordinary interest. They occupy 
c|uite a large space jiist outside the entrance 
to the Industrial and Machinery Halls. 

Although the value of -finger-print impres- 
sions for identification pur]-joses has been 
known for some lime, it was onl}' adopted by 
the police some eight years ago — namely, in 
190 1. The fact is. one of the difficulties in 
])utting the system into general use was that 
of classification. Until the ii-ripressions could 
be easily indexed, this method of identifying 
a person was virtually useless. The methocl 
followed b}' Scotland Yard owes its incep- 
tion to the efforts of the commissioner, Sir 
Edward Henry, wdio has devoted much time 
to the subject. 

One has only to examine the inner bulb 
or tip of the finger to notice that there are 
a number of very fine ridges running in cer- 
tain directions and forming distinctive init- 
tern§. After careful |tticly if was, found that 
these could be classified under four types-— 
arches, ■ loops, whorls and comiKisites. En- 
larged photographs show- these various types. 
More remarkable still is the fact that these 
l)atterns persist in all their details througlKnit 
the whole period of human life, and in one 
case there are ci.ght impressions taken at in- 
tervals varying from ten. to forty-nine years. 

To prove the value of the system three por- 
traits are shown of three different men. They 
are so much alike that it is virtually, impossible 
to tell one from the other so far as facial 
characteristics are concerned, yet their finger- 
prints, wdiich are reproduced under the por- 
traits, arc entirely . different. It is a striking 
instance of how mistakes Can easily be made 
ill identification. 

More interesting- still is the case containing 
a miscellaneous collection of articles, the fin- 
ger impressions on which have led to the 
conviction of notable crimitials. There is a 
cash box uhich bears a blurred impression of 
a thumb mark. It was found in the bedroom 
of the man and his wife who were murdered 
at De])tl"ortl in 1905. This iihprcssioii was 
phc)tog-rai-)hed and enlarged, and led lo the 
arrest of the brothers Stratton, who were 
found guilty ol the murder. Alongside the 
cash box is a champagne bottle. This was 
found on the dining room table of a house 
that was entered by a burglar in Birrainghani. 
It was brought to Scotland Yard and dupli- 
cate prints of the impressions left on the bottle 
were fotmd in the records. The burglar was 
arrested the same evening. 

There are many other exhibits containing 
fin.gcr-print im))ressions left fui the scenes of 
crime which secured the detection oi the crim- 
inals. There is a w-inc glass, in which a bur- 
glar helped himself to wii-ie after breaking into 
a house in a west end square, lie left two 
finger-print impressions on the glass, which 
resulted in his conviction and four years' penal 
.servitude. In the same way there arc panes 
of glass, tumblers, plates, bits of wood and 
other articles. If a burglar handles a piece of 
candle and leaves it behind it is a hundred to 
one he has left a valuable clue for die police. 

it is interesting to note that since the in- 
irrxjucliou of the .system in Jul}-, 1901. up- 
wards of 40.000 iileiitilicati(Tns h;ive been mafic, 
and, so far as is known, without ci-for. Not 
onlv has the eomniissioner showii its the im- 
pressions of the liuman hand, but also those 
of two anthropoid apes, a chirapauzee and an 
orang-outang.

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'■\yith stippHcs an equipment that will 
last him at least seven years, and i^i a vessel 
that has proved itself able to stand terrific ice' 
pressure from all directions for any length of 
time, Captain Roald /\m«ndsen, famous Nor- 
wegian explorer and discoverer of the North- 
west Passage, will pusli out into the great ex- 
panse of yet unexplored norlji polar territory, 
toward the close of tiic coining summer, on 
what might truly be called the most important 
, voyage of^exploration of the age. 

" He will lekvc Christiana, Norway, in the 
Fram, that remarkable veteran of polar sieges, 
in Ma3' or June, pass around Cape Horn and 
then make for San Francisco, where he expects 
to arrive in July or August. He will tlicrc 
stock his vessel with provisions cnougii to 
keep his men on full rations for (he outside 
h'mit of time he expects to take for his 
journey. From San Francisco Captain Amund- 
sen will go direct through Behring Strait to. 
Point Barrow on the Alaskan coast, and thence 
into the polar pack. Once frozen in the ice he 
expects to drift through tlie Arctic Ocean from 
west to cast, pass over the North Pole, or very 
near it, and come out Avilh the ice tlirough ihc 
Greenland Sea or Barents Sea. The act\ial 
distance is about three thousand miles, but 
with , the baclrward, forward and side move- 
ments of the polar field, through the influence 
of the winds and tides, Captain Amundsen 
.figures that his vessel will travel possibly four 
or'five thousand, miles before it makes Trom- 
soe or Hammcrfest, near North Cape. 

For Science and Navigation. 
This will be an expedition purely in the in-, 
tcrcsts of science and navigation. The Northi 
Pole has been discovered, and countless num-; 
hers of explorers have entered the polar sea, 
mapping out slowly, but gradually, large areas 
of the hitherto frozen zones. They have dis- 
covered new lands, charted ncv,- coasts and sea 
bottoms, and have laid before geographer;:.,, 
hydrographers and various other stientific. 
bodies vast information of the coasts of Franz- 
.j6sef Land, Spitzbergen, Greenland, Gcitipell: 
Land, EUesmcre Land, Grant Land, ?ind-;Axet 
Heibcrg Land,,- yet. within the three Cfeiitiiric^ 
that men have been lured into the North harcl-.

Tiiere yet remain above"- the- seventy-fifth" 
parallel of latitude approximately one million 
square miles of territory to be opened up to 
the world, and if Captain Amundsen is suc- 
cessful, he will bring knowledge of one-third 
or maybe one-half that immense area in a sin- 
gle venture. It isiuot beyond the realm of 
probability that he "will find land, perhaps a 
continuation of the archipelago around Melville 
Sound, or maybe an island as large as Green- 
land, which has been the cause of turning one 
current of the Arctic to the Siberian coast. 

Captain Amundsen's is not an expedition 
to the North Pole; it is one for study and in- 
vestigation alone. He counts, on spending at 
least- four yQars .jQ.c.kRd'-iij. th9, ic.e,; and cyery 
moment of that ttnie Ayill be devoted .to wliat 
might be termed a continuous ' atads'my of 
meteorological and' oceanpgraph'ical research, 
lie and his nieni will be scattered in various 
directions on tiu' ice llties, taking soundings 
lor tlci)tlis .'Uicl !li.-n.sit_\- i_)f the watL-r, for land, 
kir c\cr}' scrap uf iiiforiiKition they can glean 
uf the formation uf the ocean bottoin. They 
wilL study ice, ice conditions and. pressitt;es;- 
they will take innumerable observations as to 
tiie winds, their velocities and influences 
against the currents; they will iittenipt to solve 
the mystery of the anrura borealis, its. origin, 
its effects, why it will api)car one second in all 
its brilliant coloring^ and disappear the next 
as suddenly as one would shut off an electric 
light bulb; they will test the salt capacity of 
the sea, and lest its gases ; they >vijl studyj ;. 
meteorological and niagiletic conditions a1id',' 
most important of all, will make an exhaustive 
research as to the upper strata of the air. 

Captain Anunidsen believes tiic study of 
temperatures and the air currents is (,if the 
utmost importance lo science and has not re- 
ceived sufficient aUcniii.m in j)re\'ious cxpe- 
ditions, as he contends that the frozen zones 
cpntrpl the air and ocean . currents;. of the gn- . 
t|rc,'wo^ld. He thinks, fprViri'Si'&tteeivtha^ the' 
Gul f -Sfteani, which washes/ • tlie ' '.''Oreenland 
codlt) does not influence the. dritt.df the ice- 



bergs, but that the Polar Sea and polar ice 
control the flovy of the Gulf Stream and the 
Japanese Current, and as the two pules in- 
fluence the ocean currents they regulate the 
air currents. 

"I\ly expedition has got to be successful," 
said Captain Amundsen, with striking optim- 
ism, to a New York Herald reporter. "When 
we once get into the ice ,6n the west -side 
there is nothing left bttf that we at-e as certain 
to come out at the east as we arc that the sun 
will shine tomorrow — unless our sliij'; is 
crushed in the ice, and that is beyond ]irob- 
abilit_\-. She has had eight year.s of the most 
scN'cre test, and I have put a lot of additional 
crr,;,s beams and braces in her, until she is iiow 
like a block of wood. 

"The object of. my voyage is not to try to 
get to the North Pole, -although if wc drift 
anywhere near it I shall certainly make a 
sledge journey there and take many observa- 
tions to add to the rcccjrds of tlic discoverer. 
The most important problems before n-ie w'iW 
be the study of the winds, water, ice, anil sea 
l)otioms. Wc have apparatus now by wdiich 
it is possible to obtain not only samples of the 
surface of the bottoni itself, but also of the 
underlying strata to a depth of six feet or more. 
Perhaps of even greater importance, •however, 
is the examination of the temperatures of the 
water at diiYcrent depths. Wc are now aide to 
measure it with exactness at any depth. We 
know of three different water iudks in the po- 
lar basin. They represent at least three differ- 
ent current systems which are not yet suffici- 
ently examined. We will now bejable to make 
sudi tests through the Nansen pcndidum cur- 
rent measure apparatus and Dr. l*.kl.)orn's ])ro- 
peler current measure apparatus, both in\ ente(l 
within the last four years. Other things which 
have not yet been sufficiently examined are 
the existing tidal waves and currents in the 
])olar basin, a question of great importance, not 
only to science but to navigation as well. 

"Other things we will f^ke up arc the influ- 
ence of the winds, currents of the sea, the 
quantity of air and| giises in the sea and their 
irnjjortance iii organic liffc, the role of light in 
cfifferent depths below 'the ice, and physiology 
of the Qcean. 



:, "I hope to pass through Behring Strait and 
be at Point Barrow, the latter part of J^uly^^^^^^ 
by the middle of Augttst:;' just as soon 'as I carf 
get there after coaling and stocking at San 
Francisco. From Point Barrow 1 shall get into 
the ice at the most feasible point, whicli. will 
depend "of course, on where the lanes are the 
most advan.tageous. The' course of the drift 
ice is j-iorth-northwest, and. the resultant set is 
north. The general current from Behring 
Strait, which is fed not only by the great rivers^ 
in Siberia and Alaska, but by the Japanese cur-' 
rent, might be said to extend in a sort of fan 
shape, tne wider part of the fan being towan! 
the west, and reachinsj;- from Cape l!athurst al- 
most to the New Siberian Islands, as proved by 
the drift of test casks and wreckage from the 
Jeannettc, and the handle or narrow part of the 
"fan lying on the- Spitzbergen group of islands. 
That this has always been the drift, would 
seem to be proved by the depths of the ocean, 
soundings around Behring Straits showing 
hardly one thousand feet, while in the Green- 
land Sea the tim-iblin_g ice, driven out by the 
great ])rcssure behiml, has gon.ged out the 1)C(1 
of the ocean in jilaces lo a depth of 15,000 feet. 

I)r, .Nansen based his successful trip mainly 
on the voya.ge of the Jeanncte, and the drift of 
her wreckage, supplemented by other observa- 
tions he made in Fast Greenland. The current 
he was in was undoubtedly closely connected 
with the Jeannette current, if indeed it was not 
'a part of it, and had the Jeannette been able-to 
ilve longer, probably would have come through 
the same as the Fram. Mv expedition is based 
on Dr. Nansen's success, the Jeannette current, 
and the drift of the two Bryant-iMelville casks, 
f think the best way to go through the polar 
sea is to go from west to cast. Once into the 
ice. you simply have got to come out in the 
east. 

Ship Will Not Be in Danger 
"I do not think the Fram will be in any 
great danger at ^ny particular time unless she 
should happen to be carried inland and get 
near enough for the coast to hold the ice 
against either side of her. Of course in such 
pressure no power on earth could stop the 
crushing df the ice, which at such low tempera- 



tures gets as hard as flint, in fact so hard that 
steel tools,- chilled by the intense cold, have 
been broken on it." ■ 

Captain Amundsen is no amateur in polar 
exploration and the terrors 'of crunching ice 
are not new to him. In 1903, in the Gjoa, a 
little vessel hardly larger than an oyster sloop, 
he set out from Norway, in perhaps what was 
the fifteenth or twentieth attempt to discover 
a northwest passage from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. -With only six companions, he put in 
tlirough 'Davis Strait, Barrow Strait, skirted 
the Canadian and Alaskan coasts, and finally 
came out through Behring Strait in August, 
1906. Not the sli,ghtest mishap marred his ex- 
pedition, either in injury to any of his men or 
his little vessel. They had lain locked in the 
ice for months at a time, v/atching for a favora- 
ble opportunity to ])ush ahead, if even for only 
a mile or two', and thus almost foot by foot, 
made their goak His was the first and only 
vessel ever to make the Northwest Passage. 

The Fram is possibly the strongest vessel 
ever built. She is only 113 feet long and is 36 
feet wide. J!er hull is made of five and four 
thicknesses of heavy timber, and at the bow is 
four feet thick, Avhile toward the stern is three 
feet. 

Captain .Amundsen will take with iiim. the 
follo^vin.g officers and crew: — Theodore Nil- 
.■^on. of the .Norwegian nav}-, A'icc-conimandcr ; 
Kristian Jr'rcsterud, of the Norwegian nav}-. 
first mate; Frank Gjertsen, of the Norwegian 
navy, second mate; Oscar Elliassen, first en- 
gineer; Martin Ronne, second engineer ; An- 
dreas Beck and Helniar Hansen, ice pilots; V>. 
Birkeland, meteorologist, from tlie government 
meteorological bureau of Christiana; Captain 
I'redcrick Ilelmar Johansen, Ole Ba Bjaaland. 
Jorgen .Stubberud. Adolf L,indstrom and .S. 
Ifassel. all round "lavigators and seamen, and 
J. .Sandrik. cook. 

.Aside from the usual equipment, Captain 
Amundsen will take with him twenty live po- 
lar bears. They have been under training in 
his country for many months and will be used 
to pull sledges in the event of the sinkiiig of 
the Fram. Heretofore all explorers ha^'^ used 
dogs. 



An Uncanny Mystery 

Eusapia Palladino is a very remarkable wo- 
. man. She is now over fifty years of a'geji and; 
is the daughter of an Italian peasant, illitferatfc, 
unable to read, or to write more than her own 
name. Yet for many years she has been a baf- 
fling ])uzzlc to the scientific men of Furopc. 
Some fifteen years ago she first attracted at- 
tention because of the extraordinary spiritual- 
istic phenomena said to have taken i)lace 
through her mcdiumship. At that time her 
uncanny powers were subjected to the most 
stringent scrutiny by men of European re- 
nown versed in the occult. Sir Olivei Lodge 
at that time expressed his conviction that Eu- 
sapia possessed some supernatural power af- 
fecting matter, by which she was able to pro- 
duce movements of material objects without 
any ascertainable agency, and, still more, pro- 
duce matter itself or the appearance of matter, 
without any ascertainable source of supply. 

This woman's case aroused immense inter- 
est and great controversy at the time, but after 
her methods had been carefully watched by a 
group of experts at Cambridge, she was 
dropped, except by Continental observers, who 
still continue to make a study of her marvel- 
ous powers. Ivast year the Society for Psychi- 
cal Research again took uj) the investigation, 
and appointed the Hon. liverard Feikiing, the 
secretary of the society, to arrange for another 
thorough inquiry. This was done in a series 
of seances conducted with the greatest care. 
The result will be given in detail this month 
in the "Proceeding.s" of the society, but Mr. 
Feilding has whetted the appetite of the public 
by contributing a most interesting account of 
his experiments in the Nineteenth Century. 
Precautions Against Fraud 
Me selected two gcntlen-icn of long exjieri- 
ence in such matters, who, in fact, could lay 
claim to be adepts at conjuring. They a|)- 
])roached the investigation in a spirit of com- 
plete scepticism, born of long experience in ex- 
posing frauds of so-called mediums. They held 
eleven seances in a bedroom on the fifth floor 
of an hotel, the chamber having been prepared 
by the committee and searched before every 
sitting. Across the corner of the room we 
hung, at the medium's request, says iMr. Feild- 
mg, two thin black curtains forn-iing a triangu- 
lar recess, called the "cabinet," about three feet 
, deep in the middle. Behind this curtain wc 
placed a small round tea-table, and upon it 
jjlaced various toys which we bought in Naples 
a -tambourine, a flageollet, a toy piano, a trum- 
pet; a tea-bell, and so forth. Eusapia entered 
the room only in the company of the commit- 
tee and never looked behind the curtain and 
did not know what had been arranged there. 
Outside it was placed a small oblong table, 
h'usapia herself sat at one end of this table, 
^\'ith her back to the curtain, the Ijack (jf her 
chair distant from the curtain about a foot or 
eighteen inches. One of us sat on each side of 
her, holding her hands with 6ut*s'and control- 
ling her feet with our legs and feet, while on 
certain occasions a third was under the table' 
holding her feet with his, hands.

1 lii.s (.iccurred at 
times when we were absolutely certain that 
Eusapia's own hands were separately held on 
the table in front of her. 

The first occasion on which this occurred 
to me is among the phenomena most vivid in 
my menun-y. 1 had l)een sitting at the end of 
the table furliicst from Knsapia. Mr. Car- 
rin.gton and Air. liaggally had for some time 
been rei)orling that something frtJUi b<;Iiind 
the curtain had been touching them through it. 
.\l last I told Knsapia that 1 wanted to experi- 
ence this also. vShe asked me to stand at the 
side of the table and hold my hand against the 
curtain over her head. Immediately the lijis 
of my fin.gcrs were struck .^^cN-eral times; mv 
first finger was then seized Ijy an apparently 
livin.g hand, three fingers above and thumb 
bcncaili, and scpieezed so that 1 felt the nails 
of the fingers in my flesh; and then the lower 
IKirl of niy hand was seized ami pressed by 
what apj)eared to be the scjft ]5art of a hand. 
Eusapia's two hands were separately held by 
Messrs. Carrington and Baggally, one on the 
table and one on her knee. These grasps, if 
, fraudulent, could only have been done by an 
accomplice liehind the curtain. There was no 
accomplice behind the curtain. 

Visible Hands and Queer Objects 
The next development was that these hands 
liecame \isible. They generally, though not 
always, appeared between the parting of the 
curtains (jver l-'nsa|)ia's he;i(l. Thev were of 
different ap|)carances, sometimes of a dead, 
paper white, sometimes of a natural color. 1 
think only once AVas a hand botli seen and 
felt at the same time, and that was when a 
hand came out from the side, not the middle of 
the curtain, seized Mr. Baggally and pulled 
him so hard as almost to upset him off his 
chair. 

licsides the \ isihle hands, which were clear 
and distinct, there were also more or less in- 
describable appearances of various kinds, in 
themselves of the most suspicions character; 
white things that looked handfuls of tow; 
black things like small heads at the end of 
.stalk-like bodies, which emerged from the mid- 
dle in- side <if the curtain and extended them- 
selves over our table; shadowy things like 
faces with large features, as though made of 
cobweb, that shot with extreme rapidity and 
silence from the side uf the curtain, and as 
(juickly withdrawn. 

There were also other phemunena, but the 
last which I shall toucli on now were move- 
ments of objects outside the curtain, at a dis- 
tance from Eusapia of .from one to three feet.

Conlplctely Mystified 

1 will, in conclusion, say one thing more. 
While I ha\-e convinced myself of the reality 
of these phenomena, ami of the existence of 
some force not yet .generally recognized which 
is able to impress itself on matter, and to .^inui- 
Ihtc or create .the appearance of matter, 1 re-, 
frain for the present Jrom speculating upon its 
nature. Yet it is just in this speculation that 
the whole interest of the subject lies. The 
force — if we are driven, as 1 am confident we 
are, to presuppose one other than mere con- 
juring — nuist either reside in the medium her- 
self and be of the nature of an extension of hu- 
man faculty beyond what is generally recog- 
nized, or must be a force having its'origin in 
.something apparently intelligent and external 
to her, operating either directly from itself, or 
indirectly through or in conjunction with some 
special attribute of her organism. The jjIic- 
uonicna then — in themselves iireposterous, fu- 
tile, and lacking in any ipiality of the smallest 
ethical, religions, or spiritual \ alue — are nev- 
ertheless symptomatic of something which, ()ut 
at its lov.'cst by choosing the first hypothesis, 
must, as it filters gradually into our coanmon 
knowledge, most profoundly modify the wliold 
of our philosophy of human faculty'; but which, 
if that hypothesis i.-^ fonnd insufficient, may ul- 
timately be judged to require an interpretation 
involvin.g something further — naiuely, a 
change in our conception of the relations be- 
tween mankind and an intelligent sphere exter- 
nal to it.

Death of Joan of Arc 

In the Bodleian, a journal of books ])ub- 
lishetl by John I^ahe at the Bodley Head, there 
is a graphic extract from "The Life of Joan of 
Arc." written b}- .Anatole Krance, and trans- 
lated by Winifred Stephens. After describing 
how Joan had acknowledged that she had been 
deceived by the supernatural "voices," the nar- 
rati\'c proceeds: 

It was about nine o'clock in the morning 
when Brother Martin and Messire Alassicu 
took Jeanne out of the prison; wherein she had 
been in bonds one hundred and se^'cnty-eight 
^ days. She was placed in a cart, and, escoi ted 
by eighty men-at-arms, was driven along the 
narrow streets to the Old Market Square, close 
to the river. This .--ipKire was bordered on the 
cast by a wooden market-house, the butcher's 
market, on the west by the cemetery of Saint 
Saveur, on the ed.ge of Avhich, towards the 
square, stood the church of Saint Saveur. In 
this place three scaffolds had been raised, one 
against the northern gable of the market- 
house; and on its erection several tiles of the 
roof.had been broken. On this scaffold Jeanne 
was to be stationed, there to listen to the ser- 
mon. Another and a larger scaffold had been 
erectetl adjoining the cemetery. There the 
judges and the ]-)relaie.-; were to .<it. 
The thii'd scaffold, ojiposiic the second. \\-;is 
of plaster, and .stood in the niitldle of the 
square, on the spot whereon executions usually 

At the Stake 
took place. On it was piled the Avood for the 
burning. On the stake which surmounted it 
was a scroll bearing the words: 

"Jehannc, who luith caused herself to be 
called the .M.'iitl, a liar, pernicious. decei\'cr of 
the i^eople, si.iothsayer, snjierstitii ms, .-i blas- 
plienicr a.gainst Cod, iiresumptuotis, niiscrcani, 
boaster, idolati-ess, cruel, dissi-jlule. an in- 
voker of devils, ajjostate, schismatic, and her- 
etic," 

The square was guarded by one hundred 
and si.xty men-at-arms. A crowd of curious 
folk pressed behind the guards, the windows 
wei-e filled ami the roofs co\'crecl with onlook- 
ers. Jeanne was brought on to the scaffold, 
which had its back to the market-house gable. 
She wore a h-ing gown and hood, Alaitre Nico- 
las Midi, doctor in theology, came up on the 
same platform and began to preach to.her. As 
the text of his sermon he took the words,of the 
Ajjostlc in the first Epistle to the Corinthians: 
".And whether one member suffer, all the mem- 
bers suffer with it." Jean patiently listened to 
the sermon. 

Tlicii my Lord of Oeauvis pronounced the 
sentence. He declared Jeanne to be a relapged 
heretic. ■ ■ / j;.. • ; . ' - 

"We declare, that thou;> jeainlic, art a cor- 
rupt member, atid in order that thou maycst 
not infect the other members, wc are resolved-- 
to sever thee from the unity of the Church, to 
tear thee from its l)ody, and to deliver thee to 
the secular power. And wc reject thee, Ave 
tear thee on\, we abandon thee, lieseeching this 
same secular power, that touching death and 
the mutilation of the limbs, it may be pleased 
to mpdpratp its sentence, .. . , ."■ 

When the sentence Avas announced, Jeanne 
breathed heart-rending sighs. Weeping bitter- 
ly, she fell on lier knees, commended her soul 
to God, to Our Lady, tq the blessed saints of 
Paradise, many of whom she mentioned by 
name. \^ery liumhl;' elid she ask for mercy 



from all manner of folk, of Avhatsoever' rank 
or condition, of her OAvn party and of the ene- 
my's, entreating them , to forgive thc Avrong 
she had done them and to pray for her. She 
asked pardon of her judges, of the English, ui 
King Henry, of the English princes of the 
realm. Addressing all the priests there present, 
she besought each one to say a mass for the 
salvation of her soul. 

Thus for one half hour did she continue 
with sighs and tears to give expression to the 
sentiment^ of humiliation and contrition Avitli 
V hich the clerics had inspired her. 

At Rouen, Avhen a heretic AA'as given up In 
the secular arm, it was customary to take him 
to the town hall, where the town council madi- 
known unto him his sentence. In Jeanne's 
case tliese forms were not observed. The Bail- 
ie, Alessire ie Boutcillcr, who Avas preseni. 
Avaved his hand and said: "Take her, take 
her." StraightAvay two of the king's sergeants 
dragged her to the base of the scaffold and 
placed her in a cart which was waiting. On her 
head was set a great fool's cap made of ■pa[ier, 
pn Avhich Avcre Avritten the Avords: — "Hereti- 
cpie. relaj)sc, apostate, idolatrc;" and she AA'as 
handed over to the executor. 

.\ bystander heard her saying :— "Ah ! Rou- 
en, sorely do I fear that thou inayest have to 
suffer for my death." 

She evidently still regarded herself as the 
messenger from heaven, the angel of the realm 
of France. Possibly the illusion, so cruelly reft 
from her, returned at last to enfold her in its 
beneficent veil. .At any rate, she appears to 
have been crushed ; all that remained to lier 
AA;as an infinite horror of death and a child-like 
piety. 

She asked for a cross. .An Englishman 
made a tiny one out of tAvo pieces of Avood and 
.gave it to her. She took it devoutly and put it 
in her bosom, on her breast. 'J'hen she bc- 
sou.ght Brother Isambert to go to the neigh- 
boring church to fetch a cross, to bring itlo 
her, and hold it before her, so that as long as 
sdie lived, the cross on which God was cruci- 
fied should be ever in her sight. 

Alassicu asked a priest of Saint-Sauvcijr.for 
one, and it was brought. Jeanne, Avecping, 
kissed it long and tenderly, and henliaiids held 
it while thc3' Avere free. 

As she Avas b.ei.ng,;,bound to the stake, she 
invoked the aid of Saint'-Michael ; and now, at 
length, no examiner was present to ask her 
whether it Averc really he she saAV in her fath- 
er's garden. She prayed also to Saint Cath- 
erine. 

When she .'^aw a light put to the stake, sh.c 
cried louilly, "Jesus!" This name she repeated 
.six times. She was also heard asking for holy 
Avater. 

It Avas usual for the executioner, in order 
to_ cut short the sufferings of the' victim, lo 
stifle him in the dense .smoke before the flames 
had had lime to ascend; but thc Rouen execu- 
tioner was too terrified of the prodigies Avqrkcd 
by the Maid to do this; and, besides, he avouUI 
have found it difficult to reach her, because 
the Baillie had h.-.d the plaster scaffold made 
unusually high. Wherefore the executioner 
^ himself, hardened man that he was, judged her 
death to have been a' terribly cruel one. 

Once again Jeanne uttered the name of 
Jesus ; then she bowed her head and gave up 
her spirit, ^

There is a great difference 
lietweiMi the fishes of this coast .and of 
the Atlantic. .N'elther tho salmon or 
cod are at all alike. Our ooilchan is 
unlcnown In eastern waters, and wn 
have no macker'-l. Otlier sliclilisli are 
larger than tlielr Atlantic cousins, and 
It may be tiiat the lobster too will grow 
to a size much greater than in his na- 
tive waters. It, tliat Is. the case, his 
claws will prove dangerous weapons* 

There are, it appears, a great many 
[.Iiilted States w.iislupH on the Great 
J^akes, and Itvl'J naval otficijrs and 
men. 'J hesc sliii)s are used to tr;iiii 
the men lor tin- navy. A\ hen going 
through the canals they were unarm- 
ed, but cuunon and. other, arms were 
taken on afterwards;'.In -1817 a treaty 
between - Groat ^Britain -Jand- Canada 
was made, saying!. that'. very fewvwar 
vessels were to be allowed on elthef 
sale of the Great Lakes, 

But Canada -has- allowed -thC' United 
Status to send war vessels up through 
her canals from t[a\e to time, till now, 
if trouble should " arise • between the 
two eountrltss,"Hltl>e -' greatHttado'i of 
Canada on : tfiCff Lakes would be In 
danger. Sir Willrc.I answered that 
this matter had been coMsklcrod loi' 
some time by both parties, liiii it was 
not easy to liii.d a remedy. It would 
be well to malie a new treaty, but 
there are not many ' people In Canada 
wiio believe tlial our great neighbor 
would now .siretch out n hand to in- 
jure us if she could. In a hundred 
years of peace, tlic friendsiiip be- 
tween us lias grown very strong.

months with brush and broom as cali- 
lin-boy for the English Admiral Blake. 
But, the boy was Dutch,, and hard to 
beat! So after a -while, Admiral Mar- 
tin Harpertzodn Von Tromp became 
In his turn Admiral of Holland, nnd 
won many, battles on .the seti, Tlio 
triumph of his life was .a brilliant vic- 
tory over- the, old British Admiral 
Blake, whom he had served ns'cnbin- 
boy. With"' real Dutch "ginger," he 
celebrated the event by salillng the 
British. Channel, with a broom fiisten- 
cd to his masthead, by way of pro- 
claiming to the British Admiralty tha-t 
he, Martin Harpertzoon Von 'i'romii, 
who had long ago swejit tlie cabin of 
the Englisli admiral, had now swept 
him and all the ISngllsli from tho seas. 

The other favorite story is tlic fa- 
milliau one of the splendid llttlo hero 
of Haarlem. 

All the afternoon and night, with 
the sea rolling and lapping above his 
liead, ,-i little Dnlcll boy of ten held ills

" I-'reedom lo worsiiip God as we 
will" wa.s his iinsaword into the hearls 
of the jieoiile, and before long lie lie- 
came tliilr trusted leader. 

William of Orange never gave up, 
and his work brouglit about the religi- 
ous freedom tlial made of the Xether- 
laiids, in the time of great religions 
uphca\-al tliroughoiit Europe, a haven 
for people who would worship God 
freely, a place in wlilcli our own May- 
dower Pilgrims found shelter and re- 
fuge from jirosecullon.

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Mr. Frederic Harrison contributes to the 
Positivist Review a, striking'. article, entitled 
"The Calonne bf the British Noblesse," from 
which we make tha following extracts : 

The most sinister fact in the present crisis 
is the moral degradation of the composite class 
which for two centuries has held power in 
England and controlled her destinies for good 
or for ill. Many things have happened since 
1848, when the monarch)^ and governing class 
of Great Britain and Ireland weathered the 
storm which shook down almost every au- 
thority in Europe. But now we se^ that same 
governing class in a panic, giving itself over Id 
the passions which .have been the ruin of so 
manv aristocracies. And, deserting their nat- 
ural chiefs, they have taken lor their leader a 
demagogic charlatan of a kind such as never 
before has made a turning-point in English 
history. 

The llouse of Lords is become the refuge 
of the panic-stricken classes, holding titles,, or 
land, or breweries, or financial and industrial 
concerns,' who cry; piit: for the great plunge to 
be made. It is a'"'curious amalgamation of in- 
terests, bound together by no tie but fear of 
social reform. In the historic sense, llierc is 
but a feeble trickling in its veins of any liquid 
that can be called "blue Ijlood." Many of the 
titles are "faked" or "restored" like a picture- 
dealer's "'ancient master." jNIany titles record 
a low amour, a political job, or sheer bribery. 
But together they have a power, aiid they herd 
together like wild and domestic animals in a 
prairie fire— the thin remnant of the old feudal 
barons— interesting survivals after all the 
slaughter in the cl:>ys of tlie "Roses," Civil 
Wars. Whig oligarclics, aldernianie ancestries, 
and American inheritances — money-changers 
who have never yet been driven out of our 
temples — and adventurers who know "a real- 
good thing" on the political turf. .AU of;:theae.> 
together are; shouting to the bewildered -'chiefs • 
of, the old governing class to risk a revolutioh- 
afy throw, and chance what may come to our 
i;ickety old Constitution. 

"VVhen I- spoke of the moral degradation of- 
the governing class, loosely called "the aristo- 
cracy," 1 was not thinking of ihc vulgar threats 
of some silly noblemen by which they cast ridi- 
cule on their order. The real moral degrada- 
tion of the governing class is this — that they 
are ready to abandon the practical good sense 
of the Cannings, the Wellingtons, the Peels, 
the Russells, and the Ueyonshire's, to throw 
over experienced statesmen who have led them 
fo'- a generation, to become a faction of dcsper7 
adoes. and to follow the partisan call .of one 
who has ruined every party that trusted him.,, , 
A Frank'Tireaitment of Mr. Chamberlain. 

.1 am going to speak quite freely of Joseph 
Chamberlain^ T respect his great powers, his 
tremendous energy, and his many fine quali- 
ties of nature. It is a sad sight when a strong 
man of seventy is crippled and is miable to ad- 
dress his fellow connlrynicn in Parliament and 
on platforms. But Mr. Chamberlain remains 
still the doniincnt force in politics.' He has lost 
nothing of,diis wide popularity, of his creative 
influence over parties, even of his casting vote 
in the inner council chambers of his party. And 
^ it is rank hypocrisy to pretend that the retro- 
grade dictator of the^hour should be spoken of 
only in the farcical laudations of his own 
claque. 

Though he has not appeared in public for 
three years, he has never ceased to give orders 
to his own followers, and to jiress his advice 
, on the public. His absence from the House 
and from the platform has even increased his 
influence ; for it has spared him from uttering 
the wild promises and the rotten sophistries of, 
his public campjiign, whilst his malady has 
too long protected him from the exposure of 
his bombastic fallacies. It was once said of a 
blind politician that he somewhat al)uscd his 
physical disabilities. And so it is time to init 
an end to the hypocritical convention thai .Mr. 
Chamberlain's infirmities forbid any criticism 
of the secret, subtle, and sinister influence 
which he constantly exerts in a great crisis in 
our history. 

Joseph Chamberlain has all this time re- 
tained his seat for the constituency which 
seems now to hold the "prerogative vote." He 
is the official candidate (without opposition) 
'in the coming elections. He is the absolute 
dictator of the Tariff Reform Unionists ; and 
he has just for the third time sjdit up the con- 
t'cderatc Unionists. A few weeks ago Lord 
I^ansdowne and the sensible Conser^'ati\•e^•• 
who have long lield office were able to control 
the majority in the Lords. A fierce letter of 
Mr. Chamberlain, timed to carry away a most 
critical meeting, and to discount the counsels 
of the titular leader of the party, entirely 
changed the situation and put Conservatives 
• af logger-heads. We are told that Mr. Balfour 
. was not a party I0 the jjrecise form of this 
edict; but this wmdd be ;i ])iecc of sharp jM'ac- 
ticc too shameless tn imagine possible. 

Is the iiian wiio hfdds this dcjminent ])lace 
and e.xcrls this decisive authority in politics 
to Ik; above all criticism simply because he is 
not ai)lc to speak in public? If Mr. Cham- 
berlin, on his break-down, had retired from 
public life, as- did Lord Spencer and Mr. 
Gladstone, we should all now be treating him 
with respective and sympathetic silence. But 
since he is still the life and soul of the most 
malignant ■ craze which has ever seized Eng- 
lish politicians, for my part, 1 intend to speak 
plainly Avhat I hold his influence to be. 
His Early Political Career. 

Having made la fortune by dexterously 
under-selling his fellow tradesmen, he enter- 
ed politics rather as a Republican than an or- 



dinary Radical. He did bring himself, as 
Mayor of Birmingha\ii, to do honors;*toi the 
then Prince of Wales — but for 'tlie'^first^' 
of his career he was the terror of all Conser- 
vatives, for his doctrine of ''ransom," the doc- 
trine of tlie. Budget — that the holders of great 
estates and the monopoly of "land" may fair- 

'!y be taxed in proportion to the security they 
have guaranteed them by the state. For 
many years he expounded this principle vvith 
extraordinary energy and courage ; nor did 
he shrink- from being the bete noire of Lord ' 

: Salisbury and the whole Tory interest. As an 
hereditary Nonconformist i\ir. Chamberlain 
was for years the boldest and ablest leader in 
the cause of the Disestablishment and Disen- 
dowment of the Church of England. Plis^first 
appearance in parliament was as a temper- 
ance reformer. Until Mr. Gladstone took it 
up, Mr. Chamberlain was one of the keenest 
advocates bf Home Rule; and, in close asso- 
ciation with Mr. Parnell, he propounded a 
scheme of his own for the local management 
of Irish affairs. For forty years of his politi- 
cal life he was one of the most passionate be- 
lievers in Cobden's Free Trade system. No 
public man has reasoned it out with more 
intimate knowledge of trade, and with more^ 
acute logic than did Mr. Chamberlaiii only a 
few years ago, evesn when he was- a miniister 
in a. Unionist government. 

All honor to him' for the courage and 

■power with which he fought for these- causes • 
against bitter opponents. And ,1 am the last 
man to doubt that he was a sincere believer 
and a passionate advocate of all these princi- 
ples. Until his iifticth year, having served 
the public with conspicuous success for some 
twenty-live years, he had never betrayed the 
smallest' doubt or misgiving -; in -any .onevof 
these' causes. Until he left. vMr;' Gladstone's 

.Miiiistify^e was the most typicaliVallrrOund.r 

>Riidical "I^ee-Trader and Land Reformer .of- 
his. time. -- /V^ -'i 

The Wrecker of Parties. ' * 

H'e then brolce up the . Liberal Party, and 
rriacle himself the real head of an independent 
group. Since then he has been an indefati- 
gable and relentless wrecker of parties by a 
system of underselling the political body with 
which for the time being he is acting. Long 
before he abandoned Mr. Gladstone he sought 
to undersell him by starting the unauthorized 
programme of reforms. As leader of a power- 
ful third party he made it impbssible -for Gpiir 
seryatives to govern without hi^ Helpi" or for 
Liberals ;tp advanec witftout a gallin attack 
on thdr flatiki^ Ardent Unionist as he was, he 
was still too much of a Liberal;,, t9^:-.suppor^^ 
Lord Salisbury without reserve, ^:v|rnilSt cr- 
als found him their most dangerojUS 'oppqneht 
He was always ready to- "go ohe better" on 
e\-ery op])ortimity. 

This old ally of Parnell became tlic fiercest 
denouncer of Home Rule. This old Noiicon- 
fnrniist advocate of Disest.Tblishmcnt has serv- 
ed in a Cabinet which has been the unblushing 
partisan of Church monopolies. The famous 
author of the "ransom" doctrine is today the 
fierce critic of a Budget founded on this very 
doctrine. And the passionate Freetrader of 
forty years' standing is now the pioneer of the 
doctrine that it is the duty of the rich to tax 
the food of the poor. 



Politicians m4he'"cdufse' o a long career 
have sometimes changed their party and re- 
vised their principles — and no one could deny 
their right to do so. They have done it by 
gradual steps, upon grounds fully explained, 
and under new circumstances.

They were niade by gradual and 
no violent steps,' they were amply explained by 
themselves and were justified by circum- 
stances^and, above all, they involved at the 
time great personal sacrifices. ' 

_ ^^r'^Mr.- Chamberlain's desertion of party and 
recantation ,of princi'plcs have had no such 
cliaracterT- They have been sprung ui)()n the 
nation as sudden surprises, with the plain end 
of snatching a party victory. He never ex- 

' plained or justified them except by eating his 
own words with violent exaggeration and <ie- 
nouncing his own life-long convictions. And 
tiic curious thing, in face of his present vogue, 
is this — that every, one of his new projects has 
been a conspicuous; failure. His 9riginal demo- 
cratic, faith-— virith land taxation, local self- 
-government for Ireland, Disestablishment of 

■ '(•Episcopal Churches, pcas:int proin ietors, old- 
!;age pensions, "ransom'.' and .Free Trade — 
fiolds the field toda\-, and is aboiit to receive 
'an overwhelming support. 
The Boer War and the Protectionist Crusade. 

Having done his best to ruin Mr. Glad- 
stone's Irish ])olicy, Mr. Chamberlain found 
himself the darling of the magnates to whom 
for ;i whole generation he had been a terror. 
When he was admitted to a strictly Conser- 
vative cabinet he looked al)out for some< open- 
ing for playing a startling coup. ' He'.foiind 
it in the infamous and disastroiis Sputit, Af- 
rican War, which he engineered entirely by 
his own hand, and with hi.s own yet unavow- 
ed secret devices. Ten years have passed 
since he started to write that black page on 

- England's history. And after ten years what 
is the result except two hundred millions 



lost, a vast territory blighted, a, fine colony 
distracted and ruined, and the certain estab-. 
lishmcnt within a generation of a true Afri- 
cander State? 

Appalled at the awful_ ruin which bis ne- 
farious schemes had caused in South Africa, 
he brought home his feathers, and sought 
how to hide his failures under some liew start- 
ling adventure. To.. the amazement of man-^ 
kind, this veteran Free-Trader suddenly pos- 
ed as an all-round protectionist — flatly advo- 
cating a series of taxes on food and an ela- 
borate tarifx for taxing manufactures. The im- 
pudent pretext was that this was to bencfif 
the colonies and to consolidate the Empire 
was at once exposed, and .it'was plain .that it 
must . ruin Inidia—the' priticipal part of the 
Empire^and ;.>v6uld; be^^^^^ and 
other parts" 'of our doriiihibn.' ' No public man 
up to bis old age, had ever been a more clear- 
sighted and eloquent opponent of the whole 
])rotectionist folly. Yet the moment this old 
Cobdcnite jumped around to expound the fal- 
lacies that he had ridiculed all his public life, 
landlords and manufacturers hailed him as 
their deliverer— as the one man who was', to 
raise their rents and boom their; trade mar- 
kets. . . " 

For years he continued to rage round the 
country in a wild hustling propaganda, shout- 
ing oi'it bunkum about the "Hag," pouring 
out fallacious figures, and making silly pro- 
phecies , about ruin and sillier prophecies of 
coming boons — every one of which random 
assertions was exposed and laughed out of 
court as soon as it was uttered. This has 
gone on for seme years, and still, after his 
melancholy break-down,- he -r^mairis, tlie. 
man of the Birtni^ham' mountain, the 
tre of a yak coii'spiracy of speculators which 
is throwing' pdlitics into confusion and split- 
ting up even the Conservative Party in which 
it was concocted. Neither Mr. Balfour nor 
Lord Lansdowne are masters in their own 
liouses, and the ablest and most experienced 
statesmen of their party are profoundly op- 
]K>sed to the Protectionist adventure;^ - As 
ever, Mr. Chamberlain is again underbidding 
not only his political opppnents biti',.iiiS' qWu 
political colleagues. 

His Gifts and Deficiencies. 

In conclusion, I say most emphatically 
and most sincerely, I do not charge IMr. 
Chamberlain with bad faith. I believe that 
he is today as:hpnest and' sincere a Protec- 
tionist in convic'tibn' as ten years ago he was 
an . honest and . sincere 'i^rc^erTrader-.by convic- 
tion, ''ff^ man of ' extraordinary impulse 
and of great force of character. With won- 
derful gifts of inspiration, of eloquence, and 
of organization. Joseph Chamberlain never 
possessed solid judgment or masterly brain. 
He is by nature an inventor, a demagogue, a 
specidator, a gambler. Ide has a magnetic 
power of deceiving crowds, of deceiving him- 
self. He, is pnq;pf the. men pf !tintnJstworthy 
genius wlitf fojpind. Panama 'coitipanies, " Salt 
Lakc;.citieSj ahd .IRhdd^^ settlements. He 
has, the genius and passion of a true innova- 
tor, but not the statesmanship or the clear 
brain which alone can make vast specula- 
tions succeed. I believe him to be sincere and 
in earnest today as I believed him to be sin- 
cere and in earnest forty years ago. And the 



proof of his sincerity lies in this — that he is 
too often the worst enemy of both himself, 
and of those who trust him. This is the inevit- 
adle fate of the great speculators who unite 
restless Imagination with- indomitable courage, 
and yet niake hideous failttres for want of pati- 
ence, self-control and balance of brain. 
■ Such is the man wdiom the nobles and gen- 
tiemen of England hail as their prophet and 
their' guide — who is to show them IjOw to im- 
prove their rent-roll by selling corn dear to the 
people. That blessed word'of his: "You must 
tax food,' has wiped out all his old offences, 
has softened their, old terrors, and has made 
them forget all that happened. in the last forty 
years. They forget everything, Jhey forgive 
everything. They are blind td all the failures, 
of his schemes, to all the exposure of his fal- 
lacies, to all th(; risks of his big promises and 
bubble speculations. Once more an old and 
experienced aristocracy is about to take a 
plunge into the unknown at the bidding of a 
professional gambler who' holds out to them a 
promise of more money and better markets. 



e Relation of Medicine 




Daremburg has said, with a large measure 
of justice, that most histori'es of medicine have 
been rendered barren and unprofitable by 

treating medical science as an isolated creation, 
unrelated, as it were to other creations of-hu- 
man intelligence. In. "The Relation of Medi- 
cine to Philosoph}-," Dr. .M(.)on selects certain 
representative epochs and shows with admir- 
able clearness, out of the abundance of his 
knowledge, how medicine has been linked up, 
for better or for worse, with the current 
thought and philosophy of the day, how it has 
taken on the color qf its epviroriment. He 
shows how even the fantastic pre-Socratic phil- 
osophers served a good purpose in freeing it 
from the trammels of religion with which in 
all primitive races it has been intimately asso-, 
ciated. It was not, however, till the time of 
Hippocrates that medicine entered on an inde- 
peufleut existence of its own. He first laid it 
down for all time that the foundations of medi- 
cine must be set, not on the shifting soil of 
crude philosophical speculation, but on the 
firm ground of pbscrvation atid experi'meht'. 
Hippocrates, too, 'recognized law and saw ord- 
er even in the disorder of disease. But the 
good seed so\\'u by M i])])ocr;ites fell on sterile 
soil, ;ind was choked almost at its birth by the 
rampant growth of metaphysics under the in- 
spiration of Plato and ;\risto11e: for five cen- 
turies medicine suffered a eonqilete eclipse, in 
the hands of the Dogmatics and Emi)irics, 
medicine became mere food for controversy, 
and lost even the semblance of a nascient sci- 
ence; the former, bending the knee to Plato, 
wandered aimlessly in a maze of speculation, 
the latter, following .'\ristotle, were content to 
wallow in a slougli of doubt. W'itli (jalen, 
medicine enjoyed again a few brief years of 
living. He saw that a knowledge of disease 
postulated a knowledge of the structure of the 
human body,i and^asserted ,the importance of 
anatomy, and piractised it on animals. He, too, 
was the father of experimental physiologj'. But 
what Galen gave td medicine wijth one hand, he 
took away with the other. 

Dr. Moon considers that the influence of 



early Christianity was, on the whole, unfavor- 
able.; in their zealous care pf the soul, Chris- 
tians spared little thought for the things of the 
body ; and, regarding diseases as visitations of 
the Most High, they gave no heed to unravel- 
ling the processes of disease. To them, how- 
ever, is due the credit of the systematic foun- 
dation of hospitals for the sick; henceforth 
disease was readily accessible to t)bservation 
and collective investigation. It is difficult to 
appraise accurately the debt of medicine to 
Arabic civilization. It is true, as Dr. Moon 
says, that they enslaved medicine to magic, 
that they scorned anatomy,- which was rei)ug- 
nant alike to their temperament and to their 
religion, and that they accepted the system of 
fjalen as their medical Koran. Piut as ;m oft- 
set to this, they kept ;dive in their uni\-ersities 
and libraries the slender growth ()f C,reek me- 
dicine and handed it- on to their successors. 
They, too, were the parents of pharmaceutical 
chemistry. The-gross darkness of the Middle 
Ages cast its shadow over medicine; again it 
.came under the yoke of its aforetime enemies, 
abstract speculation and theological dogma. 
The growth of tlie Italian Universities, .S;Uer- 
no, Bologn;i, I'adua. and .Yiqiles, did, howe\-er. 
s(3und the first note of revolt against clerical 
authority, while the Criisarlcs, which leil to a 
great incre;ise in the number of pliysici;ins who 
were not monks, afforch-d them also ])ractical 
experience in the treatment of disease and 
wounds. Oriental influence, however, still 
further enslaved medicine to superstitition, and 
the leading physicians of the time became firm 
believers in alchemy and astrology. Not till 
the Renaissance did the revolt against author- 
ity become effective. The revix'ed study of 
Greek models, telling of a time when tlKuighl 
was free and unfettered, filled the idr with the 
spirit of intellifctual liberty. The Renaissance, 
however, is to be -reniembered in medical his- 
t*ny more for what it made possible than for 
what it did. Later the spirit of the Reforma- 
tion > struck still deeper at the roots of ordin- 
ance and' authority. It reinained for B^con to 
acquire recognition for the supreme import- 



ance of the independent investTgatiofa.of nature 

and to establish a method of research that has 
ensured for all time the stability of science. 
With Vesalius, at the beginning of the si.x- 
teenth century, medicine first attains the digni- 
ty of a science. His study of human anatomy, 
made manifest to the multitude through the 
work of the great Italian painters of the day, 
served finally to dethrone Galen. In strong 
contrast to 'Vesalius stands Paracelsus, always 
-interesting because always inscrutible. - That 
the man who wrote in all sincerity, "Der* erst 
Schulmei^ter der Arztnei ist der Corpus und 
die Materia der Natur" should have scorned 
anatomy, emasculated physiology, and run riot 
in speculation under tlic light of inward illu- 
mination must always remain a puzzle in psy- 
chology. Probably Dr. Moon comes very near 
the truth in suggesting that he was anxious to 
vlethronc Galen> not becattse he fettered medi- 
cine, but because he ffettered him.. The philo- 
sophy of Bacpti, Descartes, and Spinoza, by 
leading to rh^terialj^tic conceptions of nature, 
gave a powerful iriipetus to medical science. It 
gradually came to be thought that all bodily 
processes took place in accordance with known 
ja\vs of physics and chemistry- 

l.,ooking back on the unparalleled advance 
in medical science during the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and the vast accumulation of medical 
knowledge garnered in by increasing special- 
ism, Dr. Moon regrets that with it has come an 
almost cbm|)lel(' di\-orce of medicine and phil- 
osophy.' jMost tlmuglitful men will agree with 
him that in modern medicine wisdom has hard- 
ly grown commensurate with kno.wledge. Still, 
the much that is knovyn is so infinitely small 
beside the much that is not Icnown, that we 
feel the time is not yet for the taking up again 
of medicine into philosophy, ani^l medical sci- 
ence must revolve a while longe'r' in its own 
orbit.. Do we detect the influence of Plato on 
modern medicine in Dr. Moon's desire to ex- 
tend the dominion of medicine to the moral 
and intellectual well-being of mankind? Rome 
found no salvation in a philosopher upon her 
throne; shall. we replace him by a physician. 



HIGH SPEEB TYPING 

- \- iii ah interesting account of how she came ■ 
to attairi^'her present efficiency with the type- 
writer. Miss Rose L. Fritz, who has six times 
gained a world's championship for speed, gives 
some hints which may be of interest to those- 
who' are trying to follow in her footsteps. 

Great speed in the operation ot the type- 
writer, she says, is partly a gift, and partly the 
result of intelligent practice. There are some 
people, no matter how much they strive, who 
■. will never become rapid operators. But you 
observe this phenomenon in all lines of work,; 
that two people of the same size, strength, and 
education differ greatly in the ease and expedi- 
tion with which they perform the same task. 

In a recent contest I wrote 6,135 words in 
an hour, or an average of about 102 words a 
minute. I can write indefinitely at a speed 
very nearly approximating that without feel- 
•ing any fatigue or sense of strain. If all typists 
Woulil recognize the fact that it is just as easy 
to write rapidly as it is to write slowly I be- 
lieve that more of them would strive after 
greater speed. 

I attended a business school for about three 
months, during which I put in two or three; 
hours daily ,,on the typew;riter.'_jjjAfc| the end of 
that- time:I :secured a position?>vKrch kept me 
so busy thatT had no time to prictice«outside 
business' hoitfs. With the speed acquired in 
this way J. went to Chicago and won. the first 
prize in a contest there. I now have a greater 
speed than at that time, and I hope that by 
next year I rdiall be able to crovv'd in a few 
words more a minute. 

Fingers Thinking 

In the first place I learned the touch system 
perfectly — so perfectly, in fact, that my fingers 
think for me. When I sec a word, I never think 
vhow. it'isrspelled ; my fingers arc spelling it out 
'Jor' riie 'after my mind has forgotten it and is 
reading the next word. 

I never think of looking at my keyboard or 
at what I am writing. If I niake a mistake I 
know it as I am making it, sometimes before. 
That is, I know I am going to make a mistake, 
but I have no time to stop myself. 

I think the first thing a young typist should 
leai;h is abspKlte.accuracy.v;Sp,ee^^ 
.•itself.' Too often 'a; beginner is so anxious to 
become a fast operator that he forces himself 
at the expense of accuracy. This is a fatal mis- 
take, because once that bad habit is acquired 
it is almost impossible to break it. 

I think it is best to practice from all kinds 
of copy. For my part, I make use of newspaper 
•stories more than anything else. Working 
over sfet;exercises;.like:v"Hp.w isfthe time for all 
good men to cPirie- to^ thV. ai'd'bf their party" 
lias very little value. 

I do not use any mark to keep my place in 
my copy. Some operators make use of liners 
or other devices. I never lose my place, be- 
cause 1 never take my eyes off the. copy. I 
just simply read along almost as rapidly as .-.I 
should if I were not transcribing. 

Strength in Hands and Arms 

1 have (jften been asked if piano playing is 
any aid in typewriting. For myself I find that 
it is really a hindrance. Of course, in that it 
gives strength to the hands it is a help, but the 
theories of piano playing and' typewriting are 
different. 

1 place my typewriter so that the lower 
bank of letters is on a level with my elbows. I 
ahv;iys sit erect and move as I find it comfort- 
able. This, J think, is merely a matter of com- 
fort, for two of iny nearest competitors sit in 
entirely different attitudes; one absolutely 
erect, not moving,,, by a hair'^ ibceadth in an 
hour; the other is all hii!np.e,d,V'pyer. his 'ma- 
chine. Personally, I think a -wprnan isliould- 
always sit as v nearly erect as possible to'.- 'pre- ' 
serve her health and figure. 

Strength in the hands and artns is the most 
valu;djlc reciuisite one can possess. Exercises 
or housework which em])loy the muscles of 
the arms and hands arc very valuable, and 
ev.ery;;typist, shoitld giy.e some attention to this 
rnatfef: ' ' ' •'v- ■ 

' The stroke should be a sharp staccqto blow 
to the key. The finger must not linger on a • 
letter. 1 take the letters off my machine and 
substitute celluloid caps, as being- more com- 
fortable fcM' the finger lips. 

In closing, I want to lay stress 'upon the 
necessity of having the typewriter absolutely 
clean, I am astonished .when I go into business 
offices to see the condition in which the aver- 
age o]ierator keeps his machine. It is' impos- 
sible to work fast on a dirty, sticky typewriter, 
and a blurred letter is a disgrace to the oper- 
ator and to the firm for which it is written.
